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Introduction 


This Guide describes the estimated 350,000 photographs among the 
holdings of the Division of Archives and Manuscripts (Pennsylvania State 
Archives) of the Pennsylvania Historical and Museum Commission. Most 
materials found at the State Archives are, of course, documentary in nature. 
These are arranged into record groups, i.e., records created by the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania's governing agencies and political subdivisions; 
and manuscript groups, or personal or private papers of individuals or 
businesses significant to Pennsylvania's history. Photographs are found 
within record and manuscript groups as well. Obviously, not all contain 
images, hence the reader will find gaps in the numerical sequence of this 
publication. Persons desiring more detailed information concerning the 
overall nature of the State Archives holdings should consult Frank M. 
Suran, Guide to the Record Groups in the Pennsylvania State Archives (Harris- 
burg: PHMC 1980) and Harry E. Whipkey, Guide to the Manuscript Groups in 
the Pennsylvania State Archives (Harrisburg: PHMC, 1976). There are also 
guides offering combined information from the above two on specialized 
subjects: Robert M. Dructor, Guide to Genealogical Sources at the Pennsylvania 
State Archives (Harrisburg: PHMC, 1981); Martha M. Simonetti, Descriptive 
List of the Map Collection in the Pennsylvania State Archives (Harrisburg: 
PHMC, 1976); and Frank M. Suran and Nancy L. P. Fortna, Guide to County 
and Municipal Records on Microfilm in the Pennsylvania State Archives (Harris- 
burg: PHMC, 1982).

RECORDS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE 


The Department of Agriculture was created in 1895 to encourage the 
development of agriculture, horticulture, forestry and related industries. It 
is currently responsible for promoting the efficient marketing of farm 
products, controlling plant and animal diseases, and safeguarding the 
public against impure food, fertilizers and pesticides. Functions relating to 
forestry were transferred to the Department of Forestry in 1901 (See RG-6). 


Bureau of Plant Industry 

Photographic Negative File, 1905-1944, 13 cu. ft. 

This series contains over 5,000 5x7 or 4x5 glass or film negatives created 
and used by the bureau for technical and publicity purposes. Each image, 
arranged numerically, is housed in a folder bearing a number and descrip- 
tive information. Plants and insects often bear their Latin taxonomic names. 
A contact print is occasionally filed with the negative. Subjects cover day- 
to-day activities of the bureau and other bureaus of the department, special 
events, animals, insects and plants. 

Activities show staff at work at the Bureau of Animal Industry Labora-

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lories at Summerdale; the Insect Collection Room at the Bureau of Plant 
Industry; exhibits at the Bureau of Zoology; egg testing at the Division of 
Poultry; treating potato wart, gummosis of cherry, peach tree borer, chest- 
nut blight, tomato leaf wilt, white pine blister, and other plant diseases at 
experimental farms and orchards all over the state. Also included are 
formal portraits of Secretaries of Agriculture, 1895-1 940, deputy secretaries, 
general staff and the Farm Show Commission. Special events cover staff at 
a 1919 Potato Conference and a 1922 Entomological Field Meeting in New 
York; a 1920 agricultural fair in Washington County; the 1922 dedication of 
the York Imperial Apple Marker near York; a 1926 Shade Tree Conference; 
the agriculture exhibits at the Pennsylvania Building of the 1926 United 
States Sesquicentennial Celebration, Philadelphia; the 1929 ground-break- 
ing ceremonies for the State Farm Show Building, Harrisburg; various 
annual State Farm Shows including the 1938 cornerstone-laying ceremonies 
for the Farm Show Arena, Harrisburg; and various meetings of the Ameri- 
can Association of Economic Entomologists. 

Animals include domesticated and wild animals and birds, most native 
to Pennsylvania. Domesticated animalsare shown at various farms through- 
out the state, especially the SlateCollegearea. Animals include: black bears, 
cattle, chickens, deer, foxes, hogs, horses, mice, minks, muskrats, opossums, 
porcupines, rabbits, raccoons, rats, various reptiles, sheep, skunks, squir- 
rels, weasels, woodchucks and others. Birds include: bitterns, coots, ducks, 
eagles, all types of finches, geese, gulls, herons, loons, mergansers, owls, 
quails, rails, turkeys, all types of warblers, woodpeckers and others. 

Insects are either beneficial or harmful to farm and forest production. 
Many views are technical studies of an insect at various stages of develop- 
ment: egg, larva and adult. Most are devoted to bees and beekeeping, with 
views of various apiaries throughout the state. Other insects include: ants; 
aphids; beetles, especially Japanese beetles; peach tree borers; corn worms; 
cut worms; earwigs; flies and maggots; grasshoppers; ladybugs; lice; milli- 
pedes; mites; mosquitos; moths and tent caterpillars, especially gypsy 
moths; red bugs; scales; thrips; ticks; waterbugs and many others. 

Plants are primarily vegetable, fruit and nut crops, shown at planting, 
cultivation, harvesting and processing. Examples are shown of healthy 
plants and those damaged by the above insects and typical diseases. Other 
problems include cankers, dry rot, fungus, rust, scabs, scale and smut. 
There are views of orchards in St. Thomas, North East, Exeter and other 
parts of the state. Fruits include many varieties of apples, blackberries, 
blueberries, cherries, elderberries, grapes, huckleberries, peaches, pears,^ 
plums, raspberries, strawberries, and tomatoes. Nuts include acorn, chest- 
nut, hickory and pine. Vegetables include asparagus, barley, beans, brussel 
sprouts, buckwheat, cabbage, carrots, corn, chicory, clover, mushrooms. 
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onions, peas, radishes, and wheat. Miscellaneous plants include azaleas, 
dodder, grass, mustard, nettles, poison ivy, rhododendron, roses, sorrel, 
tobacco, thistle, wound wort and many others. 

Miscellaneous subjects include views of pruning and spraying trees in 
Capitol Park, Harrisburg; orchards owned by Governor William Sproul; 
farm machinery; greenhouses at Langhome; flour mills in Annville, 
Chambersburg, Codorus, Durham, Highspire, Muncy and Paoli; the town 
of Somerville, N .J., during a 1 920 gypsy moth infestation; the Heinz Toma to 
Canning Factory, Chambersburg; and "wargardens" cultivated by anthra- 
cite coal miners in Highland, Jeddo and Weatherly, and bituminous miners 
in Fayette County, 

Lantern Slide File, 1905-1944, 7 cu. ft 

This series contains approximately 3,500 glass lantern slides primarily 
created from the above negative file for educational and study purposes. 
Most bear descriptive information and the number of the negative from 
which each was taken. Others are illustrations taken from books, maps, 
charts or graphs. There arc also title slides prepared by staff for use in 
lectures. A few were purchased from commercial photographic firms such 
as Williams, Brown & Earle Co., Philadelphia; the Edmondson Co., Cleve- 
land, and from Mrs. M.V. Slingerlund. Though originally arranged by 
subject, this order has been lost, and the file is presently unorganized. See 
the above negative file for subjects. 

Reports and Related Records, 1917-1961, 2.5 cu. ft. 

Phis series contains annual and biennial reports, memoranda and corre- 
spondenceof the bureau. Occasionally contact prints of the above negative 
file are found among the records or printed in the reports. The photograph 
file is periodically referred to in these records. 

Bureau of Markets 

Lantern Slide File, ca. 1920, 50 items 

The file consists of lantern slides of interior and exterior views of public 
markets in Pennsylvania, ca. 1920. The slides, in a slotted wooden container, 
are arranged as for a lecture. There is no index to the lecture, and most 
markets are unidentified. Identified items include the Farmers' Market, 
Lancaster; Broad Street Market, Harrisburg, and the South Side and Dia- 
mond Markets, Pittsburgh.

RECORDS OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTIONS 

Pennsylvania has held five constitutional conventions, in 1776, 1789, 
1837, 1872 and 1 967, all in response to demands for sweeping changes to the 
existing document. There are no illustrative materials in this record group 
for the first four conventions. 

The Constitutional Convention of 1967-1968 

Records of the Preparatory Committee, 3.5 cu. ft 
Includes nineteen prints, usually 8x10, of portraits of Committees on 
Local Government, Rules, Legislative Apportionment, Judiciary, etc.; for- 
mal and informal portraits of convention delegates such as William Scranton, 
James Michener, Robert P. Casey, Raymond Broderick, Richard Thornburgh, 
Thomas Fagan, and others. 

Records of the Information Office, 3.5 cu. ft. 

Includes an 800 ft., 16mm color motion picture film, "A Living Constitu- 
tion," telling the story of the convention's proceedings. Produced by Stuart 
Finley of Falls Church, Virginia.

RECORDS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF FORESTS 
AND WATERS 

The Department of Forests and Waters was created in 1923 to consolidate 
the Department of Forestry, the Water Supply Commission and the Bureau 
of Topographic and Geologic Survey. The Department of Forestry was 
originally established in 1895 as the Division of Forestry in the Department 
of Agriculture and became separate in 1901. It was responsible for the 
acquisition and management of state forest lands, the development of state 
parks, the protection and improvement of the Commonwealth's water 
supply, and other related duties. The Department of Forests and Waters 
was absorbed by the Department of Environmental Resources in 1971. 
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Water Supply Commission 

Records of the Water Resources Inventory Report, 1913-1920, 14 cu. 
ft. 

The State Legislature passed the Inventory Act of 1913 to create a 
systematic inventory of the Commonwealth's water resources in order to 
better determine locations for reservoirs and dams, learn ways to minimize 
floods, increase navigation, etc. It resulted in the ten-part Water Resources 
Inventory Report, published by the State Printer in 1916. Records include 
correspondence, maps, charts, field notes, photographs and typewritten 
drafts of the final report. Photographs are nearly 300 prints of varying size 
either taken by staff or obtained from other sources and glued to pages of 
the final draft. Those collected but not used in the draft are interfiled with 
theappropriateseetion. All items are identified on the reverse, often giving 
the date and photographer. Some are air-brushed. Prints are not found in 
Parts I, V and VI. 

Part II. Turtle Creek Investigation, 1913-1916, contains 104 views taken 
between 1907-1914 of factories, railyards and homes in East Pittsburgh, 
Harrison City, Pitcairn, Trafford, Turtle Creek and Wilmerding. Notable 
items include views of the Edgar Thomson Open Hearth Steel Works, the 
Westinghouse AirBrakeCompany,and the Turtle Creek Floods of 1907 and 
1911. Most views are3x5l/2 contact prints by staff taken in the summer 
of 1914. A few are by Henry Sonnenberg, a Turtle Creek photographer. 

Part III. Gazetteer of Streams, 1914-1916, contains nineteen views of 
streams throughout the Commonwealth, including views of the Analomink, 
Broadhead and Pennypack Creeks and the Lehigh, Delaware (at 
Narrowsville), Schuylkill and Susquehanna (at Rockville) Rivers, by James 
Bartlett Rich, a Philadelphia photographer. Views by unidentified photog- 
raphers include the Beaver, Monongahela, Raystown, Shenango, 
Youghiogheny and Susquehanna (North and West Branch) Rivers. Also 
included is a view of the Allegheny at New Kensington, by the U.S. 
Engineer's Office, Pittsburgh. 

Part IV. Gazetteer of Lakes and Ponds, 1 916, contains sixteen views of lakes 
and ponds in Crawford (especially Conneaut Lake), Lackawanna, Monroe, 
Pike, Susquehanna and Wyoming Counties by staff photographers. 

Part VII. Water Power, 1913-1916, contains nearly 100 views of dams, 
waterfalls and power plants in the Delaware and Susquehanna River 
basins, taken by staff during 1914. Delaware Basin sites include Kalbach 
Company plants on Tulpchocken Creek; the Philadelphia Suburban Gas 
and Electric Company at Cromby; the Wilson Hauser and White Haven 
Water Company on the Lehigh River; the Pennsylvania Utilities Company 
at Easton; the Dexter/ Lambert Silk Mill and Paupack Electric Company at 
Hawley; and smaller plantsand damsatBirdsboro, Norristown, Fairmount, 
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Womelsdorf, Manayunk, Mauch Chunk, Stroudsburg, Phoenixville and 
New Hope. Susquehanna Basin sites include the Lancaster Light, Heat and 
Power Company; Eagles Merc Light Company; the Pennsylvania Water 
and Power Company at Holtwood; Wrightsville Light and Power Com- 
pany; York Haven Water and Power Company; and smaller plants and 
dams at Belleville, Boalsburg, Boiling Springs, Carlisle, Cypher, Grantham, 
Fishing Creek, Hummclstown, Huntingdon, Middle Creek, Middlcburg, 
Mifflinburg,Millersburg, Orangeville, Raystown,Rcynoldsdale,Selinsgrove, 
Shippensburg, Strasburg, Tunkhannock, Warrior Ridge and Yeagertown. 
Also included are power plants of paper mills at Mount Holly Springs and 
York Haven. 

Part VIII. Floods, 1916, contains seven teen viewsof floods in Huntingdon, 
Lewistown and Williamsport, 1889; Easton, 1903; Shenango, Tarentum, 
Warren and Wilkes-Barre, 1913; and Dunmore, Scranton and Westmoor, 
1914, by unidentified photographers. 

Part IX. Navigation, 1912-1916, contains eighty-four scenic views along 
the Delaware, Lehigh and Schuylkill Canals, most by James Bartlett Rich. 
Other items include the Tidewater Canal at Wrightsville, and dams on the 
Allegheny and Monongahela Rivers taken by the U.S. Engineer's Office and 
other photographers.

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Part X. Culm in the Streams of the Anthracite Region, 1916, contains eleven 
views by staff of coal slush and culm contaminating Mahanoy and 
Shenandoah Creeks, the Schuylkill River and other streams in the Anthra- 
cite Region. 

Chief Engineer's Office Records, 1921-1963, 5 cu. ft 

The series contains records pertaining to the acquisition of land by the 
Commonwealth for the Pymatuning Reservoir Project. Areas in Crawford 
County, Pennsylvania, and eastern Ohio were flooded in the 1930s to create 
the multi-use Pymatuning Lake. Records include land deeds, reports, 
insurance appraisals and surveys, arranged numerically by file number. 
Occasionally interfiled are photographs of a property and any pertinent 
buildings thereon, usually farmhouses, bams, etc. These are roughly 3x5 
contact prints, sometimes with matching negatives. Most appear to have 
been taken during the 1930s by G.S. Beal, possibly an insurance appraiser. 
Many contain identification as to subject and date photographed. 

Bureau of Parks 

General Correspondence, 1922-1941, 9 cu. ft 

Among these records is the "Historical Report on Fort Necessity, 
Jumonville's Grave, and Braddock's Trail," prepared by Roy Edgar 
Appelman for the National Park Service, August 21, 1935, which includes 
nine 2 3/4 x 5 photographic prints showing existing features at Fort 
Necessity State Park. Also included are eight similar prints taken Novem- 
ber 20, 1936, showing Emergency Conservation Workers constructing 
paths, planting trees, etc., around the park. 

Bureau of Forest Management 

General Correspondence, 1920-1930, 1 cu. ft. 

This series consists mainly of survey forms of buildings on state forest 
lands, primarily rangers' homes and outbuildings. Occasionally there are 
photographic printsof the building interfiled with the survey form. This file 
is unorganized. 

Public Relations Office 

Photograph File, ca. 1889-ca. 1960, 20.5 cu. ft. 

The file contains over 2,700 negatives and approximately 8,000 matching 
prints generated by staff for education and publicity purposes. All nega- 
tives are glass, either 5x7 or 6 1/2x8 1/2, arranged numerically and 
accompanied by a contact print mounted on heavy board containing 
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captions and negative numbers. The prints are arranged by subject. More 
prints than negatives attest to the fact that most original negatives were of 
nitrate base and have not survived. 

Photography has been closely associated with the agency's work since its 
inception as the Division of Forestry under the Department of Agriculture. 
Many images were taken by forest rangers as part of their duties. Some later 
became high-ranking agency officials, such as Joseph Illick, George Wirt, 
Henry Clepper, and others. Later imagesof the 1930s and 1940s were taken 
by staff photographers, especially David S. Nace. Integrated with these are 
the private photograph collections of Dr. Joseph T. Rothrock and William T. 
Clarke, some of which predate the Division of Forestry. Rothrock was 
known as the "Father of Pennsylvania Forestry." Many of his photographs 
include those taken for Forest Leaves (now Pennsylvania Forests, the journal 
of the Pennsylvania Forestry Association), and views of Mont Alto Sanitar- 
ium, which he was instrumental in creating. William T. Clarke was a 
commercial photographer operating in Galeton in the late nineteenth 
century. Hetookmany imagesof the Pennsylvania lumberingindustryand 
community life therein. 

The photographs were apparently arranged in their present form some- 
time in the 1920s and added to for years afterward, especially in the 1930s 
and 1940s. There are few items after 1950. Original large subject categories 
include: 

Arbor Day exercises in New Cumberland, 1924, and at Slippery Rock 
Normal School, 1925. 

“Big Trees" that are representative examples of Pennsylvania oak, elm, 
tulip, poplar, hemlock, white pine, etc., which have lived several hundred 
years. 

Forestry Buildings, especially forest rangers' homes with associated out- 
buildings, picnic pavilions in various state parks, fire observers' cabins, the 
chapel and public school at Mont Alto, James Buchanan's birthplace, iron 
furnaces at Mont Alto and Caledonia, Laurelton State Village, the Jacob 
Nolde Estate, Civilian Conservation Corps buildings, the General Refracto- 
ries Company at Karthaus, the Clarks Ferry Bridge, lock houses along the 
Delaware Canal and miscellaneous gristmills, country churches and other 
buildings. 

Camps and Camp Sites, including those for forest rangers. Boy Scouts, the 
general public, and private hunting and fishing camps. 

Demonstration Forests at Caledonia, Lebo, Sigel Millstone, and elsewhere. 

Forest Destruction caused by chestnut blight, deer, erosion, floods, fungi, 
insects, humans, rabbits, snow and ice, wind, etc. 

Emergency Conservation Work showing Civilian Conservation Corps mem- 
bers living and working at many camps throughout the state. 
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Farm \Noodlots showing the use of forests as parts of farms throughout the 
state. 

Floods and Flood Control along the Delaware Canal and elsewhere. 

Forest Animals such as bear, beaver, bison, deer, elk, fish (trout farms), 
grouse, snakes, turtles and others. 

Forest Conditions showing stand composition, water supply, natural 
regeneration, original stands, and miscellaneous views. 

Forest Officials, with formal and informal portraits of members of the 
Forestry Commission, including Joseph T. Rothrock, S.B. Elliott, Robert S. 
Conklin, George Wirt, Mira L. Dock, Henry W. Shoemaker, and other 
agency officials. Also shown are group portraits at annual conferences of 
the Pennsylvania Forestry Association, the Pennsylvania Forest Research 
Institute, the State Foresters' Conventions, the Society of American Forest- 
ers, and Governor Arthur James's visit to Ricketts Glen State Park, 1941. 

Forest Parks and Public Camps, including Bear Valley Public Camp, 
Buchanan State Forest; Big Spring Public Camp; Black Moshannon State 
Park; Blue Hole Spring in Forbes State Forest; Bucktail State Park; Bushy 
Run Battlefield; Caledonia Sta te Park; Cherry Spring Station, Cherry Springs 
State Park, Childs State Park; Clear Creek Public Camp;Colerain State Park; 
Cook Forest State Park; Conrad Weiser Park; Cowan's Gap Park; Drake 
Well Park; S.B. Elliott Public Camp; Pennsylvania State Park (Presque Isle); 
Fort Necessity Park, including dedicatory exercises, July 4, 1 932; Governor 
Printz Park; Greenwood Public Camp; Halfway Recreation Area; Leonard 
Harrison State Park; Hemlock State Park; Voneida State Park (Hairy Johns); 
Hickory Run Park; Hopewell Tower Park (Hopewell Village); Kettle Creek 
Park in Sproul Forest; Kooser Lake Park; Joyce Kilmer Park and Krumrine 
Public Camp in Bald Eagle Forest; Laurel Dam in Michaux Forest; Mont Alto 
State Park; John Morton Birthplace; Ole Bull Public Camp; Parker Dam State 
Park, including dam construction, 1939; Penn-Roosevelt Dam; Pine Grove 
Furnace Park; Poe Valley Lake; Promised Land Public Camp and Lake; 
Pymatuning Dam State Park, including opening day for fishermen, July 1, 
1937; Ricketts Glen Park; Sizerville Park in Elk Forest; Roosevelt State Park; 
Sideling Hill Public Camp in Buchanan State Forest; Snyder-Middleswarth 
State Park; Stony Batter Park in Buchanan State Forest; Ralph Stover State 
Park (Burnt Mill); Valley Forge State Park; Washington Crossing State Park; 
and Worlds End State Park. 

Forest People, including portraits of Andre Michaux, Alan Seeger, Joyce 
Kilmer, and various river raftsmen, snake-catchers, tar-burners, and others. 

Forest Recreation, including the general public fishing, golfing, hiking, 
hunting, picnicking and swimming in the parks listed above, and outings 
with private clubs or organizations, including Girl and Boy Scouts, Young 
Men's Christian Association, Pennsylvania Alpine Club, and the Pennsyl- 
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vania Forestry Association. Also included are views of waterfalls in Childs 
Park. 

Forest Schools, especially views of Mont Alto State Forest School and Yale 
Forest School (Pike County); the Royal Forestry School in Italy; and the 
Nancy Forest School in France, where Gifford Pinchot studied. 

"Important Tree Study Places," such as the A.E. Ball property, Mercer 
County; D.P. Drake property, Monroe County; Pierre du Pont Estate 
(Longwood); Gettysburg Battlefield; Lehigh University Campus; Marshall 
Arboretum and Westtown School, Chester County; H.Y. Miller Farm, 
Warren County; Mont Alto State Forest School; Nolde Estate, Berks County; 
Sligo, Clarion County, and the York Water Company Property, York 
County. 

Lumbering Operations in Clinton, Lycoming, McKean, Sullivan and Potter 
Counties showing sawing, bark peeling, log loading and hauling by cart or 
railway; floating logs down the West Branch of the Susquehanna near 
Williamsport by the Central Pennsylvania Lumber Company, and other 
activities; devastated forests due to heavy logging; and views of life in 
logging camps. 

Lumbering Towns, including Cameron, Driftwood and Emporium, 
Cameron County; Bitumen, Clinton County; Straight, Elk County; Betula, 
Gardeau and Norwich, McKean County; Austin, Cross Fork, Costello, Hull, 
Keating Summit, Logue, Lyman Run, Mina, Nine Mile, Roulette and 
Wharton, Potter County; and Leetonia, Tioga County. 

Miscellaneous, including apple cider presses in Perry County; collecting 
maple syrup in various areas; a Raftsman's and Riverman's Reunion in 
McElhattan, 1928; the Mount Holly Forest Fire Association Annual Picnic, 
1931; the Dauphin County Firemen's Association Parade, 1932; workers 
receiving unemployment relief, 1932, by gathering firewood, etc.; gypsy 
basketmakers; different examples of wood fencing; views of home and 
community life in coal mining and lumbering regions; ox teams; Allentown 
streets decorated with evergreen boughs, 1927-1929; Copperas and Ganis- 
ter Rocks, Huntingdon County; idle farmlands in Lawrence, Crawford and 
Franklin Counties; various forest rangers' homes; gathering Christmas 
greens and shipping Christmas trees; site of Ole Bull Castle; copies of views 
of Pine Grove Furnace, ca . 1 883; and anthraci te mining and bituminous coal 
strip mining. 

Monuments and Markers, including dedication ceremonies for the "Road 
of Remembrance," Wrightsville, 1922; birthplace and grave markers for 
President James Buchanan; the York Imperial Apple marker, York; Joseph 
T. Rothrock's grave in Chester; monument to Mary Jemison (the White 
Squaw), Adams County; markers honoring H. A. Smith in Venango County, 
George Wirt at Mont Alto, S.B. Elliott in Moshannon State Forest; markers 
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at Fort Necessity and Braddock's Grave; Perry Victory Memorial at Presque 
Isle; 1930 dedication ceremonies of a marker commemorating the first 
purchase of State Forest Land at Young Womans Creek, Clinton County; 
1 936 dedication ceremonies of a marker honoring S.T. Moore at Greenwood 
Furnace; Mason and Dixon stone boundary markers; marker on the summit 
of Negro Mountain; and cemeteries in Perry, Huntingdon, Northampton, 
Bedford and Bucks Counties. 

Tree Nursery Operations by the Department at Clearfield, Mont Alto, 
Milton, and Greenwood; at state prisons at Huntingdon, Rockview, and 
Graterford;and others including Antietam Nursery, Reading; Wemersville 
State Hospital; Overbrook Nursery, Philadelphia; Penn Nursery, Centre 
County; and the Clearfield Bituminous Coal Corporation, Indiana County. 

Reforestation of Pennsylvania, ca. 1909-1930, shows planting trees in dev- 
astated and denuded areas due to forest fires, heavy timbering, mining, etc.; 
how trees are planted; types of trees planted; tools used to plant them; and 
life in planting camps. 

Ornamental Tree Planting along streets and rural roads, including Front 
Street, Harrisburg; various streets in West Chester; near Echo Lake, Monroe 
County; along the Lincoln Highway and Route 1 near Halifax. 

Saiomills, notably those of the Central Pennsylvania Lumber Company, 
the Wheeler and Dusenbury Company, the Clearfield Bituminous Coal 
Corporation, E.C. King Sawmill in Cambria County, and smaller mills in 
Austin, Costello, Gardeau, Sizerville, Leetonia, Hull, Norwich, Keating 
Summit, Roulette and Cross Fork. Also included are up-and-down and 
portable mills in Berks, Cameron, Centre, Franklin, Huntingdon and Perry 
Counties. 

Wood-using Industries and Wood Products include the following paper 
mills: Glatfelter Pulp and Paper Company, York County; New York and 
Pennsylvania Paper Company, Elk County; West Virginia Paper and Pulp 
Company, Blair County; Hammermill Paper Company, Erie; and an uni- 
dentified paper mill at Austin; chemical companies such as the Gray 
Chemical Company and the Keystone Chemical Company, McKean County; 
Tionesta Valley Chemical Company, Forest County; the Gaffney Brothers 
Wood Products Plant, Potter County; and miscellaneous companies such 
as the Norwich Lumber Company and the Wheeler and Dusenbury Com- 
pany in northern Pennsylvania; the Costello Tannery; the Elk Tanning 
Company, Sullivan County; Edwin Bell Stave Mill, Franklin County; Co- 
lumbia Wagon Works, Lancaster County; and a locust pin mill in Bedford 
County. Other items include charcoal-making, and activities at various 
mills producing keg staves, pins, fruit and vegetable baskets, shingles, 
tanbark, etc. 

Small Subject Categories include: chestnut tree culturing; views of Euro- 
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pean forests, especially in Germany and Switzerland; exhibits staged by the 
Department at the Pennsylvania Farm Show, county fairs, and elsewhere; 
experiments in forest conversion; forest fires, fire fighting equipment, fire 
towers and fire lines; forest mensuration and weather instruments; forest 
growth studies at Mont Alto and other forests; patients at Mont Alto 
Sanitarium; box huckleberry studies, including views of immigrant berry 
pickers; boundary and division lines for state forest property and the 
construction of the boundary markers; maps of state forests and statistical 
charts on forest fires, forest growth, etc.; tree grafting; tree plantations; state 
forest road construction; experimental and sample tree plots; seed supply 
stations; road signs for state forest boundaries, trails, picnic areas, fire 
prevention, etc.; surveying crews; state forest trails in Cameron, Bedford, 
Franklin, Lancaster, Perry, Pike and other counties; tree bark; tree surgery; 
unique (freak) trees; and willow tree culturing. 

Motion Picture Films, ca. 1930-1950, 41 reels 

These are 16mm black and white and color films produced by the 
Department of Forests and Waters to document and publicize its various 
programs. Mostare400 ft. silent blackand white films showing departmen- 
tal activities such as "Gypsy Moth Control," "The Story of a Pine Seed," and 
"Tree Trimming." Of note here are two films showing unemploymentrelief 
workers cutting firewood and building roads at Birch Run Dam, and five 
films showing Civilian Conservation Corps activities around the state. 
Items for public education include "The Maple Sugar Industry in Pennsyl- 
vania," "Trees for Tomorrow," and 'The Life of a Seedling." Two films 
concerning forest fires were produced by federal agencies: "Then It 
Happened," by the U.S. Department of Agriculture; and "The Enemy Fire," 
by the U.S. Office of Civilian Defense.

RECORDS OF THE GENERAL STATE 
AUTHORITY 

The General State Authority was created in 1935 as an independent 
public corporation, as the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania could not 
legally take advantage of the federal grant and loan offers from the Public 
Works Administration. The Authority had responsibility for negotiating 
funds needed to build, expand and modernize state facilities. The Depart- 
ment of General Services, created in 1975, replaced the General State 
Authority. 
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Blueprints and Photographs, 1937-1939, 5 cu. ft 

This series contains 8x1 0 prints of construction, expansion or moderniza- 
tion of variousCommonwealth-owned properties. The printsare arranged 
by docket number and eachislabeled with thejoband docket number, name 
of facility, location, date, name of contractor and status of construction. 
Blueprints are some-times interfiled with the prints. No original negatives 
are present. Local commercial photographers were often hired, and their 
identification occasionally is found on the print. Subjects are almost all 
exterior shots of construction progress at Pennsylvania National Guard 
Armories, hospitals, teachers colleges, prisons and miscellaneous state 
buildings. 

Armories include those at Altoona, Canonsburg, Clearfield, Coraopolis, 
Gettysburg, Hamburg, Harrisburg, Huntingdon, Lancaster, Lewistown, 
Ligonier, Philadelphia, Tunkhannock, Waynesboro and Williamsport. 

Hospitals include those at Allentown, Ashland, Blossburg, Coaldale, 
Connellsville, Danville, Fairview, Hazleton, Locust Mountain, Nanticoke, 
Norristown, Philipsburg, Scranton, Torrance, Warren, and Wernersville; 
the Western Pennsylvania Tuberculosis Hospital at Butler, and the Western 
Pennsylvania Psychiatric Hospital at Pittsburgh. 

Teachers Colleges include those at Bloomsburg, California, Clarion, East 
Stroudsburg, Edinboro, Indiana, Kutztown, Lock Haven, Mansfield, 
Shippensburg, Slippery Rock and West Chester. 

Prisons/Industrial Hornes and Schools include the Eastern State Peniten- 
tiary, Huntingdon Industrial School, Lawn Maximum Security Prison, the 
Industrial School at Pennhurst, Polk State School and the Industrial Refor- 
matory at Huntingdon.

As chief executive officer of the Common wealth, the Governor is respon- 
sible for directing and supervising the activities of administrative depart- 
ments, boards and commissions under his authority to ensure the faithful 
execution of the laws of the Commonwealth. He is also commander-in-chief 
of the state's military force except when called into federal service.

RECORDS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 

Created in 1905, the Department is responsible for enforcing statutes and 
regulations pertaining to public health matters. These include drug control, 
maternal and child health programs, dental health, crippled child services, 
health education and disease suppression. 

Division of Graphics Photograph File, 1944-1978, 32 cu. ft. 

This series contains approximately 1 1,500 original negatives and match- 
ing prints by staff photographers. They record department activities for 
education and publicity purposes. Some work for other state agencies is 
included. Negatives made before 1970 are 4x5 film with accompanying 
8x10 prints mounted on heavy board containing captions and negative 
numbers. Negatives produced after 1970 are 70mm film with contact print 
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sheets. Some color items appear after 1974. Captions often give dates, 
location, subject and negative number. The original photographers' log 
(two volumes) filed with the series numerically, contains the above infor- 
mation and often the photographer's name. 

The photographs were either taken in the Health Department's studio in 
Harrisburg, or in the field at various clinics, such as Cresson, Elizabethtown, 
Mont Alto, Norristown, Danville, Harrisburg, Warren, Philadelphia, and 
other locales pertaining to the Department's functions. 

Subjects include: administrative work of the Secretary of Health; social 
activities such as conferences, workshops, parties, softball and bowling 
teams, etc.; air and stream pollution abatement, control, compliance, and 
monitoring with before and after scenes of factory smokestacks, waste 
drains, etc.; members and activities of the Air Pollution Commission; air 
raid tests and civil defense; alcoholism studies and rehabilitation; ambu- 
lance training; behavioral science; interior and exterior views of Depart- 
ment of Health Buildings and facilities all over the state; cardiology pro- 
grams; cerebral palsy treatment; child health care; chronic diseases; com- 
municable diseases; community environmental services; culm bank fires at 
Johnstown, Scranton, Centralia and other places; cystic fibrosis treatment; 
dairy farm and creamery sanitation; dental health; disaster medicine; drug 
and narcotic abuse and control; environmental protection; epidemiology; 
public health exhibits at the Pennsylvania Farm Show and elsewhere; field 
services and clinics; fish kills; food protection and sanitation; garbage 
dumps and cleanups; Governors Duff, Fine, Leader, Lawrence, Scranton, 
Shafer and Shapp signing health legislation and participating at confer- 
ences, field reviews, etc.; home safety; home and institutional environ- 
ments; industrial waste; hygiene; department laboratories; maternal health; 
medical social work; medicare services; migrant labor health services 
(primarily for Blacks and Puerto Ricans); mine drainage; mine safety; 
nutrition; nuclear waste; occupational health; physical therapy and pros- 
thesis; polio therapy and vaccinations; portraits of department personnel; 
public health education; public health nursing; rabies clinics; radiology; 
recreational sanitation and safety; respiratory diseases; rheumatic fever; 
sanitary engineering; landfills; Sanitary Water Board activities; Secretary of 
Health activities; scenic views of clean streams; sewage disposal; tobacco 
smoking; solid waste management; strip mining; tuberculosis clinics and 
treatment; vector and insect control; venereal disease studies and treat- 
ment; veterinary clinics; water quality and supply; and x-rays. 

Notable events include Department of Health participation at: the 
inaugurations of Governors Duff and Fine; flood disaster cleanup in Bucks 
and Monroe Counties, 1955, and in Elizabethtown following Hurricane 
Agnes in 1972; Boy Scout Jamborees at Valley Forge in 1957 and 1964 and 
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various state camporees; the National Campers and Hikers Association 
Annual Camp at Prince Gallitzen State Park, 1967; operating field clinics 
during the Hong Kong Flu epidemic, 1969; and the annual Pennsylvania 
Health Conference held at State College and other towns, 1952-1977.

Ewing (see above) or department photographers.

Records contain case files of information compiled against violators of 
state laws pertaining to water quality. Occasionally filed with the records 
are 8x10 prints of the site of the violation. 

State Hospital for Crippled Children — Elizabethtown 

Photograph Albums, 1942-1947, 1961-1965, 5 volumes 
Four albums contain snapshots taken and compiled by staff members, 
showing patients in their wards; day-to-day activities; special events such 
as Easter, Halloween, and Christmas parties, "circus days" and picnics; and 
visits by the Shrine Circus in 1961 and 1964. One album was compiled by 
patient Betty Salada to record her stay. Also interleaved are newsclippings 
pertaining to hospital events, and editions of the newsletter Our World.

RECORDS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HIGHWAYS 

When created in 1 903, the Department administered sta te gran ts for road 
improvements by local communities. Reorganized in 1911, with duties 
expanded, it assumed responsibility for creating and maintaining a system 
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of highways solely operated by the state. Later, additional responsibilities 
included supervisory powers over all roads funded in whole or part by the 
state, and the licensing of motor vehicles. Abolished in 1 970, Highways was 
replaced by the Department of Transportation. 

Bureau of Public Information 

Photograph files, 1907-1973, over 62,000 items 

These files are several distinct groupings of photographs encompassing 
the history and scope of the Department from its beginnings to its abolish- 
ment. The photographs were usually taken for recording or technical 
purposes, but after 1920 images were also taken for publicity, public 
education, etc. The Photograph Unit of the Department by the 1950s 
expanded to the point where photography work was also done for other 
state agencies unable to maintain their own photographers. The unit is 
known today as Commonwealth Media Services, part of the Department of 
General Services. 

The Application File, 1907-1910, consists of 892 glass and film negatives, 
some with matching contact prints. The Highway Act of 1905 enabled 
county officials to apply to the state for assistance in repairing and rebuild- 
ing roads. The road in need of service was given a grant application 
number. The photographs show these roads before, sometimes during and 
after improvement, often taken from the same survey point. The negatives 
are arranged numerically, accompanied by contact prints mounted in four 
volumes arranged alphabetically by county. There is a log book with the 
file, containing numerical entries, often giving the date, location and other 
pertinent information. Though the log numbers 990 entries, only 892 
negatives are present. 

Roads in the following counties are included: Adams, Armstrong, 
Bedford, Blair, Bradford, Bucks, Butler, Cambria, Cameron, Centre, Chester, 
Clarion, Clearfield, Clinton, Crawford, Cumberland, Dauphin, Delaware, 
Elk, Erie, Forest, Franklin, Greene, Huntingdon, Indiana, Jefferson, Lancaster, 
Lebanon, Lehigh, Luzerne, Lycoming, McKean, Mercer, Monroe, Montour, 
Northumberland, Perry, Schuylkill, Sullivan, Tioga, Venango, Warren, 
Westmoreland and York. 

The 5x7 File, 1913-1932, consists of approximately 11,000 contact prints 
from glass and film negatives. Following the reorganization of the Depart- 
ment in 1911, a new photograph file was created, known as the 5x7 file to 
differentiate it from later files containing other size negatives. Only a few 
images on glass from this file survive; others on nitrate base have deterio- 
rated or have been destroyed. Prints are arranged by negative number and 
are mounted ona card containing descriptiveinformation. Notallprintsare 
present. Two logbooks with entries for negative number, subject, date. 
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photographer and other descriptive information are present, along with a 
card file subject index arranged by county. 

Subjects are primarily state highway work in all sixty-seven counties, 
usually before, during and after views taken from the same surveying point. 
Topics cover automobile accidents; bridges, including covered bridges, 
canal and railroad bridges, and others; road work equipment; the state 
motor police; types of road surfaces; snow and ice removal; district engineer 
offices; railroad grade crossings; directional signs and markers; quarries; 
toll houses; and other subjects relating to road work. Notable items show 
a 1915 flood in Erie; "Good Roads Day" ceremonies, 1915-1917, including 
Governor Martin Brumbaugh and highway officials touring Dauphin and 
Perry Counties, May 25, 1916; views of Prince Gallitzen Spring; Dingmans 
Falls; the Lehigh Canal in Bucks County; toll gates along the National Road; 
piers at the Erie waterfront; roadside monuments commemorating Fort 
Granville, Buchanan Birthplace, the Portage Railroad, the "Lost Children of 
the Alleghenies"; views of the Capitol Complex, Harrisburg; and many 
others. 

The Main File, 1924-1970, consists mostly of 8x10 negatives numbering 
over 37,000 items with matching contact prints. Prints are arranged by 
subject, mounted on cards containing descriptive information including 
negative number, subject, location, photographer, etc. There are six log- 
books listing negatives numerically, with similar descriptive information. 
The file continued after 1970 under the Department of Transportation (see 
RG-52). Subjects include: 

Buildings, especially the state government buildings of the Capitol 
Complex in Harrisburg, including the Education Building, Capitol, North- 
west Office Building and construction of the Labor and Industry and North 
Office Buildings in 1928. Also included are the Farm Show Building and 
Harrisburg Arsenal. Other photographs show some county courthouses, 
gas stations, and historic structures around the state, including Albert 
Gallatin's "Friendship Hill," the Accomac Hotel in Wrightsville and the 
Elmwood Hotel in Conneaut. 

Highway bridges for all sixty-seven counties, including covered bridges. 

Highways, with scale models of proposed construction; views in all 
counties of construction in progress, climbing lanes, highway flooding, 
garages, grade crossings, guard rails, interchanges, intersections, mainte- 
nance, road breaks and faults, roadside planting of trees and shrubs, 
roadside rests, rock slides, road tests and laboratory experiments, road 
surfaces, safety, directional signs, snow fences, snow plows, snow removal, 
road stabilization, surveying crews, two-, three-, and four-lane highways, 
township roads, traffic congestion, tunnels and underpasses. Notable items 
include department staff activities and demonstrations, construction of the 
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Penn-Lincoln Parkway in Pittsburgh, 1948-1951; the Schuylkill Expressway 
and Penrose Avenue Bridge in Philadelphia, 1948-1952; and remains of the 
South Penn Railroad Tunnels used for the Pennsylvania T umpike, and U.S. 
Army Officers at Ft. Howard, Md. 

Historical topics, with the Emsworth Locks on the Ohio River; the 
Delaware Canal, the Lehigh Canal, the Philadelphia and Reading Canal and 
the Pennsylvania Canal at Sunbury, Columbia, Harrisburg and Dauphin; 
Gettysburg Battlefield; Valley Forge; Fort Necessity; Daniel Boone Home- 
stead; Pennsbury Manor; the Fort Pitt Blockhouse; Conrad Weiser Park; 
Washington Crossing Park; Drake Well; Searight's Tollhouse; Sally Ann 
Furnace; Ephrata Cloister; Buchanan Birthplace; Girty's Notch; home of the 
Complanter Indians; fossils; and others. 

Industry, with steel mills in Coatesville, Homestead and Steelton; ce- 
ment works in Lehigh and Northampton Counties; sand quarries near 
Huntingdon;aslatequarrynear Easton;coal mines near Ashland, Frackville, 
Girty's Notch, Mauch Chunk, Tamaqua, Tremont, and Somerset; oil refin- 
eries near Butler, Farmers Valley, Franklin, Rexford, Washington and 
Waynesburg, and a Gulf Oil Refinery near Philadelphia; iron production at 
Coventry Forge, Mont Alto Furnace and Sally Ann Furnace; the Bethlehem 
Steel Chemical Plant in Cambria County; and ruins of beehive coke ovens. 

Monuments and statues, including those commemorating the Appala- 
chian Trail, the Barnard Statues at the State Capitol, Brandywine Battlefield, 
General Braddock Grave, James Buchanan Grave, Confederate soldiers in 
Fulton County, Conrad Weiser, Chief Complanter, Thomas Cresap, 
Gettysburg Battlefield, Mary Jemison, the Kittanning Trail, the Kresge 
Family, Minquas Path (the Great Trail), the Paoli Massacre, Molly Pitcher 
Grave, Oliver Hazard Perry, Robert E. Peary, the Portage Railroad, Sally 
Ann Furnace, the Tulpehocken Pioneers, Valley Forge, George Washington 
at Braddock's Field, Washington Crossing, the Wyoming Massacre, and 
others. 

The State Museum at Harrisburg showing artifacts and documents 
pertaining to Indians, transportation, natural history, the William Penn 
Charter, etc.; and Works Progress Administration Museum Extension 
Project workers with artifacts and making lantern slides. 

The Rural Roads Programof Governor Gifford Pinchot, including Pinchot 
inaugurating the program in York County, July 23, 1931. 

Scenic views of flowers and blossoms, especially apple blossoms in 
Adams County, mountain laurel in Monroe, Pike and Potter Counties, 
dogwood at Valley Forge and other places, and roses at Hershey Rose 
Gardens; cities and towns, especially Cooksburg, Dubois, Erie, Foster, 
Harrisburg, Johnstown, Logans Ferry, Mauch Chunk, Nanticoke, 
Nesquehoning, Newell, Philadelphia, Philipsburg, Pittsburgh and 
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Punxsatawney; dams, including Pymatuning Dam, Roosevelt Dam, Safe 
Harbor Dam, Tionesta Dam, a dam near Good Hope Mills, ruins of the 
Austin Dam, and various smaller dams in Monroe, Sullivan and York 
Counties; springs and fountains including Arch Spring, Brown Spring, 
Chestnut Spring, Prince Gallitzen Spring, springs near Clarion, Nebraska

Miscellaneous scenic views in all sixty-seven counties with Wyalusing 
Rocks, Table Rocks, Charles Schwab Home,SnowShoe Mountain, Bellefonte 
Police Barracks, Penns Valley, Bald Eagle Valley, Valley Forge, Cooksburg, 
theCumberlandVaIley,Jack'sNarrows,theSusquehannaTrail, the Roosevelt 
Highway, the Lincoln Highway, Wissahickon Drive, Girt/sNotch, Gibson's 
Rock, Ticklish Rock, Pine Creek Gorge, white tail deer and forest fires. 

Snow scenes along highways in Bedford, Berks, Blair, Cambria, Chester,

Waterfalls, including Bushkill Falls, Childs Park Falls, Dingmans Falls, 
Indian Ladder Falls, falls near Leonard Harrison State Park, Kitchen Creek 
Falls, Raymondskill Falls, Ricketts Glen Falls, Sawkill Falls, Shohola Falls, 
Swiftwater Falls and Winona Falls. 

The Lantern Slide File, 1907-1939, consists of over 1,400 glass slides made 
from the Application File, 5x7 File, Main File, and other sources. Subjects 
cover many of the same topics listed in theabove files and includechartsand 
graphs for lecture purposes. The slides, arranged numerically, are accom- 
panied by a logbook containing descriptive information. Some are hand 
colored. 

Motion Picture Films, ca. 1940-ca. 1958, consists of seventy-one 16mm 
Kodachrome films showing highway construction, road tests and experi- 
ments, and other highway activities. Most films are 100-400 ft. in length. 
Notable topics cover construction of the Schuylkill Expressway, Penn- 
Lincoln Parkway and Harvey Taylor Bridge, ca. 1950; "A Trip over the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike," 1940; skid tests, paint tests, snow removal, scenic 
highways, the State Capitol, Fort Indiantown Gap, Highway Department 
annual picnics and others. 

The Construction File, 1933-1961, consists of over 2,500 8x10 negatives of 
highway construction primarily in Allegheny and Philadelphia Counties, 
1944-1960. The negatives are arranged by county and thereunder by 
legislative route number. Other counties include Armstrong, Beaver, 
Bedford, Berks, Bucks, Butler, Cambria, Carbon, Chester, Clearfield, Co- 
lumbia, Crawford, Cumberland, Dauphin, Delaware, Erie, Fayette, Franklin, 
Huntingdon, Indiana, Jefferson, Lackawanna, Lancaster, Lawrence, Leba- 
non, Lehigh, Luzerne, Lycoming, Montgomery, Northampton, 
Northumberland and Perry. 

The Portrait File, 1928-ca. 1951 and 1955-1962, consists of 350 formal 
portraits of state government officials. The photographs are arranged 
alphabetically by name and are usually 4x5 and 8x10 negatives, with some 
matching prints. Subjects include Governors John S. Fisher, Edward M. 
Martin, John C. Bell, James Duff, John S. Fine and George M. Leader, often 
signing legislation or posing with their cabinets, wives and families. Also 
included are Adjutants General, Attorneys General, Lieutenant Governors 
and Secretaries of Agriculture, Banking, Budget, Commerce, Common- 
wealth, Forests and Waters, Health, Highways, Internal Affairs, Labor and 
Industry, Police, Property and Supplies, Revenue, Welfare and other agen- 
cies. Notable persons include: Attorney General Anne X. Alpern; Secretary 
of Budget Andrew W. Bradley; Lieutenant Governor Roy E. Furman; 
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Secretary of Forests and Waters Maurice K. Goddard; and Secretary of 
Public Assistance Ruth Grigg Horting. 

The Kodachrorne File, 1940-1954, consists of 528 4x5 and 8x1 0 Kodachrome 
transparencies of highway construction and scenic views. Topics cover 
road work in Adams, Allegheny, Bedford, Berks, Blair, Butler, Chester, 
Dauphin, Delaware, Franklin, Huntingdon, Lancaster, Lebanon, Lycoming, 
Montgomery, Philadelphia and York Counties; scenic views of farms in 
Butler, Berks and Lancaster Counties; the Rockville Bridge; Crooked Creek 
Dam; Conrad Weiser Homestead; Cornwall Ore Mine; Fort Necessity; 
Ephrata Cloister; Pennsbury Manor; and the Harrisburg skyline. Notable 
items include construction of the Squirrel Hill Tunnels and Penn-Lincoln 
Parkway in Pittsburgh, the Schuylkill Expressway and Penrose Avenue 
Bridge in Philadelphia, and the Harvey Taylor Bridge in Harrisburg. 

The Governor's File, 1950-1969, consists of over 6,500 negatives taken for 
the Office of the Governor. The images loosely follow in chronological 
order the administrations of John S. Fine, 1950-1954; George M. Leader, 
1955-1959; David L. Lawrence, 1959-1963; William W. Scranton, 1963-1967; 
and Raymond P. Shafer, 1967-1968. The negatives are generally 4x5,

tives for John Fine and part of George Leader's administration were 
originally taken by the Department of Commerce and later transferred to 
the Department of Highways. 

Subjects cover the daily activities of the governor at his office in the State 
Capitol, Harrisburg. These are usually formal and candid shots taken 
during a "Photo Hour," when he would greet guests, present awards, sign 
legislation and proclamations, etc., for publicity purposes. Also present are 
views of inauguration ceremonies, speeches, celebrating holidays with 
family members, crowning agricultural queens, dedication ceremonies for

state parks, highways, buildings, etc., Christmas tree-lighting ceremonies, 
the State Farm Show, and visitingeconomically distressed or disaster areas. 
V iews of the lieutenant governor, state senators and representatives are also 
present. 

Notable persons include department officials such as Attorney General 
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Anne X. Alpem, Secretary of Internal Affairs Genevieve Blatt, Secretary of 
Property and Supplies Andrew W. Bradley, Secretary of Forests and Waters 
Maurice K. Goddard, Secretary of Public Welfare Ruth Grigg Horting, and 
others; and personalities such as Governor Leader with John L. Lewis, the 
Mousketeers and Jonas Salk, Governor Lawrence with President John 
Kennedy and Governor Scranton with former President Dwight Eisenhower. 
Community and charity organizations meeting with the governor include 
the American Legion, Boy and Girl Scouts, B'nai B'rith, Civil Air Patrol, 
DeMolay, Easter Seals, 4-H, Future Farmers of America, Gold Star Mothers, 
Kiwanis Club, March of Dimes, Muscular Dystrophy Association, the Red 
Cross, Rotary Club, United Fund, Veterans of Foreign Wars, the Young 
Men's Christian Association, and many others. 

The Miscellaneous File, 1955-1962, consists of approximately 800 4x5 
negatives with occasional matching 8x10 prints of miscellaneous activities 
of the Department of Highways. The file is arranged chronologically and 
includes group portraits of staff members; office parties; copies of charts 
and graphs; Pennsylvania Turnpike and other highway scenes; road main- 
tenance equipment,accidentsandothers. Many center around the activities 
of Secretaries of Highways Joseph Lawler and Park Martin including 
meetings with other highway officials. GovemorGeorgeM. Leader, former 
President Harry S Truman and others are pictured at highway ribbon 
cutting ceremonies; dedication of Fort Pitt Tunnels, 1960, and other events. 
Though the file numbers to 800, some items are missing.

RECORDS OF THE PENNSYLVANIA 
HISTORICAL AND MUSEUM COMMISSION 

The Pennsylvania Historical and Museum Commission was created in 
1945 to consolidate the functions of the Pennsylvania Historical Commis- 
sion, theStateMuseum, and the State Archives. The Historical Commission 
had functioned as an independent agency since 1913. In the 1 930s and 1 940s 
it oversaw several Works Progress Administration projects in Pennsylva- 
nia, including the Federal Writers Project, the Frontier Forts and Trails 
Survey, the Museum Extension Project, the Historical Records Survey, and 
others. The State Archives, established in 1903, and the State Museum, 
established in 1905, functioned under the aegis of the State Library. The 
PHMC is responsible for preserving the Commonwealth's historical re- 
sources. It administers the state archival program, operates and maintains 
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museums, historical sites and properties and assists local government 
agencies and historical societies in all historical matters. 

Office of the Executive Director 

Administrative and Correspondence Files of the Executive Director, 
1945-1971, 10.5 cu. ft. 

Among the files of Donald A. Cadzow are seven 2 l /2 x4 1/4 prints 
showing the entrance sign to Pennsbury Manor and dredging operations of 
the riverbed nearby, 1950. Among the files of Sylvester K. Stevens's Civil 
War Centennial Commission are seven 8x10 prints of a September, 1962, 
ceremony in the Capitol Rotunda, Harrisburg, honoring Pennsylvanians 
who fought at Antietam. Shown giving speeches are Stevens and Governor 
David Lawrence. 

Administrative and Correspondence Files of the Commission 
Chairman, 1956-1961, 3 cu. ft 

Frank Melvin was chairman of the PHMC Philadelphia Office. Among 
his records are 5x7 prints of Old Economy Village taken by Charles E. Stotz,

Among the files of State Archivist Henry Howard Eddy are eight 8x10 
prints of archives cataloging and storage facilities in the Forum Building, 
Harrisburg, 1947. Among the files of State Archivist Harry E. Whipkey are 
sixty-five black and white and color prints by staff of varying size relating 
to the salvaging and cleanup of documents following Hurricane Agnes in 
1972. Views show the archives staff assisting at the archives facility in 
Harrisburg, the Fort Pitt Museum in Pittsburgh, and the Wyoming Histori- 
cal and Geological Society in Wilkes-Barre. A few matching negatives are 
present. 

Administrative and Correspondence Files of the State Historian and 
Staff Historians, 1945-1975, 5 cu. ft. 

Included in the files of Autumn Leonard, Associate Historian, are seven 
8x10 prints of the October 19, 1949, dedication of flags to the War Trophy 
Hall of the State Museum. Shown giving speeches are ex-Governor Edward 
Martin and Lieutenant Governor Daniel Strickler. Also present is an 8x10 
publicity view of PHMC staff members posing with a statue of George 
Washington at Fort LeBoeuf, 1945. 

Minutes, Reports, Correspondence and Related Records of the 
Pennsylvania Federation of Junior Historians, 1954-1976, 6 cu. ft 

Among these records are 250 8x10 prints of activities of the PFJH, ca. 
1965-1975. Most are by PHMC photographer Terry Musgrave. Items show 
members visiting the State Museum, the Mobile Museum and other PHMC 
properties; participating in William Penn's birthday celebration, the 
Commonwealth History Fair and other events, and annual meetings at 
Seven Springs Resort, Mount Airy Lodge, and other places; and posing with 
Governors Raymond Shafer and MiltonShapp, Executive Director Sylvester 
K.Stevensand others. Many printsareduplicatesand most areunidentified. 
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Reports, Correspondence and Research Files Relating to the War 
History Program, 1938-1947, 36 cu. ft 

The War History Program researched and collected information to 
document Pennsylvania's involvement in World War II. Included in part 
5, "Industry's Contribution to War Production," are eighty 8x10 prints 
obtained from various industries showing how they assisted the war effort. 
A few show women workers. Subjects include armored vehicles and their 
production at the Autocar Company, Ardmore and Autocar employees at 
war bond rallies, and the "Ordnance for Victory Show," 1 943, sponsored by 
John Wanamaker's; the Dravo Corporation launching a naval transport at 
Neville Island; making boxes for aircraft wing tanks at the Free Corrugated 
Box Company; and armored steel plate production at the Disston and Sons 
Company. 

Bureau of Historic Sites and Properties 

Administrative Files of the Bureau Director, 1956-1978, 13 cu. ft 

Included are eight 8x10 prints of Cornwall Iron Furnace, 1961, by staff 
photographers; five 4x5 and 5x7 prints of Ephrata Cloister taken October 21, 
1900, by an unidentified photographer; forty-five 5x7 prints of artifacts on 
display at Pennsbury Manor, ca. 1944; and approximately 100 35mm 
negatives of activities at Valley Forge, 1974. 

State Museum of Pennsylvania 

Natural History Section Photograph File, 1911-1922, 2 cu.ft. 

The file consists of 240 4x5 and 6 1/2 x 8 1/2 lumiere autochrome plates 
of specimens in the collections of the Natural History Section made by Boyd 
P. Rothrock, Curator of the State Museum. Original envelopes bear detailed 
identification in Rothrock's handwriting and often include time of day and 
type of exposure. Notable specimens include bass, brown trout, pike, 
walleye, mallard ducks, snakes, lilies, geraniums and views of the flower 
beds in Capitol Park, Harrisburg. 

Also included is an unprocessed file of approximately 100 4x5 glass and 
film negatives containing many of the subjects listed above. 

Curator's Photograph File, 1914-1929, 2.5 cu. ft. 

This file consists primarily of 4x5 and 6 1 /2 x 8 1 /2 glass negatives taken 
by Curator Boyd P. Rothrock, with assistance from photographer Edward 
Manser. The images are views of the Museum storage and exhibit areas and 
collection specimens. All items are numbered and labeled in detail by 
Rothrock, often giving the time of day and type of exposure. Also included 
is Rothrock's 3x5 card subject index. The file is incomplete and unproc- 
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essed. Subjects include views of Museum exhibit areas, 1921; the Museum, 
State Library and Archives taken for the 1926 U.S. Sesquicentennial Cel- 
ebration; Flag Day Parade, June 14, 1914, to place state battle flags in the 
Capitol Rotunda; Capitol Park Extension work, 1917; the Susquehanna 
River coal industry; Rothermel's "Battle of Gettysburg" series of paintings 
and others. Notableitemsincludea view of theCapitol,ca. 1870, autochromes 
of the Revolutionary War "Rattlesnake Flag" of John Proctor's Westmoreland 
County battalion, and a folder of receipts, 1916, from William H. Rau to the 
Museum for photography work. 

Also included is a series of 236 glass lantern slides, some hand colored, 
arranged in three wooden boxes. Two of these were originally owned by 
Joseph T. Rothrock (see RG-6). They deal with natural and scenic views of 
Maine, Florida, Georgia and other states, and views on battleships by 
William H. Rau, especially the Maine and others stationed in Cuba, 1898. 
The third box contains slides by various photography studios of historic 
sites in the Philadelphia area.

Administrative and Correspondence Files of the Chairman and 
Executive Secretary, 1927-1945, 15 cu. ft. 

Among the files of Frank Melvin, Chairman, are seventeen 8x10 prints of 
Pennsbury Manor by Philip Wallace, 1939, and four 5x7 prints of ground- 
breaking ceremonies at Pennsbury, 1938. Shown are Governor George 
Earle, Frank Melvin and others. Among the files of Myrtle Keeny, Acting 
Secretary, are thirty-four 5x7 prints showing staff of the Works Progress 
Administration Museum Extension Project making plaster-of-paris models 
of Independence Hall, ca. 1938. Among the files of Donald Cadzow, 
Executive Secretary, are 172 "snapshot" prints, approximately 2 1 /2 x 4 1 /4, 
of archaeological excavations conducted by Cadzow between 1933 and 
1939 at Pennsbury Manor, John Morton Homestead and Governor Printz 
Park, and a 16mm 1,000 ft. motion picture film by Cadzow showing the 
above excavations plus views of Old Economy Village and the launching of 
the reconstructed Flagship Niagara. 


Administrative and Correspondence Files of the Staff Archaeologist 
and Anthropologist, 1929-1945, 5.5 cu. ft 

Included in the files of Donald Cadzow, staff archaeologist, are manu- 
scripts of W.P.A. Museum Extension Project pamphlets designed to assist 
Museum personnel in public education. Occasionally filed with these 
manuscripts are 5x7 prints of products of the project, such as scale models 
of historical buildings, etc. 
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Administrative Files of the Commission's Research Assistants, 1942- 
1946, 2 cu. ft 

The research assistants to the Executive Director were the forerunners of 
the Public Information Office. They collected, researched and publicized 
information on Pennsylvania's contribution to World War II. Included are 
newsclippings, reports, correspondence, etc., especial ly for the Commi ssion's 
education programs on 'Tennsyl vania: Keystone of Democracy" and the 
War History Program. Among records collected for the War History 
Program are 280 8x10 prints showing Pennsylvania military installations, 
factories mobilized for war production, including the employment of 
women workers and Pennsylvania soldiers and equipment in the European 
and Pacific Theaters of Operation. Most items are identified and credited 
on the reverse to a military branch or industry. 

Subjects include: training medics at the Medical Field Service School, 
Carlisle Barracks; producing weapons at the Cherokee Ordnance Works, 
Cressona Ordnance Plant and Frankford Arsenal; processing recruits at the 
New Cumberland Army Reception Center; activities at Indiantown Gap 
Military Reservation, Letterkenny Army Depot, Middletown Air Depot 
(Olmsted Field), and Tobyhanna. 

Military Reservation; the Naval Aircraft Factory and the U.S. Marine 
Depot in Philadelphia; preparing clothing and supplies at the Philadelphia 
Quartermaster Depot; the American Red Cross and American Friends 
Service Committee activities; various ships under construction at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yards; land-sea transports being built at Neville Island; 
soldier rehabilitation at Valley Forge General Hospital manufacturing war 
materials at the U.S. Rubber Company, Bethlehem Steel Company, and U.S. 
Steel Company factories in the Pittsburgh area, the National Tube Com- 
pany, Pittsburgh Forgings Company, H. K. Porter Company, Autocar 
Company of Ardmore, Aluminum Company of America (Alcoa) at Can- 
onsburg, and the Read Machinery Company, York; and Pennsylvania 
soldiers, especially of the 28th Division, fighting in Europe and the Pacific. 

Works Progress Administration 

Frontier Forts and Trails Survey, Photograph (Erie Survey) File, 
1940-1941, 5 cu. ft 

The Frontier Forts and Trails Survey collected information pertaining to 
the colonial period in western and northwestern Pennsylvania. Records 
consist of copies of historical manuscripts, letters, maps, etc. collected by 
W.P.A. employees from a variety of sources. The photographs are over 
1,300 5x7 and 8x10 prints relating primarily to W.P.A. archaeological 
excavations in the Erie Triangle area. Also included are views of historic 
sites, copies of documents, maps, portraits of French and Indian and 
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Revolutionary War soldiers, etc. Each negative has a matching print and is 
coded and identified on the envelope. 

Subjects include views of archaeological excavations at the following 
sites: Buckaloons, Fort Presque Isle, East 28th Street in Erie, Wesleyville, 
Fort LeBoeuf, Goddard, Wintergreen Gorge, Herrington, McFate, Custologas 
Town, Heydrick Farm, Shaws Landing and others; views of Indians living 
on the Complanter Reservation, including ceremonies adopting Governor 
Arthur James as a Seneca Indian, 1941; the Lehigh Canal near New Hope 
and Washington Crossing; buildings at Old Economy Village, Pennsbury 
Manor, Daniel Boone Homestead, Drake Well and other historical proper- 
ties; the remains of the 'Trench Trail" between Waterford and Erie; the 
Eagle Hotel, Erie; welcoming the plane inaugurating regular airmail service 
to the City of Erie, ca. 1940; offices and staff of the FFT Survey at the old 
Customs House, Erie, including members of the W.P.A. Museum Extension 
Project with models of Fort Machault, Fort LeBoeuf, Fort Duquesne, Fort 
Venango, Fort Presque Isle and others; copies of portraits, correspondence 
and manuscripts of Henry Bouquet, Chaussegros DeLery and others; and 
views of the reconstructed Flagship Niagara. 

Items taken for the Pennsylvania Historical Survey include views of 
public school buildings in Sunbury; furniture on display at Pennsbury 
Manor; records storage areas in the Berks County Courthouse; and addi- 
tional views of the reconstructed Niagara and Governor James's Seneca 
adoption. 

Federal Writers Project Records, 1935-1943, 27.5 cu. ft 

These records pertain to Pennsylvania's involvement with the project, 
most notably the American Guide Series. The project was designed to 
employ white collar workers debilitated by the Great Depression and 
publish comprehensive guides to each state. Project workers in Pennsylva- 
nia published Pennsylvania: A Guide to the Keystone Sfafe(1940), Philadelphia: 
A Guide to the Nation's Birthplace (1937) and many guides to individual 
counties or historical subjects. Records consist primarily of field notes, 
manuscripts and photographs taken or collected for a particular guide, 
which are arranged by job (individual project) number. Not all manuscripts 
and photographs prepared were eventually published. 

Most images date between 1935 and 1940 and are interfiled with various 
projects. Most were taken by Frederick W. Ritter, a professional photogra- 
pher employed by the F.W.P. Many were also collected from local newspa- 
pers, freelance photographers, chambers of commerce, private businesses, 
and state agencies such as the Departments of Forests and Waters, High- 
ways, and Commerce.

Job # 10, an unpublished guide to Pittsburgh, contains approximately 280 
mostly 8x10 prints arranged by subject. Images show coal barges; bridges; 
churches; historic and public buildings; hospitals; the William Penn Hotel; 
the Carnegie Institute and Library Main Branch; high schools; the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh and other colleges; industries including the H.J. Heinz 
Company, Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company, Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corpo- 
ration at Duquesne, steel mills at Homestead, Etna and Rankin, and the 
atom smasher at the Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing Company; 
statues and memorials in city parks and elsewhere; parks including North, 
South, East and West Parks; Frick Park; Schenley Park; Forbes Field; 
downtown street views; panoramic city views; the first motion picture 
projector used in Pittsburgh, and others. 

Job #11, was Pennsylvania: A Guide to the Keystone State. Files include over 
3,100 mostly 8xl0printsarranged alphabetically by county. Large numbers 
of images are in the following counties: Adams: Gettysburg Battlefield and 
Cemetery, including activities at the 75th Anniversary, July 1938; churches, 
wildlife and scenic views.

Miscellaneous views of the following counties are included: Bedford, 
Blair, Butler, Centre, Clarion, Clearfield, Columbia, Cumberland, Fayette, 
Forest, Fulton, Greene, Indiana, Jefferson, Juniata, Lawrence, Lebanon, 
McKean, Mercer, Montour, Northumberland, Pike, Potter, Snyder, Sullivan, 
Susquehanna, Union, Tioga, Venango, Warren, Wayne, Wyoming and 
York. 

Job #44 The Highland Park Zoo was never published . Files contain forty- 
five 8x10 prints of animals and their keepers at this Pittsburgh zoo. 

Job #63 The Negro in Philadelphia was never published. Files contain fifty- 
two 8x10 prints showing black housing, churches, etc., the 1938 "First 
Colored Food Show" at the Octavius Catto Lodge; and a copy of a photo- 
graph of Catto, ca. 1880. 

Job #134 Pennsylvania Germans was never published. Files contain 
fourteen 5x7 prints of buildings at the Aurora Colony in Marion County, 
Oregon and woven coverlets made by Pennsylvania members of the Har- 
mony Society, ca. 1840. 

Job #172 Conservation was never published. Files contain eleven 8x10 
prints of scenic views relating to conservation in Pennsylvania. Included 
are views of the Safe Harbor Dam. 

Job #207 The Education Building (1939). Files contain fifty-eight mostly 
8x10 prints of the state Education Building, Harrisburg. Interior and 
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exterior views show artwork, murals, etc., State Library stack areas, and 
Forum Auditorium.

The files include thirty-three 8x10 prints by Frederick W. Ritter and 
others showing Federal Writers Project employees at work at the Philadel- 
phia unit.

The images are 5x7 prints showing staff making, assembling and ship- 
ping plaster-of-paris scale models of historic Pennsylvania structures, 
including Independence Hall, Carnegie Museum, the Eagle Hotel at 
Waterford, the Nixon Tavern at Fairchance, and others. Included are views 
of staff measuring the exterior of Independence Hall in preparation for the 
model.

The Department of Justice represents the Commonwealth in litigation 
and provides legal advice to the Governor and all state agencies. The head 
of the department is the Attorney General. The agency oversees the Board 
of Pardons and the Bureau of Corrections.

Includes three 8x10 prints of the Brothers and Sisters Houses at Ephrata

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Huntingdon, Mercer, Muncy, Rockview and White Hill prisons. Also 
included are several mug shots of prisoners at Eastern and Western State 
Penitentiaries, ca. 1890-1940. This series is currently unprocessed. 

Western State Penitentiary Prison Administration and Construction 
Records, 1818-1946, 6.5 cu. ft. 

Includes one cu. ft. of photographs, 1861-1928, relating to facilities at 
Pittsburgh and Rockview. Items for the penitentiary at Pittsburgh include 
an album, ca. 1922, "Photographic Record— Officials, Officers, Matrons, 
Employees," containing formal portraits with names of the prison staff; 
forty-two prints of varying size relating to the Ohio River flood of 1913 and 
the "Riverside Riot" of 1921; 107 21/2 x4 formal portraits of guards with 
names and dates of service; one folder of miscellaneous prints including 
cabinet cards and other portraits of wardens, chaplains and other officials 
by local photographers, one group portrait of the State Pardons Board, ca. 
1950, and a ca. 1861 carte-de-visite of the prison building by G. S. Hough of 
Pittsburgh. 

Items for the penitentiary at Rockview include 5x7 and 8x10 contact 
prints showing construction of the main building, the temporary prison, 
formal portraits of guards and officials; and an album of views of the prison 
farm showing prisoners at work raising crops and tending animals.

RECORDS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 
AND INDUSTRY 

The Department was created in 1913 to enforce the Commonwealth's 
laws relating to the welfare and safety of industrial employees. It also 
administers programs relating to workmen's compensation, unemploy- 
ment insurance, labor relations and conditions, fair employment practices 
and employment security. 

Bureau of Employment Security 

Public Relations Office Motion Picture Films, ca. 1938-1943, 10 reels 
These 16mm films were obtained by the Bureau primarily from federal 
government agencies and used to educate the public. Most were made 
during World War II and deal with the role of women in the war effort and 
the use of railroads by themilitary. Some are in color and vary from 400-600 
feet. Subjects include: 

"All Out for Victory," "Glamour Girls of 1943," and "Women on the 
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Warpath, produced by the U.S. War Manpower Commission; "Commu- 
nity at War," "Railroaders Always," and "Women Power" produced by the 
U.S. Army Pictorial Service (Signal Corps); "Lifeline of the National Rail- 
roads," produced by Carl Dudley Productions; and "Your Job Insurance," 
ca. 1936, produced by the U.S. Social Security Board, explaining procedures 
for obtaining workman's compensation in Pennsylvania (includes footage 
of President Roosevelt, Governor Earle, and others).

The Department is responsible for administering the Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard, the State Armory Board, and various programs pertaining to 
veterans' assistance. The department head is the Adjutant General, and the 
agency was known as the Adjutant General's Office prior to 1923. 

Office of the Adjutant General— World War I Service 

American Expeditionary Forces Photographs, .25 cu. ft. 

This is a series of 360 contact prints of varying size, usually 5x7, by the 
Signal Corps of the U.S. Army. All itemsshowactivitiesof the 28th Division 
in France, May 1918-March 1919. Most are numbered, labeled and dated. 
Accompanying the series is a chronological index repeating the above 
information. The photographs appear to have been removed from an 
album. 

Subjects cover: soldiers and officers on guard, in trenches, in field 
hospitals (many individuals are identified by name); ruinsof French towns 
and fields; no man's land," captured German, Italian and Russian prison- 
ers; 28th Division soldiers' graves; Red Cross nurses; Y.M.C.A. huts; freed 
Allied prisoners after the Armistice; and a series of prints made from 
captured German negatives showing enemy camp life and other activities. 

Pennsylvania War History Commission General File, 1915-1920 
1928, 30 cu. ft. ' 

The War History Commission collected documents and ephemera per- 
taining to Pennsylvanians serving in the Army. The General File is made up 
of these documents, arranged numerically by divisional unit. Photographs 
are occasionally interfiled to help illustrate a unit's activities. Also infre- 
quently found are typed lists of photographs pertaining to a particular unit 
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taken by the Signal Corps. The lists are arranged by negative number and 
contain a brief description of the subject. Also present are "Rosters to 
Accompany Photos," taken by Ewing, Inc. of Little Rock, Arkansas. The 
rosters are an index to panoramic portraits of companies, often giving the 
individual soldier's name and hometown. The original photographs, 
however, are not present. 

Pennsylvania War History Commission, Photographs of the 28th 
Division, 1919, 216 items 

The photographs cover 28th Division activities shortly after the Armi- 
stice. One group of images is a series of 148 panoramic prints by Ewing, Inc. 
of Baton Rouge, La., showing formal portraits of various companies of the 
103rd, 107th, 108th, 109th, 110th, 111th and 112th battalions. Other views 
include ruins of the Argonne, Vaux, Chateau-Thierry and A.E.F. cemeteries. 
Also included are sixty-eight views, largely 8x10, of the Division's victory 
parade in Philadelphia, May 25, 1919. Most prints were collected from local

The Department of Property and Supplies, created in 1923, was chief 
purchasing and distributing agent for the Commonwealth. It assumed 
duties previously assigned to the Board of Public Grounds and Buildings, 
Department of Public Printing and Binding, and several memorial, park 
and monument commissions. This entailed acquiring and managing real 
estate space and facilities, state vehicles, and demolition and disposal of 
surplus property. In 1975, Property and Supplies merged with the General 
State Authority to become the Department of General Services.

Included in the files of Secretary Chester M. Wool worth, 1946-1949, are 
four 8x10 prints of an artist's conception of the proposed Soldiers and 
Sailors Memorial Bridge, Harrisburg.

RECORDS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
EDUCATION 

The origins of the Department can be traced to the Free School Act of 
1834, relating to the administration of public schools. The position of 
Superintendent of Public Instruction was created in 1874. The agency 
became the Department of Public Instruction in 1923 when the State Library 
and Museum, the State Board of Censors, and other agencies were placed 
under its aegis. 

Bureau of School Administration 

Division of Physical Plant and Construction, Photographs, ca. 1930 
23 items 

One folder of prints of varying size, of exterior and interior views of 
schools throughout the Commonwealth, most unidentified. Identified 
Khools include: Reading High School, Reading; Ramsay High School, Mt. 
Pleasant; Connelly Trade School, Pittsburgh; and Lower Heidelberg Con- 
solidated School, no location given. 

State Board of (Motion Picture) Censors 

Records, 1915-1956, 5 cu. ft 

This Board was created to monitor films of questionable moral value 
before being distributed to theatres. Records include Applications for 
Examinations, 1915-1951;General Correspondence, 1924-1926; Legal Briefs 
1915-1940; Minutes, 1939-1956; Reports, 1925-1951; Rules, Procedures and 
Forms, 1915-1952. Though the Board collected copies of the films it 
monitored, none of these has survived. 

State Library 

Rare Books Room, Photograph Albums, 1878-1879, 2 vols. 

Two leather bound albums, "The Government's Officers and Legislators 
of Pennsylvania," one for 1878 and one for 1879, were created by photogra- 
pher C. S. Roshon of Harrisburg. Each album contains approximately 250 
cabinet card portraits of state legislators and heads of various agencies 
manyautographed by the sitter. Thedistrictandcountyarealso given. Not 
all legislators are present. 
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Lantern Slide Section, ca. 1900-1950, approximately 100,000 items. 

The Lantern Slide Section began under the State Museum, originally part 
of the State Library. The Library eventually absorbed the Museum Slide 
Section and created the Lantern Slide Section. These glass slides were 
loaned and circulated like books. The Museum and Library had its own 
facility for the creation of new slides, or purchased them from firms such as 
the Keystone View Company; William H. Rau; Williams, Brown & Earle 
and many others. Many items are hand drawn, hand colored or tinted. 

Subjects cover the broad spectrum of education, including Pennsylvania 
and world history, religion, politics, industry, biology, geography, architec- 
ture, art, music, science and nature. Most are arranged in sets to be part of 
a lecture. Though at one time arranged by subject, the original order has 
been lost and the slides are currently unprocessed. Lecture manuals (7 cu. 
ft.) accompany these sides. Like the slides, the manuals were either 
produced by the Library staff or provided by the photographic firm that 
sold the slides. 

Division of Slides, ca. 1950-1980, approximately 50,000 items 

These slides superceded the lantern slides above with a 2x2 format, and 
cover many of the same topics. Most were purchased from commercial 
view companies and have accompanying lecture manuals (15 cu. ft.). Most 
items are in color. This file is unprocessed.

RECORDS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE 

The Department can be traced to the Board of Public Charities created in 
1869 and the Board's Committee on Lunacy. In 1921 these agencies were 
abolished and the Department of Public Welfare created. As the primary 
agency concerned with the social welfare and financial needs of the 

Commonweal th's citizens, it administers a wide range of services including 

state hospitals, medical and public assistance, aid to the mentally and 
physically disabled, and many others. 

Office of the Aging 

Governor's White House Conference on Aging Records, 1959-1962, 3 
cu. ft 

Includes 100 8x10 prints of a workshop on aging held September 13-14, 
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I960, in Harrisburg. Participants include Governor David Lawrence, 
Genevieve Blatt, and Ruth Grigg Horting of the White House Conference. 
Most persons, however, are unidentified. Views show participants deliv- 
ering speeches or seated at a banquet. Some prints are duplicates. The 
original negatives are present. 

Office of Mental Health 

Harrisburg State Hospital Records, 89 cu. ft 

Includes 1.5 cu. ft. of collected photographs, engravings, drawings and 
postcards, ca. 1885-1967, of varying size of the hospital facilities, staff at 
work, patients receiving treatment, etc. Many of the items are second- 
generation copies made about 1970 for an exhibit on the hospital's history. 
Also present is the Charles Johnson Collection, 1900-1927, 58 items. Images 
show hospital staff, patients, and interior and exterior views of buildings, 
most by J.W. Roshon or LaRue Lemer. Of note is a salted paper print by 
Langenheim Brothers of the hospital's Board of Directors, May 20, 1851. 

Dixmont State Hospital Records, 63 cu. ft 

Includes thirty-three prints, ca. 1912-1940, mostly 8x10, of Dixmont 
facilities, staff at work, patients receiving treatment, etc., by various local 
photographers. Notable items include two views of Dumont's Red Cross 
Nurses participating in a parade with Boy Scouts, ca. 1917. 

Retreat State Hospital Records, 8 cu. ft 

Includes 3.5 cu. ft. of prints and color slides by staff photographers of 
activities at Retreat, 1950-1975. Views include staff and patients participat- 
ing in carnivals, Christmas, civil defense and disaster drills, construction 
projects. Mental Health Week, patient therapy, volunteer recognition and 
miscellaneous unidentified events. 

Bureau of Public Education 

16mm Motion Picture Films, 1948-1976, 300 reels 

These films, part of a lending library maintained by the agency, were 
either produced for or by the Bureau or purchased from commercial firms. 
Most are in color, vary in length from five minutes to over an hour and deal 
with various aspects of mental health and well-being. Many are intended 
for a general audience to increase public awareness about the plight of the 
socially disadvantaged or mentally and physically handicapped. Others 
are training films for social workers for teaching the mentally handicapped, 
conducting psychiatric interviews, dealing with personality conflicts, etc. 
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Notable items include "After Agnes: The Quiet Crisis," dealing with the 
Department of Public Welfare's response to the victims of Hurricane Agnes 
in 1972.

RECORDS OF SPECIAL COMMISSIONS 

Usually created by the governor, these commissions were temporary as 
they performed a specific function, then disbanded. They were usually 
independent of any department, serving primarily as investigative or 
planning bodies, or as the means by which to erect public monuments and 
to commemorate events. Their functions were usually explained by their 
titles. 

Commission to Supervise the Transfer of Flags from the Library and 
Museum Building to the Cases in the Rotunda of the Capitol Building 
of Certain Flags of Pennsylvania Commands, 1914 

These records include twenty-three photographs of varying size of the 
parade June 14, 1914, of Civil War veterans carrying their battle colors to the 
Capitol, Harrisburg. 

Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg Commission, 1909- 
1914 

These records include approximately three hundred photographs of 
varying size taken at Gettysburg, July 1 -4, 1913. They were collected by the 
Commission from various sources including the American Press Associa- 
tion, International News Service, W.H. Tipton, Mumper Studios, and oth- 
ers. The prints were used in the publication of Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg: Report of the Pennsylvania Commission Harrisburg: State 
Printer, 1913, and have crop marks, captions and other identifiers attached 
to them. Views include veterans reminiscing at pertinent battlefield sites; 
reenacting Pickett's Charge; using field hospitals, mess tents, sleeping 
quarters and other temporary facilities set up for the occasion; Boy Scouts, 
State Police, Red Cross and other groups enlisted to help; visitingdignitaries 
such as President Woodrow Wilson delivering the July 4 address; ex- 
President William H. Taft; Vice President Thomas Marshall; Secretary of 
War William Garrison; Governor William Stuart; State Police Commis- 
sioner John C. Groome, and many other federal and state officials. Many 
portraits are signed. 
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Pennsylvania Constitution Commemoration Commission, 1937-1938 

These reeordsinclude372 primarily 8x10 photographs (some duplicates) 

relating to activities celebrating the 150th anniversary of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion. The prints were collected by the Commission from newspapers all 
over the state, especially Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. Views include: 
placing bronze tablets at the graves of Constitution signers, September 29, 
1 93 7, with Governor George Earle; activities December 12, 1937, celebrating 
Pennsylvania's ratification; Philadelphia activities, including a city parade, 
a festival at Franklin Field and a Crispus Attucks Pageant in June, 1938; 
Pittsburgh activities with Mayor Cornelius D. Scully; regional finalists and 
winners of a statewide high school essay con test; portraits of members of the 
Constitution Commission; and a scrapbook, "Pennsylvania Constitution 
Commemoration Committee — Pittsburgh Southwest Region, 1938," show- 
ing activities therein. 


Pennsylvania Three-Hundredth Anniversary Committee (Swedish 
Tercentenary), 1937-1938 

Records include sixty-eight photographs, usually 8x10, of activities 
relating to Governor and Mrs. George Earle's visit to King Gustaf V of 
Sweden, 1937. Most are formal portraits of the above and members of the 
committee, including Emma Guffey Miller, Senator Joseph Guffey, Rcpre-

Records include nine 8x10 photographs taken in May 1 908 by an uniden- 
tified photographer of the interior of the State Capitol, Harrisburg, in light 
of corruption charges during its construction. Items show Woodruff files, 
shoeshine stands, miscellaneous offices, etc. 

Commission to Locate the Site of the Frontier Forts of Pennsylvania, 
1894-1896 

Records include original galleys,dra wings, maps, photoprints, etc., used 
for the publication of Report of the Commission to Locate the Site of the Frontier 
Forts of Pennsylvania, Harrisburg: State Printer, 1896. Photographs are nine 
items of varying size including two 1894 views of Ralston and Brown Fort 
by W.V. Walter; the remains of the magazine at Fort Augusta, by Roshon 
Studios; five views of Forts Jenkins, McClure, Rice and Freeland, by "M. 
Kulp," ca. 1895 and an undated view of Hendrick's Blockhouse by the 
American View Company. 

Commission on Modern State Government, 1967-1969 

Records include seventeen 8x10 prints taken at a 1969 conference by 
Department of Highways photographers of Governor Raymond Shafer 
posing with members of the Commission. Most are identified by name on 
the reverse. 

Commission for the Investigation and Control of Chestnut Tree 
Blight, 1911-1914 

Records include 774 photographs taken between April 191 2 and Novem- 
ber 1913 relating to the study of chestnut tree blight. The prints, taken by 
photographers hired especially by the Commission, are 5x7 mounted on 
heavy board containing negative number, subject, location and date. Views 
show affected trees all over the state, closeups and microphotographs of the 
blight, and attempts at treatment and control. 

A typewritten listing of the above prints is filed with the Commission 
minutes. There is also a listing of lantern slides maintained by the Commis- 
sion, now apparently lost.

RECORDS OF THE PENNSYLVANIA STATE 
POLICE 

The Department of State Police was created in 1905 to help preserve law 
and order throughout the Commonwealth. In 1937 the Highway Patrol was 
transferred from the Department of Revenue and joined with the Depart- 
ment to become the Pennsylvania Motor Police. The name of the agency 
was again changed in 1943 to become the Pennsylvania State Police.

This series contains 161 publicity prints by staff photographers of Motor

RECORDS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
COMMERCE 

The Department was created in 1939 to promote the development of 
business, industry and commerce in the state. It superseded the State 
Publicity Commission and fora time included the State Planning Board. In 
the late 1960s and early 1970s it administered the Bicentennial Commission 
for the celebration of the nation's 200th anniversary in Pennsylvania. The 
Department serves industry and community development by coordinating 
state and federal commerce programs and by making available pertinent 
technical and statistical information.

Interfiled among these recordsare 8x10 publicity stills by staff photogra- 
phers showing departmental activities. Many are from original negatives 
filed with the Bureau of Vacation and Travel Development photographs

sixty-two prints of Pennsylvania Week, October 10-17, 1954. Pennsylvania 
Week was an annual event staged by the department to promote the 
Comr»on wealth's goods, industry, and people. Views show Sordoni, 
Governor John Fine,and other officials delivering speeches, shaking hands, 
etc. Also included are portraits of regional Pennsylvania Week coordina- 
tors, and the 1954 Distinguished Daughters of Pennsylvania, including 
actress Grace Kelly. 

Among the correspondence of Secretary William R. Davlin are twenty- 
seven publicity prints of the 1960 Industrial Development Clinic at Harris- 
burg, sponsored by the Department.

Special Records File, 1974-1977, 2.5 cu. ft. 

Includes photographic prints, negatives, color 2x2 slides, and motion 
picture film of the Bicentennial Wagon Train in Pennsylvania and other 
states. This file is unprocessed. 

State Planning Board 

Maps and Aerial Photography Survey, 1937-1947, 36 cu. ft. 

Between 1937-1942 the U. S. Department of Agriculture's Adjustment 
Administration Cartographic Section conducted a vertical aerial survey of 
the state. Contractors hired included the Aero Service Corporation, Phila- 
delphia; Abrams Aerial Surveys, Lansing, Michigan; Wallace Aerial Sur- 
veys, Spokane, Washington; Wolf Studios, Des Moines, Iowa, and others. 
The survey includes all counties except Philadelphia. 

Arranged by county, the survey is made up of 8x10 contact prints (27 cu. 
ft.) which bear code numbers and are grouped by units within each county. 
The scales is 1:20,000 ft. Each unit has an accompanying 19x24 composite 
photograph made from the prints (9 cu. ft.). There is a three volume index 
to these composites. 

Bureau of Vacation and Travel Development 
Black and White Photograph File, 1938-1954, 17.5 cu. ft 
Created by the State Publicity Commission, the file was "inherited" by 
the Bureau when the Department of Commerce was established in 1939. 
Most of the photographs were taken by staff photographers Elmer L. 
Burkett and Edwin F. Hansen, or obtained from news and other information 
sources. 

The file consists of over 2,900 prints (4.5 cu. ft.), usually 8x10 and 
arranged by subject, and matching 4x5, 5x7 and 8x10 negatives (4 cu. ft.) 
arranged by number. The prints are mounted on cardboard bearing 
information on subject, negative number, and when, who and where taken. 
Negative envelopes often contain the same data. Many items are missing. 
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There is a card file subject index (1 cu. ft.) to the prints, and a separate file 
containing extra copy prints and the original negative envelopes (8 cu. ft.). 

The photographs were used by the Department to promote Pennsylvania 
industry, agriculture, scenic wonders, etc. Subjects cover buildings, city 
and town views, county views, highway scenes, industry, monuments and 
markers, recreation, and miscellaneous. 

Buildings include historic structures such as Daniel Boone Homestead, 
James Buchanan's Birthplace and "Wheatland," Bushy Run Park, Carlisle 
Barracks, Ephrata Cloister, Fort Augusta, Fort Indiantown Gap, Fort Neces- 
sity, Friendship Hill, Robert Fulton Birthplace, Governor's Mansion, Grand 
View Ship Hotel, King of Prussia Inn, Landis Valley Museum, Joseph 
Priestley House, Studebaker Wagon Works, Conrad Weiser Homestead; 
various historic Presbyterian, Lutheran, and Roman Catholic churches and 
Mennonite and Quaker meetinghouses; the State Capitol in Harrisburg; 
courthouse buildings for Bedford, Blair, Butler, Cambria, Cameron, Car- 
bon, Centre, Chester, Clinton, Columbia, Cumberland, Dauphin, Dela- 
ware, Erie, Fayette, Forest, Franklin, Huntingdon, Juniata, Lancaster, Leba- 
non, Lehigh, Luzerne, McKean, Mercer, Mifflin, Montour, Northampton, 
Schuylkill, Sullivan, Union, Venango, Warren and York Counties; and a 
miscellany of unique or unusual structures.

Arthur St. Clair, Shikellamy, Tom Quick, John Hanson Steelman, the 
Bucktail Regiment, and theCi vilian Conservation Corps Camp in Cameron; 
road, site or trail markers for William Penn's Landing Place, the Walking 
Purchase, the Standing Stone at Huntingdon, the Sullivan Trail, the Na- 
tional Road, Forbes Road, "Pine Ford" over the Susquehanna, and Route 30; 
military sites including Forts Bigham, Halifax, Ligonier, Littleton, Kreamer,

The Department of Mines was created in 1903 to succeed the Bureau of 
Mines of the Department of Internal Affairs. It became the Department of 
Mines and Mineral Industries in 1956, and had responsibility for enforcing 
mining laws, inspecting mines and colleries, promoting uses and markets 
for coal, and other related duties. The department was abolished in 1971 
and its responsibilities transferred to the Department of Environmental 
Resources.

Interfiled with these records are 8x10 photographs relating tocontrolling 
mine fires, especially in Lackawanna and Allegheny Counties and other 
areas; sealing mine openings, reclaiming strip mines; the 1953 Minooka 
Mine Fire; and a visit by United Mine Workers President John L. Lewis to 
an unidentified mine.

views of highways; airports, especially Capital City Airport and Harrisburg 
International Airport; automobile, train and airplane accidents; staff retire- 
ment parties; and other festivities. 

Films and Videocassettes, 1965-1985, 56 items 

Includes black and white and color films of varying length produced by 
CMS for PennDot and other state agencies. Subjects cover a wide range 
relating to transportation and safety, depending upon the intended audi- 
ence, from public service announcements to publicity and staff instruction. 
Topics include drunken driving, car safety belts, highway job recruitment, 
snow removal, roadside herbicide spraying, motorcycle safety, safe speeds, 
highway deterioration, etc. Notable items include Hurricane Agnes Flood, 
1972; the 1975 flood; 'The Keystone Shortway" (1-80), ca. 1970; the construc- 
tion of Interstate 95 through Philadelphia, ca. 1 975; and document signings, 
speeches, etc. of Governor Richard Thornburgh, ca. 1980.

ARTHUR C. BINING COLLECTION 

Ca. 1898-1955, 3J5 cu. f». 

Dr. Arthur Cecil Bining (1893-1957), a native of Wales, was professor of 
history at the University of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia. He wrote exten- 
sively on the development of the iron and steel industries in the United 
Sta tes and especially Pennsylvania. His best-known work in this regard was 
Pennsylvania Iron Manufacture in the Eighteenth Century (Pennsylvania His- 
torical and Museum Commission, 1938). 

The Collection is materials created or gathered by Bi ning over the course 
of his career of research on the iron and steel industry. It is divided into two 
categories. Research and Graphic Materials. Research Materials (1. 75 cu. ft.) 
include typed or written manuscripts, field notes, letters, etc. Graphic 
Materials (.75 cu. ft.) include blueprints, engravings, drawings and photo- 
graphic prints. 

Most photographs are exterior views of Pennsylvania iron forges, fur- 
naces and steel mills. Many were taken by Bining on field trips in the 1920s 
and usually show sites in ruins. Some are older contemporary views by 
commercial photographers collected by Bining. These often show iron and 
steel works in blast. Most items are undated, but are usually identified on 
the reverse by Bining. No original negatives are present. 

Views include: the National Tube Works, Clairton Steel Works, and 
Carnegie Steel Works in Allegheny County; Kittanning Iron and Steel 
ManufacturingCompany in ArmstrongCounty; Everett Furnace in Bedford 
County; Hay Creek Forge, Dale Furnace, Windsor Furnace, Bird Mansion,

DOCK FAMILY PAPERS 

1865*1951, 7.5 cu. ft. 

Two generations of the Dock Family of central Pennsylvania were 
acti vely i n vol ved in a rt, ci vie af fai rs, forestry management, the iron a nd coal 
industries, medicine, nursing, and women's rights from the late nineteenth 
to the mid-twentieth centuries. Notable among these family members are 
Gilliard (1827-1895), railroad mechanic, machinist and supervisor at vari- 
ous collieries in central Pennsylvania; Gilliard's son George (1860-1951), a 
renowned physician; his daughter Lavinia (1858-1956), a suffragist and 
pioneer in the nursing profession, and Mira (1853-1945), member of the 
Pennsylvania Forestry Commission, 1899-1911, delegate to the Interna- 
tional Council on Women, 1899, and founding member of the Harrisburg 
Civic Club with J. Horace McFarland and others. She was also a lecturer, 
world traveler, and photographer. 

The family's papers were widely distributed to various repositories 
between 1945 and 1956 by Lavinia Dock and another daughter, Laura. In 
addition to the State Archives, the following received parts of the collection: 
the Library of Congress, the U.S. Geological Survey, and the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs in Washington; the Pennsylvania State 
University, Department of Forestry, University Park; the Gettysburg Col- 
lege Library, Gettysburg; the Society of Bartram's Gardens and the Botani- 
cal Department of the University of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia; the His- 
torical Society of Dauphin County, Harrisburg; the Kittochtinny Historical 
Society, Chambcrsburg; and the School of Horticulture, Ambler. 

ThebulkofthematerialsattheState Archivesarethepapers(4cu.ft.)and 

photographs (2 cu. ft.) of Mira Lloyd Dock spanning from 1879 to 1945. The 
journal of Gilliard Dock, 1845-1894, and some miscellaneous papers of 
George, La vinia and other Dock family members are also present (1 .5 cu . ft .). 
Most of Dock's papers focus on her career in forestry and civic affairs, but 
some relateto photography, specifically correspondence with such photog- 
raphers as William H. Rau and J. Horace McFarland. Two undated note- 
books listing si ides and pri n ts taken by her are al so present, bu t the origi nals 
are apparently lost and unrelated to those in the collection. Also, Gilliard 
Dock's journal for 1899 mentions Mira photographing scenes in the Broad 
Top area of Bedford County, where the family often vacationed. In addition 
to references, pages beginning in September of that year have sixteen of her 
prints glued to them. These show pastoral spots cherished by the family, 
and Gilliard on various walking trips. Photographs include glass plate 
negatives, glass slides and prints. The bulk of these are technical studies of 
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flower and tree specimens in central and eastern Pennsylvania, often 
identified by their Latin names. Other photographs are artistic studies of 
people and nature in Pennsylvania and miscellaneous subjects. 

Glass plate negatives (215 items) vary in size from 4x5, 5x8, 6x8 to 8x10. 
Most are undated, but probably were taken between 1889 and 1900. Tech- 
nical studies include: arbutus, cypress, ferns, habenaria purple, hackberry, 
Indian pipe, lilies, locust trees, mushrooms, orchids, pansies, phlox, pine, 
rhododendron, spring beauties, sugar maple, sumac, sunflowers, trillium, 
white thorn, willows, witch hazel, and unidentified items. Artistic studies 
include: apple butter making; Gilliard Dock's hunting camp, "Camp Mar- 
iah" at Broad Top; forestsand gardensin England (copy negatives); various 
Harrisburg streets and bridges; hikers at High Rocks; a lotus pond in York 
County; the Susquehanna River at McCall's Ferry; a bam at Mont Alto; and 
gardens on the State Capitol grounds, Harrisburg. 

Glass lantern slides (290 items), were probably taken between 1892 and 
1907, with some undated. A few are hand colored. While some are slide 
versions of the plates listed above, most are commercially produced, 
probably taken or collected by Dock on her travels. The alphabetically 
arranged subjects are primarily of forests, parks, playgrounds and individ- 
ual tree specimens in Pennsylvania, including Adams, Bedford, Bucks, 
Cameron, Clinton, Cumberland, Erie, McKean, Montgomery, Pike, Potter, 
Sullivan, Wayne and York Counties. United States and foreign views are 
also present. Miscellaneous items include apple blossoms, apple butter 
making, "closed" and "open" forests, logging and lumbering, maple sugar- 
ing, tree nurseries, river dumps, playgrounds, forest regeneration and 
others. 

Photographs, 1889-1931 (4 boxes), are prints made by local commercial 
photographers from negatives made by Dock, and prints and postcards 
include: Broad Top views, especially Camp Mariah; RainsburgGap; chest- 
nut trees, spruce trees and Gilliard Dock on various hiking trips; the 
Pennsylvania Canal below Dauphin; the Dock Family home in Harrisburg; 
Harrisburg Cemetery entrance; a lotus pond in York County; views of the 
Susquehanna at McCall's Ferry taken by Dock and printed by LeRue Lemer; 
and elm, locust and cedar trees at various locales. 

Prints by other photographers include views of trees and historic build- 
ings in eastern Pennsylvania by C. M. Bradford, undated; a New York City 
penthouse garden and a house in Chester, Pa., by R.R. Brock, undated; ruins 
of first State Capitol, Harrisburg, 1897, by E.K. Gaugler; Harrisburg play- 
grounds and sewers; Paxton Creek and Susquehanna River views by J. 
Horace McFarland, 1900-1910; the Johnson Garden at Germantown by 
William H. Rau, 1895; and the James Buchanan Birthplace by C.E. Seville, 
undated. 
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Miscellaneous subjects, not identified by date or photographer include: 
bridges; European gardens; Duncans Island in the Susquehanna River; 
Rockford Plantation, Lancaster County; Mont Alto Forestry School Chapel; 
various buildings and fountains, Fairmount Park, Philadelphia; Coaley 
Poultry Farm, Coudersport; miscellaneous views of Easton; Gloustershire, 
Leamington, Lappenham, and Windsor Castle, England. People include 
Gilliard Dock, Mira Dock, S.B. Elliott, John Fulton, Robert D. MacMurdy, 
Governor William Stone and Joseph T. Rothrock; the Mont Alto Forest 
Academy Basketball Team, 1905-1906; views of San Antonio, Texas; and 
ceremonies dedicating a plaque at Young Womans Creek Forest Reserva- 
tion, 1925; and other items.

JOSEPH M. HUSTON COLLECTION 

Ca. 1898-1918, 10.5 cu. ft. 

Joseph M. Huston (1866-1940), member of the Philadelphia Chapter of 
the American Institute of Architects, won in 1902 a highly publicized

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competition to design a new state capitol building in Harrisburg. A 
Philadelphia native, Huston was known locally for designing the Arcade 
Building, the Witherspoon Building, and others. He and several construc- 
tion officials were later charged with conspiracy to accept bribes and 
overcharge the Commonwealth for work on the Capitol. He served in jail for 
six months and was paroled in 1911. The Collection pertains almost exclu- 
sively to Huston's work on the Capitol. Most items are Huston's personal 
estate and were acquired by the State Archives over the course of several 
years. 

Non-photographic items (7 cu. ft.) include Huston's signed drawings 
submitted for the Capitol competition (11 folders); other later designs by 
him for the main building and surrounding park area (7 folders); engrav- 
ings of the Capitol front and plans for the park (3 folders); three newsclipping 
albums of varying size presumably compiled by Huston during the build- 
ing's construction; an undated folio of blueprints for furniture; and miscel- 
laneous items. 

Photographs (3.5 cu. ft.) include eighty-one prints by William H. Rau of 
the Capitol shortly after completion, probably the fall of 1906. Each item, 
arranged alphabetically, roughly measures 7 1 /2 x 9 1 /2 and is signed by Rau 
in pencil or embossed. Subjects include the Capitol exterior, rotunda, 
governor' sand lieutenant governor's offices and reception rooms, offices of 
the Insurance Commissioner, Auditor General, Deputy Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, Adjutant General, Attorney General, Treasurer, Appro- 
priations Committee, Supreme Court, Factory Inspector, Superintendent of 
Public Grounds and Buildings, House and Senate Chambers, caucus rooms, 
mechanical plant, and first floor and ladies' reception rooms. Additional 
undated prints by Rau include Huston at his Germantown estate. 

Photographs relating to artist George Gray Barnard include twenty-two 
22x17 undated studiesby Fiorilloof Paris of the Capitol statuary in progress 
at the sculptor's studio at Moret-Sur-Loing, France; and two images of 
Barnard outside his studio. 

Other items include a photograph album containing approximately 550 
prints (3x5 average) by an unknown photographer showing the construc- 
tion of the Capi tol . Most images are dated between J uly 1 903 and November 
1905 and follow Huston and companions on visits to the construction site, 
Vermont granite quarries, on a steamship bound for Europe, and in France 
and Italy visiting artists and sculptors (including Barnard) at work on 
various murals and statuary. 

Miscellaneous photographs include an undated album of light fixtures, 
furniture and architectural features planned for the Capitol; six approxi- 
mately 6x9 copy prints of designs presumably submitted to the Capitol 
competition by Pittsburgh architects R. Maurice Trimble and Benjamin R. 
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Stevens; an undated studio view of the statue "Commonwealth" before 
being placed atop the Capitol dome and other miscellaneous items.

j. Horace McFarland collection 

1859-1948, 26 cu. ft. 

John Horace McFarland (1859-1948), bom in McAlisterville, Juniata 
County, was a printer by trade and devoted his life to philanthropy, 
especially the preservation of unique natural areas in the United States. In 
1878 he established in Harrisburg his own printing firm, the J. Horace 
McFarland Company. The company published, among other things, sev- 
eral national magazines devoted to horticulture and gardening, to which 
McFarland was a frequent contributing author and photographer. With 
Mira Lloyd Dock and others, he founded the Harrisburg Civic Association 
which promoted the turn-of-the-century "City Beautiful" movement. He 
was a founder and president of the American Civic Association, a private 
organization thatadvoca ted preservation of naturalareas,including Niagara 
Falls, N.Y., Hetch Hetchy Valley, Calif., Cumberland Falls, Md., and others, 
and that helped to establish the National Park Service. 

The bulk of the Collection (23.5 cu. ft.) is McFarland's business correspon- 
dence, reports, addresses, etc., relating to his work with the A.C.A. and 
other organizations, and personal correspondence, diaries and other pa- 
pers. Of interest here is correspondence with photographers Charles 
Bretzman, Mira Lloyd Dock, the firm of Harris and Ewing, Edwin Hale 
Lincoln, Frances Benjamin Johnston, Jacob Riis and others. There is also .5 
cu. ft. of articles and "how to" lectures on photographing flowers, children 
and other subjects. 

Photographs (1 cu. ft.) include prints collected for the A.C.A. of Niagara 
Falls, 1906-1934, 180 items; prints by McFarland, probably of hisHarrisburg 
factory, used to illustrate "The Making of Paper" 1905, thirty-five items; 
Harrisburg area views by local photographers, including the John Harris 
Mansion, Susquehanna River, Paxtang Park, and others, ca. 1936, twenty- 
five i terns; glass lantern slides, some hand colored, arranged for a lecture on 
the beautification of Harrisburg either by Mira Lloyd Dock or McFarland, 
ca. 1910, fifty-one items; activities of the "Boyer Joy Giving Car," a trolley 
operated by the Harrisburg Home Invalid's Union, Old Folks Home and 
Cheerful Worker's Union, which gave rides to city recreation areas for 
children, the elderly, the poor or handicapped, ca. 1915, nineteen items; 
McFarland at a conference at Yellowstone National Park; John Muir and 
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John Burroughs at Yosomitc; and undated scenic views of other national 
parks, fifteen items; miscellaneous items including formal portraits of 
McFarland; aulochrome plates of unidentified people and places; and a 
portrait of Alan Seeger, a slain World War I soldier for whom a Centre 
County natural area was named. 

Also included is 1.5 cu. ft. of material relating to Colonel George F. 
McFarland (1834-?), Horace's father. McFarland was commanding officer 
of the 151st Pennsylvania Volunteers, a unit suffering heavy losses at 
Gettysburg. McFarland was later first superintendent of the State's Soldiers 
Orphans Schools. Illustrative material includes eight Tyson Brothers pho- 
tographs of the town of Gettysburg and battlefield, 1863; engravings of 
McFarland, Abner Doubleday, and other commanding officers of the 3rd 
Division, 1st Corps, 1863; and engravings of various Soldiers Orphans 
Schools around the state.

FRED TSCHUDV COLLECTION 

1904-1909, n.d., .6 cu. ft 

The Sons of Veterans Reserves was a national paramilitary organization 
similar to the Grand Army of the Republic, with members usually sons or 
relatives of Civil War veterans. Founded in Pittsburgh in 1881, Reserve 
members wore uniforms, maintained local posts and held annual encamp- 
ments. Fred Tschudy was commander of the Pennsylvania Brigade, prob- 
ably between 1904 and 1909, headquartered in Johnstown, Pa. Research has 
revealed nothing about his personal life beyond this Collection. 

The Collection consists of correspondence (.25 cu. ft.) to and from 
Tschudy regarding S.V.R. business, 1904-1909, and glass plate negatives 
(forty-four items) of S.V.R. annual encampments, 1907-1909, and undated. 
The plates, 5x7 and 8x10, are arranged by size and thereunder chronologi- 
cally. They seem to bear no relation to Fred Tschudy. Some items are 
identified by time and place, but most are unidentified. The State Archives 
received the collection in 1958 from Frances Youngblood of Birmingham, 
Ala. 

The photographs include: six plates (8x10) taken at Camp Ezra Ripple, 
Scranton, Pa., 1907, by John Horgan, Jr., a local photographer. Subjects show 
flag ceremonies, a sham battle, and various S.V.R. members in front of their 
tents. Also included are thirty-eight (5x7) plates taken by unknown 
photographer(s). Subjects include an S.V.R. public worship at Camp 
Melhuish(?), June 7, 1908; a parade and activities of the 1909 encampment 
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at Camp Joe A. Logan, Milton, Pa.; the S.V.R. Marine Band of Allentown on 
parade, undated; and an S.V.R. troop on practice maneuvers, undated.

Ca. 1903-1907, 77 items 

This collection contains studies probably used by artistic designers for 
the interior of the present State Capitol in Harrisburg (see MG-75). Most are 
photographic copies probably for reference purposes during planning 
stages. Some were never used in the completed building. The Collection 
was donated in part to the State Archives in 1965 by S. Emerson Bolton, a 
Philadelphia antiques dealer, and in 1973 by Bolton's family. 

The material is primarily photographic studies of works for the Capitol 
by artists hired on commission. The photos are mounted on heavy card- 
board and vary in size from 8x10 to 23x24. Subjects include twelve W.B. Van 
Ingen watercolors for door entrances. Some are inscribed by the artist to 
Joseph Huston, the building's architect. Others are seventeen sculptured 
pediment designs by Attilio Piccirilli, statues of "Hewer" by George Gray 
Barnard and "Dr. MacMillan" by Alexander J. Calder. 

Also included are sixteen original watercolor scale models of interior 
panels signed by Joseph Huston. 

Miscellaneous photographs include four 8x10 prints by William H. Rau 
of the Capitol dedication ceremonies October 4, 1906. Shown delivering 
speeches are President Theodore Roosevelt, Governor Samuel Pennypacker 
and ex-Govemor William Stone. Additional views include Huston's office 
in Philadelphia, chandeliers and bronze doors in the Capitol, and a view of 
the building from the west bank of the Susquehanna, 1907.

EDWARD M. MARTIN PAPERS 

1866-1967, 120 cu. ft. 

Edward M. Martin (1879-1967), bom near Waynesburg, led a distin- 
guished career in military and public service. In 1898 he joined the Pennsyl- 
vania National Guard, and saw action during the Philippine Campaign, 
1898-1899, the Mexican Border Campaign, 1916, and World War I, 1917- 
1919. Hebecamea major general and took command of the 28th Division in 
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1939, and served as a commanding general during World War II. He was 
also Slate Auditor General, 1925-1929; State Treasurer, 1929-1933; Adjutant 
General, 1939-1943; Governor, 1943-1947; and U.S. Senator, 1947-1958. 

The bulk of the collection is papers of Martin's governorship, senatorial 
career, and personal affairs (114 cu. ft.). Photographs relate to his military 
career, 1898-1 943; his public service, especially asgovemor and U.S. senator 
and his retirement, 1943-1965 (6 cu. ft.) 

Most photographs are in albums, seventeen volumes, collected and 
compiled by Martin during the course of his life. Most of these bear 
identification, including subject and date, on the album pages. 

Albums include: 

An album of activities of the 28th Division, 1918-1919, at Camp Hancock, 
Ga., and France, taken by the U.S. Army Signal Corps (5 vols.). Also includes 
the victory parade in Philadelphia, May 1919. 

"The Career of Edward Martin," ca. 1916-1960, collected from many 
sources (7 vols.). The albums are roughly arranged in chronological order, 
Though they number one through nine, volumes three and nine are miss- 
ing. Volume I: activitiesof the 10th Regiment, Pennsylvania National Guard, 
in Puerto Rico, 1898; the Philippine Insurrection, 1898-1899; the Mexican 
Border Campaign of 1916; at Camp Hancock, 1917-1918; in France, 1918- 
1919; at Mount Gretna, 1915 and 1921-1923; and PNG campsat Huntingdon 
and Altoona, ca. 1917; the 3rd Regiment of Infantry at Gettysburg, 1884 
(copy); the 28th Division victory paradeinPhiladclphia, 1919;and the Major 
Girard Bryce Collection of U.S. Army Signal Corps photographs pertai ning 
to the 28th in France, 1918-1919.

PNG encampment in Lisbon, N.Y., 1940; at maneuvers of the First Army, 
1941; campaigning for governor, 1942; at his inaugural ceremonies and 
posing for portraits with his cabinet, 1943; Mrs. Martin christening the S.S. 
Buena Vista at Chester, 1943; Martin at Wanamaker's "Ordnance for Vic-

Volume V, 1944-1945, shows Martin visiting Middletown Air Depot; speak-

SAMUEL W. PENNYPACKER PAPERS 

1703-1916, 48 cu. ft 

Samuel Whitaker Pennypacker (1843-1916) was bom and raised at the 
family homestead, "Pennypacker Mills," in Montgomery County. He prac- 
ticed law in Philadelphia, became a judge and subsequently was elected 
governor, 1903-1907. He had a strong interest in history, writing and 
lecturing widely, and was also president of the Historical Society of Penn- 
sylvania, 1900-1916. Pennypacker's descendants donated his papers to the 
State Archives in 1969 and 1971, 

The bulk of the Papers is executive and personal correspondence and 
other materials relating to his governorship (47 cu. ft.). Photographs are 
prints of varying size relating to his career or historical interests, ca. 1897- 
1913 (1 cu. ft.). Most are identified and dated on the reverse, probably in 
Pennypacker's hand. Photographers' imprints or logos often also appear. 

Photographs relating to Pennypacker's political career show him inau- 
gurated as governor, 1903, by L.G. Harpel and others; at the dedication of 
the State Capitol, October 4, 1906, with President Theodore Roosevelt by 
C.S. Roshon; in the parade at Roosevelt's second inauguration in Washing- 
ton, D.C., 1905, by William H. Rau; participating in a session of the State 
Senate, ca. 1890; at the dedication of monuments to Pennsylvania regiments 
at Andersonville, Antietam, Chattanooga, and Vicksburg; dedicating the 
Hawkins Monument, Pittsburgh; at the Soldiers and Sailors Home, Erie, 
1903-1905; at the 1913 Gettysburg Reunion with former President William 
H. Taft by D.B. Schuey; speaking at Indian Rock on the Wissahickon; a view 
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of the "old" StateCapitol by J. Horace McFarland; and landscapesof eastern 
Pennsylvania by H.W. Fegley. 

Items relating to Pennsylvania history include views of historical sites in 
eastern Pennsylvania, especially by William H. Richardson (forty-five 
prints). Richardson, at one time president of the Montgomery County 
Historical Society and the Pennsylvania German Society, was also an 
amateur photographer. Most views are 4x5 prints mounted on cards signed 
and dated by Richardson, and show sites in and around Montgomery 
County. Subjects include Valley Forge; Pennypacker Mills; sites relating to 
General Howe's campaign of 1777 in Pennsylvania and Delaware; Menno- 
nitesand Mennonitemeetinghousesat Franconia, Harleyville, Indian Creek, 
Methatchen and Upper and Lower Skippack; the Salford Schwenkfelder 
Meeting; theKriebel House on Skippack Creek; and the Snow Hill Seventh- 
Day Baptist Cloister. There is also one folder of correspondence between 
Richardson and Pennypacker, 1895-1910. Additional documents and pho- 
tographs by Richardson are among the collections of the Montgomery 
County Historical Society. 

Miscellaneous items collected by Pennypacker are by various photogra- 
phers, most unidentified. Topics cover buildings, including views of Valley 
Forgebuildingsby Frank H. Taylor and others; scenes near Goshen Meeting 
House from the "Brinton Photographic Collection of Revolutionary and 
other Historical Sites in Pennsylvania Maryland and Delaware," by Doug- 
las E. Brinton; views of the General Anthony Wayne statue at Newburgh, 
N.Y.,the birthplacesof MatthewS. Quay, John Hartranft, Robert Fulton and 
the Daub Family; Carpenter Mansion, "Cedarcroft" and Chew Mansion in 
Germantown; the Fountain Inn, Phoenixville, and Red Lion Inn, Torresdale; 
the "Emlen" House, Abraham Schwenk House, Peter Wentz House, Long- 
wood Meeting House, Birmingham Meeting House, and other homes and 
religious buildings; graveyards and tombs include the Bertolet Mennonite 
Graveyard, Thomas Holme Family Graveyard, Anderson Family Grave- 
yard, Prince Gallitzen's grave at Loretto and John Waterman's grave at 
Valley Forge. Portraits include a carte-de-visite of President Andrew John- 
son; David Thomas, Principal Engineer of the Erie Canal; Civil War soldiers 
T. Buchanan Read and Corporal John L. Smith; and Coffin Colket by 
Frederick Gutekunst, and others. Miscellaneous items show two views by 
A. F. Bonine of flag raising ceremonies at G.A.R. Post #19, Lancaster, ca. 
1910; the U.S.S. Pennsylvania by Gu tekunst, photographic copies of a George 
Washington letter, 1791; maps of parts of Berks and Philadelphia Counties; 
and monuments and statues at Gettysburg by W.H. Tipton, Mumper and 
Company, and others.

HORACE M. ENGLE COLLECTION 

Ca. 1865-1980, 25 cu. ft 

Horace Matthew Engle (1861-1949) was born and raised near Marietta. 
He was, at various times, a fruitgrower, schoolteacher, prohibitionist and 
photographer. His personal effects and other ephemera were discovered in 
1971 by Edward Leos of Lemont. Engle's story is described in Leos's Other 
Summers: The Photographs of Horace Engle, University Park: Pennsylvania 
State University Press, 1980. Leos subsequently dona ted the materia Is to the 
State Archives. Engle at first specialized in candid photography, using a 
Gray-Stim Concealed Vest Camera, also known as a "detective camera." 
This could be worn under a jacket or coat, with the lens opening through a 
buttonhole. The camera took round glass plates, 5 l/2" in diameter, each 
holding six negative images. Engle later used Kodak Model 2 and 3A 
cameras. 

The bulk of the Collection consists of Engle's personal and business 
correspondence, technical notes, newsclippings and other papers; and 
index cards, research notes, copy prints and negatives from Engle's photo- 
graphs by Edward Leos (21.5 cu. ft.). The remainder are Engle's photo- 
graphic negatives and prints (3.5 cu. ft.). 

Subjects on theGray-Stim plates, 1888-1889 (31 items) include: the Engle 
Family Nurseries near Marietta; town views of Lancaster, Gettysburg, and 
the Columbia Centennial celebration of 1888; a prohibition rally in Indian- 
apolis, Indiana; an 1889 flood on the Susquehanna near Marietta; C.K. 
Siefert, itinerant photographer, posing with his wagon; and others, usually 
portraitsof relativesand friends. There isan album of contact printsof these 
by Engle, with notations in his hand. Not all negatives are represented in the 
album. 

Views taken by the Kodak 2 and 3 A cameras include over 1,000 nega- 
tives, ca. 1889-1931, some with matching contact prints. The Model 2 
negatives are round, 3 1/2" in diameter, and the Model 3 A negatives are 
approximately 3x5. Subjects include: relatives in the Engle, Ellis, Grove, and 
Musser Families; self-portraits of Engle; floral displays, wildflowers, etc.; 
the Marietta Centennial Celebration; street views in Roanokeand Sha wsville, 
Va., Cochran, Ga., Charlestown, W. Va., Ontario, Canada, and Elmira, N.Y.; 
Pennsylvania towns including Brandywine Manor, Brinton, Bainbridge, 
Chester Springs, Conoy, Marietta, Maytown, Schocks Mills, Troutville, 
Washington Boro, West Chester and Womelsdorf; notable i terns include the 
construction of Holtwood Dam; the State Capitol, Harrisburg; the Indian 
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Steps Museum near Wrightsville; the Serpentine Quarry near Delta; and 
others. 

Also included is an album of cabinet card portraits, ca. 1883, with most 
subjects unidentified, by B. Frank Saylor of Lancaster and other photogra- 
phers; and car tes-de-vi site, ca. 1860, of Engle's relatives by photographers 
C.W. Williams and William Bailey of Columbia.

WILLIAM E. STEWART COLLECTION 

Ca. 1860-1946, 15 cu. ft 

William Stewart (b. 1904), a retired clothing salesman from Pittsburgh, is 
a lifelong collector of American paper memorabilia. The emphasis of the 
collection (1.1 cu. ft.) is on published items, such as booklets, brochures, 
business receipts, trade cards, calendars, premium catalogues, envelopes, 
ink blotters, invitations, political election handouts, theatre and dinner 
programs. World War 11 ration coupons, and other types of documents 
relating to people and businesses in western Pennsylvania, ca. 1860-1930. 
The State Archives gradually obtained the collection from Stewart over the 
course of several years. 

Photographs (.4 cu. ft.) are arranged by typeand includecartes-de-visite, 
cabinet cards, greeting postcards, photographic postcards and miscellane- 
ous photographs, ca. 1860-1930. Most of these are not identified by subject, 
though the photographer and location, usually somewhere in western 
Pennsylvania, are sometimes given on the reverse. Some of the photogra- 
phers are: Hendricks and Co., J.R. Pearson, Stewart and Co. of Allegheny 
City; J.G. Vallade, Altoona; Laughner's of Braddock; J.W. Ward of Con- 
nellsville;I.GrotzingerofSaltsburg; Aufrecht'sofPittsburgh;E.A.Lingoof 
Uniontown; and Lon M. Porter and Rothwell, of Washington Pa. 

Unidentified photographs found in the collection deal with the following 
subjects: automobiles; community bands; holiday celebrations; college 
football players; farm houses; machinery and animals; fishermen; floods; 
hunters; ice harvesting; logging camps; parades, especially Fourth of July, 
Old Home Week and Women's Christian Temperance Union; formal por- 
traits of people; residences; World War I soldiers; stores; train wrecks; and 
miscellaneous subjects.

POSTCARD COLLECTION 

Ca. 1895-PRESENT, 63 cu. ft 

This collection contains approximately 24,000 picture postcards and 
business trade cards relating to Pennsylvania persons, places and events. 
Most items date from 1900 to 1 925 when postcards in the United States were 
produced cheaply and sold by the millions. At a time when few newspapers 
published photographs, and the telephone and hand-held box camera were 
not quite universal, the picture postcard was an inexpensive and swift 
means of communication. Today these cards provide a glimpse of the 
physical, social and cultural changes that Pennsylvania communities have 
experienced. 

Types of cards range from silver gelatin prints on postcard stock by local 
photographers to commercially produced halftone prints, chromolitho- 
graph cards, white border cards, “linen" cards, accordion folders and glossy 
photochrome cards. Most items measure 3 1/2 x 5 1/2, with some oversize 
cards. The State Archives obtained the postcards from a variety of sources 
over the course of many years. 

The collection contains three series: the County File (6 cu. ft.), the Subject 
File (.25 cu. ft.), and the Business and Advertising File (.25 cu. ft.). The 
County File is arranged alphabetically by county and thereunder by mu- 
nicipality. All sixty -seven counties are present. A large municipality isoften 
further divided into such subject categories as amusement parks, bridges, 
buildings, community events, industries, novelty cards, community and 
state parks, panoramic and scenic views, street views and miscellaneous. A 
very small municipality is filed under miscellaneous county towns. The 
Subject File contains broader categories not easily classified by county, and 
includes highways, industries, railroads, and United States and foreign 
subjects. The Business and Advertising File consists of trade and business 
cards from Pennsylvania businesses.

WARREN J. HARDER COLLECTION 

Ca. 1910-1968, 10 cu. ft. 

Warren John Harder (1905-1968), lifelong resident of Harrisburg, was a 
news correspondent, commercial photographer and amateur local histo- 
rian. As an active member of the Historical Society of Dauphin County, he 
often wrote historical pieces for various newspapers and in 1949 prepared, 
using his photographs, the "Do You Remember When?" series for the 
Harrisburg Evening News. He owned a lantern slide projector and as late as 
1962 gave illustrated historical talks and nostalgia shows with glass slides 
from his collection. Especially interested in nineteenth-century technology 
and inventions. Harder wrote extensively on the coming of the telephone 
and electricity to central Pennsylvania. In 1960 he published the biography 
of a competitor of Alexander Graham Bell, Daniel Drawbaugh, the Edison of 
the Cumberland Valley (University of Pennsylvania Press). 

The Collection is divided into two categories. Research and Photo- 
graphic Materials. The Research Materials (2 cu. ft.) contain rough drafts. 
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correspondence, notes, photographs and other items relating to the prepa- 
ration of Daniel Drawbaugh. Also included aredraftsof speeches and articles 
such as "Down Memory Lane," "The Electric Speaking Telephone," "The 
Telephone Comes to Harrisburg," and "Between the Linesof the Drawbaugh 
Story." The Photographic Materials (8 cu. ft.) are primarily second genera- 
tion negatives, prints and glass slides divided into the following categories: 
Historical File, Civil War File, General File, Portrait File, Lantern Slide File 
and Harrisburg Area Subject File. 

The Historical, Civil War, General, and Portrait Files (2 cu. ft.), contain 
4x5 and 35mm copy negatives (some with contact prints) of news articles, 
engravings and lithographs of persons, places and events in World, Ameri- 
can and Pennsylvania history. The Historical File contains items relating to 
nineteenth century technology and inventions, such as automobiles, bi- 
cycles, bridges, burglar alarms, Thomas Edison's inventions, electricity, fire 
escapes, fire engines, flying machines, guns, phonographs, photography, 
printing, railroads, sewing machines, ships, stoves, telegraphs, telephones, 
and writing equipment. The Civil War File contains portraits of such 
prominent figures as John Wilkes Booth, John Brown, Jefferson Davis, U.S. 
Grant, Robert E. Lee and Abraham Lincoln. Other military and political 
officials, and views of battle areas such as Appomattox, Chambersburg,

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Fort Moultrie, and Gettysburg are included. It also covers slavery, war 
prisons, and Lincoln's administration and assassination. The General File 
contains such broad topics as "ancient times" to the American Revolution, 
the Molly Maguires, Indians, and Senator Joseph McCarthy. The Portrait 
File includes U.S. presidents from George Washington to Andrew Johnson; 
seventeenth, eighteenth and nineteenth century Pennsylvania governors; 
and well-known historical figures such as Daniel Boone, Cleopatra, Chris- 
topher Columbus, John C. Calhoun, P.T. Bamum, Robert Fulton, William 
Penn and others. 

The Lantern Slide File (1.5 cu. ft.) contains black and white and tinted 
glass slides copied or purchased by Harder. Items are grouped by lecture 
topic. Topics include the Colonial era; Harrisburg area scenes (including 
bridges, canals, railroads, and wheel clubs); the Spanish- American and First 
World Wars; Southern scenes; sing-along slides and theatre signs. 

The Harrisburg Area Subject File (4.5 cu. ft.) primarily contains 8x10 
prints copied by Harder from original photographs in the collections of the 
Historical Society of Dauphin County and other sources. Others are first 
generation photographs taken by Harder, usually to demonstrate change 
through time in a particular subject. Each print has an index number and 
historical information affixed to the reverse. There is a 3x5 card index to this 
file. Subjects include Harrisburg, Camp Hill and Lemoyne area buildings, 
bridges, canals, community activities and events, floods, industries, the 
State Capitol buildings, street scenes, and uptown and downtown redevel- 
opment. 

The Collection was obtained by the State Archives in 1969 from the 
executors of the Harder Estate. Harder's lantern slide projector is in the 
Industry and Technology collections of The State Museum of Pennsylvania, 
Harrisburg.

CARLISLE INDIAN SCHOOL COLLECTION 

1878-1969, .5 cu. ft 

The Bureau of Indian Affairs, U.S. Department of the Interior, operated 
a school for American Indian children at Carlisle Barracks, Carlisle, Pa., 
1878-1918. The purpose of the school was to acculturate these children into 
contemporary American life by providing classroom education and formal 
training at various trades. Jim Thorpe, 1912 Olympic medal winner, was a 
graduate of the school. The Collection was acquired by the State Archives 
over the course of many years from several different sources. 
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The Collection contains documents (.2 cu.ft.)and photographs (.3cu. ft.) 
pertaining to the school and its students. Photographs include an undated 
album (1 vol.) by photographer Frances Benjamin Johnston showing stu- 
dents in class, on athletic teams, and training at various crafts such as 
woodworking, printing, etc.; and an album, 1887-1903, by Carlisle photog- 
rapher John N. Choate containing class portraits. Also present are loose 
items such as cabinet card before-and-after portraits of students in tribal 
costume and in mainstream American clothing; and school portraits, 1878- 
ca. 1880.

HARRISBURG HOME STAR COLLECTION 

1948-1971, 5 cu. ft. 

The Home Star, also known at various times as the Harrisburg Guide and 
Harrisburg Home News, was a weekly community newspaper published 
between 1948 and 1971. Edited by Paul Walker, a local journalist, the Home 
Star published information and advertisements pertaining to shopping, 
political campaigns, community events and achievements, and visits by 
local, state and nationally known politicians and celebrities of the 1950s and 
1960s. 

The Collection was the working photograph file of the Home Star staff. 
The photographs, arranged alphabetically by subject, are usually 8x10 
formal portraits or publicity stills. Most items have crop lines on the front 
and a tag on the back containing instructions to the printer for preparing a 
lithographic negative. In many cases, the litho negative that was produced 
is present. Informational material on a subject such as campaign flyers, 
news releases and other data is also often included. Most photographs are 
undated, though many contain the deadline date needed for publication. 

The Home Star staff probably took some of the photographs, but many 
were obtained from local and national news services and Harrisburg area 
commercial photographers, such as Brown's Studios, Samuel W. Kuhnert, 
Sterling Studios, Allied Pix Service, Inc., and others. The Home Star ceased 
publication in 1971 and the collection was donated subsequently by Walker 
to the Archives.

COMMERCIAL MUSEUM PHOTOGRAPHS

The Commercial Museum, dedicated by President William McKinley in 
1897, exhibited artifacts pertaining to international commerce, industry, 
and trade. Located at 34th and Vintage Streets, Philadelphia, the Museum 
shifted thematic directions in the 1950s, modified many of its exhibits, and 
is today the Museum of the Philadelphia Civic Center. The photographs 
were culled and given by the Commercial Museum to the State Archives in 
1961. 

The photographs are the curators' reference files of over 6,000 prints of 
varying size, usually 8x10. They were taken, collected, copied or purchased 
from a variety of sources by the Museum staff. Used to illustrate commerce, 
trade, business and industry in the United States and the world, most 
images were gathered from Pennsylvania and the Philadelphia area. In- 
cluded areoriginal prints obtained from WilliamH. Rau, Joseph T.Rothrock, 
Dallin Aerial Views, various U.S. Government agencies or the Museum's 
own photographers. Some are stills made from the Museum's motion 
picture and lantern slide collections. No original negatives are present. Each 
print is stamped on the reverse with the Commercial Museum's identifying 
mark. Often the subject, date or negative number is on the front margins or 
reverse, though dates more frequently reflect when the print was obtained 
rather than when taken. Some envelopes filed with the prints also provide 
donor information. 

The images are arranged in three categories: The Pennsylvania File, the 
Philadelphia Area File, and the Subject File. Often the same subject is found 
under different categories. Though prints often bear the Museum's negative 
numbers, the original filing system is now lost. The State Archives has 
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inaugurated its own numbering system. On the reverse of each print, the 
number is usually in the upper right hand corner.

The Philadelphia Area File 

The file is arranged by name of subject, usually buildings, streets, parks 
or other landmarks in the vicinity and includes: Fairmount Park and 
buildings therein, libraries, museums, railroad stations, bridges, markets, 
historic homes, department stores, factories, churches, and parks. Views of 
buildings include the Baldwin Locomotive Works, Bank of North America, 
Bcllevue-Stratford Hotel, the Bourse, Broad Street Station (including the 
1923 fire). Carpenters' Hall, Cliveden, Christ Church, City Hall (including 
construction). Congress Hall, Convention Hall, U.S. Custom House, Disston 
Saw Works, Fairmount Waterworks, Fem Rock Woolen Mills, Frankford 
Arsenal, Franklin Institute, Free Library of Philadelphia, various Friends 
meeting houses, Girard Bank, Independence Hall, Masonic Temple, Metro- 
politan Opera House, Mercantile Club, Pennsylvania Hospital, Museum of 
Art, Old Swedes' Church, Post Office, Reading Terminal, Ring's Spinning 
Mills, Betsy Ross House, Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing Company, 
Schlicter Jute Cordage Company, Strawbridge and Clothier Department 
Store, Trinity Church, Union League, UGI Building, U.S. Mint, University 
of Pennsylvania, Widener Memorial Library, White Lead Works, YWCA 
and many others.

Natural History: Extinct dinosaur and mammal fossils on exhibit at 
Carnegie Museum, Pittsburgh, 1927; views of a total solar eclipse from 
various locales, August 31, 1932; closeups of the sun, moon, planets and 
astronomical phenomena; miscellaneous photographs and engravings of 
birds; deer and duck hunting; the fishing industry; technical studies of 
exotic and native flowers blossoming in and around the Philadelphia area, 
1918-1920; live and mounted insect specimens, especially bees and bee- 
hives, silkworms and silkworm cultures. 

Miscellaneous categories include photographic copies of portraits of 
Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin Franklin, American Indians; aerial views of 
Trenton and Phillipsburg,N.J. and Wilmington, Del.; colonial flags, histori- 
cal clocks and watches on exhibit at various Pennsylvania museums;

Loans during World War I, camping, and blind scout activities.

WILLIAM W. STOEY PHOTOGRAPHS 

1895-1925,11 cu. ft. 

William Wesley Stoey, 1846-1925, bom near Carlisle, spent most of his 
life in Harrisburg. He served in the Civil War in Company A, 7th Pennsyl- 
vania Reserves, was captured in 1864 at the Battle of the Wilderness, and 
was sent to Andersonville Prison. Afterward, Stoey earned his living as a 
taxidermist at a shop at 1126 North Front Street, Harrisburg. His avocations 
included photography, which led to occasional employment, and natural 
history, which involved him in the Natural Sciences Association of Harris- 
burg. Stoey and his friends, who included Mira Dock, J. Horace McFarland 
and others, often went on natural history excursions with their cameras in 
south central Pennsylvania. 

The photographs are 2,282 glass plate negatives taken by Stoey between 
November 5, 1895, and August 31, 1925, a few months before his death. 
Some plates were taken by his daughter Ida L. Stoey. Stoey often experi- 
mented with the camera, making exposures by flashlight, and working at 
night with special lenses or techniques. He also copied the photographs of 
others, such as C.S. Roshon, LeRue Lemer, William H. Rau and others. Most 
plates are 4x5, with some 5x7 and odd sizes such as stereo and half plate. The 
plates are arranged numerically and each bears a number scratched on the 
edge by Stoey. No original prints are present. PHMC contact prints of each 
plate were created in 1984-1985 for reference purposes. 

Accompanying the plates is Stoey's index (1 vol.). Entries are numerical 
and usually include the date, subject, often the time of day, size and type of 
plate, and light conditions. There is also a PHMC subject card index to the 
plates. Though there are 2,414 entries, only 2,282 individual plates are 
present. The index contains a diary kept by Stoey between December 27, 
1893, and April 28, 1895, 'Things We Do, Hear and Say." Entries mostly 
record his natural history walks in the Harrisburg vicinity. There are also 
notes on a No. 4 Falcon bicycle, and a cyclometer record for 1895. 

The diary and plates were donated by Stoey himself a few months before 
his death to the State Museum of Pennsylvania and transferred to the 
Archives sometime afterward. Some of Stoey's taxidermy is in the Natural 
History Section of the State Museum. 

Though the bulk of the images is of Harrisburg, rural areas in south 
central Pennsylvania, especially in Dauphin, Cumberland, Lancaster and 
Perry Counties are present. There are five subject categories: natural his- 
tory, people, town views, transportation and miscellaneous. 

Natural history includes images of farm and domesticated animals, plus

examplesof Stoey's taxidermy; wildflowers; flower gardens; floral arrange- 
ments (usually funerary); plants and trees; scenic views of the Susquehanna 
and Juniata Rivers, especially at Chickies Rocks, Clarks Ferry, Dauphin 
Cliffs and Narrows, Fite's Eddy, Fort Hunter, Jack's Narrows, McCall's 
Ferry, Safe Harbor and Shenks Ferry; scenic views of bridges, creeks, hotels 
and private homes, hunting, runs, roads, waterfalls, springs, valleys and 
others, especially Beaver Creek, Cameron Creek, Clarks Creek, 
Conodoguinet Creek, Conestoga Creek, Conowago Creek, Conowingo 
Creek, Cumberland Creek, Doubling Gap, Eslingers Creek, Fishing Creek, 
Hummelstown Cave, Indian Steps, Manns Run, Mud Run, Paxton Creek, 
Poorhouse Run, Rock Run, Sterretts Gap, Stoney Creek, Tuquan Creek, 
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Tumbling Run, Trout Run, Wetzel's Swamp, Wislers Run, Yellow Breeches 
Creek, and others; natural phenomena such as clouds, the Harrisburg Ice 
Storms of 1904 and 1920, and the solar eclipse of June 28, 1908. 

People are usually both formal and casual portraitsof adults and children 
in their homes or yards, with a few postmortem images. The sitters were 
often Stacy's family, friends or neighbors. Family surnames include Aukamp, 
Backenstoss, Barkley, Becker, Berrier, Boak, Bowers, Butler, Carr, Chubb, 
Demming, Dintaman, Doren, Ellinger, Fager, Fetter, Fisher, Hassenplug, 
Graff, Hartz, Hemperley, Keeney, King, Landis, Lingle, Miller, Morgan, 
Peiffer, Rather, Rinehart, Schlagle, Sees, Sellers, Sensaman,Sensenig, Shook, 
Smith, Sourbier, Spangler, Stephens, Stevenson, Sullenberger, Taylor, 
Venable, Weaver, Weber, Williams, Yingst, Yoder, Zimmerman and others, 
including a series of prisoner mug shots taken for Dauphin County Prison 
and a copy of a daguerreotype of Governor Joseph Ritner. 

Town views are primarily of Harrisburg, but the following are repre- 
sented: Boiling Springs, Bridgeport (Lemoyne), Craighead, Dauphin, 
Gettysburg (battlefield), Middlesex, Port Deposit, Md., Rockville (includ- 
ing bridge). Safe Harbor, Salunga, Sibletown, Speeceville, West Fairview, 
Wormleysburg and York Haven. Harrisburg views include: boat wharves; 
bridges, especially Camelback, Mulberry and Walnut; businesses and 
industry, many identified by the family names listed above, such as beauty 
salons, blacksmith shops, carpet, upholstery and furniture stores, cigar 
factories, coal dredging, dairy, ice and coal wagons, dams, distilleries, 
greenhouses, grocery stores, hotels, hydroelectric plant, ice cream parlors, 
iron furnaces, mills, nail works, sawmills, stone quarries, Harrisburg Water- 
works, wharves, and others; buildings include interior and exterior views 
of homes of many of the people listed above, the old and new Capitols, with 
the ruins of the fire of 1897, and the Grand Opera House fire of 1907; 
Harrisburg Cemetery monuments and tombstones, plus gravediggers and 
landscapers at work; recreation and celebration, including Christmas and 
Halloween, bicycling, excursion boating, card playing, fishing, hockey, 
skating, swimming, activities at the Harrisburg River Carnival, September 
2, 1907, and Old Home Week, 1905; and street views, includingof Cameron, 
Crystal, Cumberland, Front, Broad, Second, Market, Reily, State, Seven- 
teenth, and Third. 

Transportation includes boatyards on the Susquehanna, the Fort Hunter 
Ferry; the Pennsylvania Canal and canal boats and locks at Clarks Ferry, 
Dauphin, Harrisburg, Lochiel, Middletown, Rockville and Speeceville; 
railroads at Bridgeport (Lemoyne) including the President McKinley fu- 
neral train, Enola and Rockville. 

Miscellaneous includes farm machinery manufactured by the Jackson 
Company, and the Reliance Chick Brooder and Incubator; a Spangler Car 
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Fender; paintings by B.I. Lingle; and copies of photographs of points of 
interest all over the world, such as the pyramids of Egypt, the Grand 
Canyon and others.

THE LOGAN FAMILY COLLECTION 

Ca. 1680-1945, 4 cu. ft. 

Algernon Sydney Logan (1849-1925) was a descendant of James Logan, 
provincial secretary to William Penn. The Logan Family owned several 
estates in the Philadelphia area. Algernon spent time managing family 
affairs and engaging in various pursuits including writing and photogra- 
phy. He periodically displayed prints at the Philadelphia Photography 
Club and other organizations. 

The bulk of the Collection (2.5 cu. ft.) is portrait photographs of Logan, 
his wife, Mary Wynne Wister, and their families, ca. 1845-1930. Also 
included are photographs taken by Algernon S. Logan, and some probably 
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collected by his son, Robert Restalrig Logan. Non-photographic materials 
(1.5 cu. ft.) include copies of manuscripts pertaining to James Logan, the 
poetry and novels of Algernon S. Logan, and genealogical data relating to 
the family. The Logansdonated thisand other artifacts relating to the family 
to the State Archives over the course of several years. 

Subjects cover: Logan and Wister Family Portraits, including photo- 
graphic copies of paintings of John Logan and Isaac Norris; three albums of 
cabinet cards, cartes-de-visite, and miscellaneous printsof the John Dickinson 
Logan Family, the Charles Jones Wister Family, Owen Wister, and the 
Wister home, "Grumblethorpe," near Philadelphia. Many of these are by 
Philadelphia area photographers, including Frederick Gutekunst, David 
Hinkle, The Monarch Company, M.P. Simons, C.H. Spielers, and many 
others. Notable items include cased photographs, mostly daguerreotypes, 
of unidentified family members, ca. 1845-1925. Some of these are by Isaac 
Rehn, Charles Evans and John Plumbe, Jr. 

Photographs by Algernon Sydney Logan, ca. 1871-1925, include self- 
portraits; views of Logan Family homes in the Philadelphia area; a view of 
Rittenhouse Square, Philadelphia; farms near Jones Neck, Delaware; bath- 
ers and beach scenes at Spring Lake Beach, New Jersey; and "Sand Dunes," 
an entry in the Reading Lantern Photographic Exhibition of 1903. Also 
present is Biographical Sketch of Algernon Sydney Logan, by Robert Restalrig 
Logan (Philadelphia National Publishing Company), 1934, containing ref- 
erences to his photographic pursuits. 

Miscellaneous items include 133 stereographs of an unidentified branch 
of the Logan Family on vacation in California, 1921.

HARRISBURG COMMUNITY THEATRE 
COLLECTION 

1927-PRESENT, 12 cu. ft. 

Founded in 1925, the Harrisburg Community Theatrestill stages produc- 
tions at a theatre on Sixth Street, Harrisburg. The collection was donated to 
the State Archives in 1975 by the HCT Guild and is periodically updated. 
The bulk of the collection is 9.5 cu. ft. of accounts, correspondence, reports, 
minutes of the Board of Governors, newsclippings, posters, programs, 
scrapbooks, etc., 1927-present. 

The photographs are 2.5 cu. ft. of mostly 8x1 0 stills of productions, 1 930- 
1976. The stills are arranged chronologically and include: Abe Lincoln in 
Illinois-, Annie Get Your Gun; Arsenic and Old Lace; Bell, Book and Candle; Bells 
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Are Ringing ; Blythe Spirit-, Bye Bye Birdie; Cabaret; Camelot; Cat On a Hot Tin 
Roof; Charley’s Aunt; The Crucible; Death of a Salesman; Dial M for Murder; 
Fiddler on the Roof; Funny Girl; A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to the 
Forum; Good News; Guys and Dolls; Gypsy; Harvey; How to Succeed in Business 
Without Really T rying; l Remember Mama; Inherit the Wind; The King and l; Kiss 
Me Kale; L'il Abner; The Little Foxes; The Lower Depths; Man of La Mancha; The 
Man Who Came to Dinner ; The Mikado; The Mousetrap; The Music Man; My Fair 
Lady; The Odd Couple; Oklahoma ; Oliver; Our Town; The Petrified Forest; The 
Philadelphia Story; Play It Again Sam; Prideand Prejudice; The Prime of Miss jean

Ike at Gettysburg, probably taken by Harrisburg Patriot-News photogra- 
pher Guy Pugliese, June 1952. Scenes show a reception given by the 
presidential candidate and Mrs. Dwight Eisenhower at their Gettysburg 
Farm. Personalities include U.S. Senator James Duff, Governor John Fine, 
and State Senator M. Harvey Taylor. One reel, 16mm, color, silent, 625 ft. 

Left Bank, Right Bank, produced by the Pennsylvania State University, 
1976, concerning the voyage of the Bicentennial Raft on the Susquehanna. 
Accompanied by the booklet "The Bicentennial Raft and the Rafting Era in 
Pennsylvania," by O. Linn Frank. One reel, 16mm, sound, color, 1,000 feet. 

On the Road to '76 with Charles Kuralt. Produced by CBS News for the 
1976 Bicentennial celebration in Pennsylvania. One reel, 16mm, sound, 
color, 250 feet. 

The National Governors' Conference, July 4-6, 1976, held at Hershey, pro- 
duced by WITF Television. Two inch videotape, ten reels (original version) 
and three-quarter inch videotape, nine reels (augmented version). 

Liberty the Second, produced by CTV Television, Meadville, concerning 
the 1 985 salvaging of Liberty the Second, a speedboat sunk in Conneau t Lake 
in 1922. VHS videotape, one-half inch, fifteen minutes.

GEORGE A. RICHARDSON COLLECTION 

1869-1974, 12 cu. ft. 

George Atwell Richardson (1886-1976) of Bethlehem, Pa., was in his 
lifetime a surveyor, aeronautical engineer, metallurgist, lecturer, historical 
writer, photographer, motion picture film producer and traveller. The bulk 
of the Collection (1 1 .7 cu . ft.) contains documents and photographs pertain- 
ing to his vocational and avocational interests. The remainder (.3 cu. ft.) is 
primarily annual diaries, 1869-1881, of his father George Carr Richardson. 

Born in Milwaukee, Wise, and raised in Evanston, 111., Richardson 
attended the University of Pennsylvania, 1909-1912, earning a bachelor's 
degree in mechanical engineering. While there he became interested in the 
technical aspects of aviation, and organized and participated in some of the 
first intercollegiate hot-air balloon and glider meets held in the East. In 1910 
he founded and became president of the Intercollegiate Aeronautical Asso- 
ciation of America. From 1904-1908 and during the summers of 1909-1911 
and 1912 Richardson worked on and supervised surveying and mapping 
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crews for the engineering department of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railroad in Illinois. From 1913-1916he performed various engineering 
jobs for the Midvale Steel Company, Chicago, later becoming advertising 
manager, a position he held until 1923. At this time he produced anc 
directed promotional and instructional motion pictures for the firm. He 
then moved to Pennsylvania and managed the Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion's Technical Publicity Department from 1923-1933. From 1933-1938 he 
collaborated with his brother Edward on numerous patents pertaining to 
diesel engines, aviation, and metallurgy. He also became an historical 
writer and lecturer, creating a series of slide programs for community use 
on aviation, the Appalachian Trail, and other topics. From 1 939 to the 1 950s 
he was sales manager of Metallurgical Laboratories, Inc. of Philadelphia. 
After retiring and until his death at age 90, he was active with local historical 
societies and community groups. Richardson is listed in Who s Who in 
America for 1925 and Who's Who in Engineering for 1954. 

An avid traveller and hiker, Richardson made numerous trampings, as 

he called them, throughout the United States and Canada. He was an ardent 
supporter for the establishment and maintenance of the Appalachian Trail, 
especially in Pennsylvania, and was for many years a troop leader in the Boy 
Scouts of America. He was also an enthusiastic photographer and made his 
first glass plates at the age of thirteen in 1899. He photographed and made 
most of the slides used in his lectures. Richardson most likely saw photog- 
raphy as a useful recording and communications tool, for most of his images 
are of a technical, rather than artistic, nature. 

Tine Collection was donated to the Historical and Museum Commission 
by the Richardson Family in 1976. Artifacts relating to it are housed at the 
State Museum of Pennsylvania. Approximately 300 safety film negatives 
taken by Richardson of canal sites in eastern Pennsylvania during the 1 930s 
are located at the Hugh Moore Park and Canal Museum, Easton, Pa. 
Additional documents and photographs created by Richardson during his 
careers at Midvale Steel and Metlab are located at Eleutherian Mills, 
Wilmington, Del. 

Documents (6.5 cu. ft.) in the Collection often complement the photo- 
graphs and include personal business accounts, 1911-1921; correspon- 
dence, 1904-1968; yearly diaries, 1910-1911, 1913-1924; family and genea- 
logical data; technical literature on photography and aeronautics, 1908- 
1927; souvenir programs from Chicago area theatres, 1896-1906; issues of 
the following aviation magazines: Aero, 1910-1912; Aero and Hydro, 1912- 
1914; Aeronautics, 1909-1912, 1915; Aero Club of America Bulletin, 1910-1912; 
Aircraft, 1911; Aviation and Aeronautical Engineering, 1916-1919; Fly, 1908- 
1912, and The Intercollegiate, 1910-1912; research material and rough drafts 
for lectures on the history of aviation, frontier forts of Pennsylvania and the 
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East Coast, the Sullivan Trail and the Appalachian Trail, ca. 1912-1965; 
poetry; and historical articles on a variety of topics, 1903-1970. 

Photographs (5.2 cu. ft.), 1899-1961, include glass plate and film nega- 
tives, glass and film slides and some contact prints. The Collection is 
arranged numerically by type of negative. Each negative is numbered and 
identified in Richardson's handwriting, and with the envelope often indi- 
cating the typeof camera used, lens aperture and time setting, the date, time 
of day, and weather conditions, together with miscellaneous notations 
about the subject. The prints often carry on the reverse the negative number 
and information concerning subjects, but these are unarranged and uncata- 
logued . The slides are usually copies made from the prints and are arranged 
in lecture formats. 

Glass plate negatives and their subjects include: 

3 1/4 x 4 1/4 (102 items) of Richardson and his family at their home in 
Illinois, and a trip to visit relatives in Maine, 1899-1900. 

4x5 (460 items) of Richardson and his family, 1912-1918; with surveying 
crews in the Illinois railyards of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad (includes views of immigrant Italian workers), and copies of 
engineering drawings and records used by the railroad, 1912; Richardson 
and his fellow students in various activities at the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, including technical studies for use in student theses, 191 2-1913; copies 
of engravings, newsclippings and photographs relating to the early history 
of flight, ca. 1912; a "tramping" to the Philadelphia Zoo and Bamegat Point, 
N.J., 1914; the Midvale Steel Company, 1915; Richardson as a Boy Scout 
leader with his troop in Pennsylvania, 1917; with his brother Edward in 
Home Defense uniforms, 1917-1919; and a trip to Valley Forge, 1918. 
Accompanying these plates are two albums of about 200 contact prints 
made from selected negatives.

The International Utilities International Management Corporation is a 
holding company based in Philadelphia. In the years leading up to the 
United States Bicentennial Celebration of 1976, I. U. purchased historic 
American political materials from several collectors, notably Harold Griffin 
of Santa Monica, California. The Collection was used for exhibit purposes 
as a way of celebrating the Bicentennial. I. U. donated the materials to the 
Pennsylvania Historical and Museum Commission in July 1976. Artifacts 
relating to the Collection are among the holdings of the State Museum of 
Pennsylvania, Harrisburg. 

The Collection relates to successful and unsuccessful United States 
presidential candidates and their vice-presidential running mates. Also 
included are items on national political issues significant to American 
history. The bulk (3.3 cu. ft.) includes autographs, ballot tickets, campaign 
literature, cartoons, envelopes, inaugural programs, letterheads, letters, 
magazines, newspapers, pamphlets and posters. 
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Photographs, postcards and engravings comprise 1.5 cu. ft. Most are 
formally posed images designed to promote the candidate. Often they are 
shown at various stages of their careers along with their families or with 
high-ranking government officials. Many are signed, and while some 
signatures are original, others are mechanically reproduced. Size of items 
varies, but is usually 8 x 10 or smaller. Types of photographs range from 
cartes-de-visite and cabinet cards to other types of prints.

Events 
include camp life at Mount Gretna, reviews and parades, target practice, 
etc.; an undated dedication of a Spanish-American War Memorial in Leba- 
non, and a ceremony to deposit battle flags at the State Museum, 1945. 

Herbert K. Blouch Collection of his career as a chaplain in the Army Air 
Corps during World War II, 1944-1945, and with the PNG, 1947-1970, one 
cu. ft. The photographs, many probably taken by Blouch, show hisactivities 
during his tours of duty in Italy, Egypt, Palestine and Trinidad. 

Robert E. Brown Collection of his career as a sergeant with the 103rd 
Cavalry, PNG, 1930-1942, twenty items.

CHARLES H. BURG PHOTOGRAPHS 

1893-1899, n.d., .4 cu. ft 


Charles Burg (1872-?), born in Brickerville, Pa., was a soldier with the 3rd 
Brigade, Governor's Troop, Pennsylvania National Guard. He served vari- 
ous toursof active duty, notably the Hazleton Coal Strikeafter the notorious 
Lattimer Massacre of September 10, 1897, and the Puerto Rican Campaign 
of the Spanish-American War in August 1898. After his discharge. Burg 
lived in Camp Hill, Pa., and commanded the Howard Calder Post of the

Veterans of Foreign Wars in Harrisburg. Little is known of his later life. The 
photographs and Burg's discharge papers were donated by the estate of his 
daughter Evelyn M. Hoy in 1977. Burg's hat, medals and other artifacts are 
among the collections of the State Museum of Pennsylvania, Harrisburg. 

The photographs are fifty-four items collected by Burg during his mili- 
tary career and is arranged in three categories, the Hazleton Coal Strike, 
1897; the Puerto Rican Campaign, 1898;and miscellaneous. Almostall of the 
Hazleton Coal Strike photographs were taken by Rise & Gates, a photogra- 
phy firm based in Lebanon. These are 4 3/4 x 3 3/4 mounted prints and 
identified on the reverse with the firm's logo and subject information. 

In the late 1890s, the fledgling United Mine Workers Union engaged in 
several strikes in the Hazleton area, meeting great opposition from local 
coal companies. Attempts in 1897 to organize at nearby Lattimer Mines 
were cruelly rebuffed when a local sheriff and his deputies fired into a 
crowd of unarmed immigrant Slavic miners on September 10. Twenty men 
were killed and the Pennsylvania National Guard, including Burg's 
Governor's Troop under the command of General John Gobin, was called 
to prevent further violence. The photographs show the Governor' s Troop 
encampment and General Gobin with his staff at Hazleton; coal breakers 
and strip mining at Hazelton, Lattimer and Beaver Meadows; the streets 
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and homes of Lattimer, some with Italian and Slavic children in the 
foreground; the strikers marching on the afternoon of September 10 just 
prior to the fatal shootings; and the site of the massacre after removal of the 
bodies. 

The Puerto Rican Campaign photographs are to a large extent unidenti- 
fied and were possibly taken by Burg himself. Each print is mounted on 
heavy cardboard. The Governor's Troop was mustered into U.S. Service 
and stationed at Port au Ponce in August, 1898. Subjects show camp life at 
Portau Ponce; nativesin their homes and marketplaces; the news headquar- 
ters; and scenes on board the troopship. 

Miscellaneous items are formal portraits, usually measuring 7x9, of Burg 
and fellow troopers taken by various local photographers. Subjects show 
them at encampments at Columbia, 1893, Mount Gretna, 1895 and 1898; on 
federal service mustering-out day, Harrisburg, November 21, 1898; on 
pa trol duty at Gettysburg, undated; and Burg as commander of the Howard 
Calder V. F. W. Post, undated. The reverse of some of these prints identifies 
individual troop members.

LEHIGH VALLEY RAILROAD COLLECTION 

1849-1963, Approx. 370 cu. ft 

Originally known as the Lehigh, Schuylkill and Susquehanna Railroad, 
the LVRR competed for the lucrative anthracite coal transport trade in 
northeastern Pennsylvania. It dominated the industry in eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, New York and New Jersey, becoming known as the "route of the 
Black Diamond." The demise of the coal industry and the rise of auto and 
air transportation in the 1950s led to its financial ruin and a takeover by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in 1960. The Collection was acquired over the course 
of several years from the main offices of the LVRR. 

The bulk of the Collection is approximately 367 cu. ft. of minutes, reports, 
journals, ledgers, cash books, etc., pertaining to everyday operations. 
Photographs are 3 cu. ft. (over 500 items) of negatives of varying size, 
usually 6x8 or 8x10 glass plates taken by staff photographers. Subjects 
include construction of the Claremont Terminal, Jersey City, N.J., 1917- 
1 923; ruins of the Morris Canal near Washington, N.J.; the 1 902 Lehigh River 
flood near Easton; construction ofan unidentified engineand freight house, 
probably in Buffalo, 1915; and other items.

ARTHUR D. BRANSKY PHOTOGRAPHS 

1905-1906, .3 cu. ft. 

Charles E. Ross (1873-1 961), a native of Iowa, ran a photography business 
with Linnie, his wife, in Stroudsburg during the first quarter of the twenti- 
eth century. Later in his career he also became a well-known hunting and 
fishing guide in the Pocono Mountains. 

From the autumn of 1905 to the winter of 1906, newlyweds Charles and 
Linnie Ross took an extended honeymoon trip through east central Pennsyl- 
vania. From Allentown to Williamsport they photographed interesting 
people and subjects in small towns, hoping to earn money from sale of the 
prints. Staying in hotels along the way, they captured town panoramas, 
interior and exterior views of factories, mills, churches, residences, schools, 
commercial businesses such as saloons, general and specialty stores, barber 
shops, restaurants, post offices and crafts shops such as blacksmiths, 
harness shops, and stonecutters. People proudly posed for these photo- 
graphs next to their residences or places of business, often pausing in their 
work to smile for the camera. Most views Ross identified only by town. His 
original 5x7 glass negatives from this trip and others taken during his 
career, over 1,000 items, are in the possession of Arthur D. Bransky of 
Breinigsville, Pa. In 1979 and 1980, the State Archives obtained contact 
prints from 227 of these negatives. The pri nts are arranged alphabetically by 
town and deal with the following topics: 

Adamsdale: Williams-Marrion Shoe Factory, Adamsdale Park, Adams- 
dale Church and Cemetery, town panorama, unidentified railroad workers 
and steam engine. 

Alburtis: Geisinger Butcher Wagon, H.K. Snyder Butcher Shop, uniden- 
tified carriage maker shop, saloon, blacksmith shop, general store and a 
farm residence and barn. 

Allentown: unidentified saloons, general stores, dry goods stores, cloth- 
ing stores, restaurant, and school children. 

Annville : Helig House Hotel and unidentified children. 

Blandon: Blandon House Saloon, Albert D. Gulden's Grist Mill, Grand 
Central Hotel, Charles and Linnie Ross self-portrait, unidentified hotel 
barroom, school children, house painters, horses, factory office, funeral 
wake, log house, and rural road view. 

Bower's Station: Post Office/General Store, unidentified saloon, 
stonecutter's shop, blacksmith shop, and doctor's residence. 

Campbelltown: undertaker's residence, T.H. Miller & Son Hamessmaker's 
Shop, P.E. Wolfersburger Home and unidentified general store. 
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Cenlerport: hamessmaker's shop, Charles K. Miller Marble & Granite

Fogelsville: A.H. Ely Boot and Shoe Maker Shop, E.W. Smith Saddle and 
Hamessmaker's Shop, unidentified blacksmith shop, foundry, store, hotel, 
post office, and residence. 

Hereford Area: unidentified gristmill and farm buildings. 

Kutztown: unidentified saloon. 

Macungie: unidentified dry goods store and printer's shop. 

Monterey: Monterey Hotel, unidentified barber shop, christening of a 
child, general store, hotel barroom, musicians, sawmill, and a one-room 
schoolhouse. 

Pottsville: unidentified barber shop, cigar store, hotel, saloons, and steam 
engine. 

Reading Area: Lloyd Laundry Company, Rexall Drug Store, unidentified 
foundry casting room, haberdashery, hotel barroom, grocery store, men's 
club, plumbing store, saloon, and town panoramas. 

Shamokin:CS. Burkhart Stove Dealer's Shop, Delbaugh's Saloon, Central 
Hotel barroom, The Grill (restaurant), unidentified barbershops, brewery 
store, billiard parlor, confectionary and tobacco shops, drugstore, dry 
goods store, hotel dining room, barroom, lobby and banquet rooms, sa- 
loons, and steam tractor and wagon.

Samuel Wilhelm Kuhnert (1890-1978) was born in Steelton and raised on 
a farm near Halifax. He ran a photography processing business from his 
home in Camp Hill and later Harrisburg. He had a special interest in 
aviation and in 1919 began experimenting with aerial photography. For the 
following two decades he made and sold oblique aerial views of towns and 
places in central Pennsylvania. Upon his death in 1978, Kuhnert's children 
donated his photographs, flight suit and aerial cameras to the Pennsylvania 
Historical and Museum Commission. 

The Collection containsover 6,000 photographic printsand negatives(28 
cu. ft.), motion picture films (.5 cu. ft.) and miscellaneous business and 
personal records (1.5 cu. ft.). Photographs are arranged alphabetically by 
subject and grouped into the following categories: aerial views, aircraft, 
pilots, and miscellaneous. Most items are 4x5, 5x7 and 8x10 in size and were 
taken between 1919-1940. 

Aerial views are cities and towns or specific buildings orareas within these 
towns and special events. Included are Adams County orchards. Amity 
Hall, Andersonburg, Annville, Bedford, Bellefonte, Blain, Bloomsburg, 
Boiling Springs, Bowmansdale, Bressler, Brookville, Caledonia Mountains,

Aircraft include many varieties which passed through the central Penn- 
sylvania area, most notably Bellancas; Boeing B-17s; Curtiss jennies ; diri- 
gibles including the Douglas U.S. Navy Shenandoah and Los Angeles; DC-3s; 
Ford Trimotors, including those inaugurating the first transcontinental 
airmail flight, October 1930; Goodyear blimps; Kreider-Reisner Challengers; 
Kuhnert's homemade plane; Lockheed Vegas, including Wiley Post's Winnie 

Mae; Pitcairn Autogiros; Travel Airs; WACOs;and brother Walter Kuhnert's 
hot-air balloon. 

Pilots include those who worked at various central Pennsylvania air- 
ports, including John Abiuso, Sunbury; Jesse Jones, Lancaster; Fred Nelson, 
Harrisburg; Pat Brooke, Penn-Harris; and Frank Wilson, Carlisle; pilots and 
mechanics of Beckley College Aeronautical Division; nationally known 
flyers and stuntmen including Albert Julian, Wiley Post, Charles Lindbergh, 
Billie Leonard, and many others.

Miscellaneous items include train, airplane and automobile accidents and 
other disasters photographed by Kuhnert for insurance companies; funer- 
als; 1936 flood in the Harrisburg area; a 1932 snowstorm in Camp Hill; and 
portraits of Kuhnert's friends and relatives. 

Motionpicture films include seventeen 16mm reels in black and white and 
color primarily of Kuhnert's family and friends. Notable items include "A 
Trip Through the Clouds" showing pilot friends flying their planes, ca. 
1935; U.S. Army XB-17s in flight; and the 1936 flood in Harrisburg.

THE PENN CENTRAL RAILROAD 
COLLECTION 

Ca. 1828-1969, Approx. 4800 cu. ft 

The Penn Central Transportation Company was created from a 1968 
merger between the failing Pennsylvania and New York Central Railroads. 
Penn Central itself bankrupted in 1970, and today many of its facilities are 
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maintained by Amtrak and Conrail. The collection pri marily pertains to one 
of thenation's leading rail enterprises, the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
and its subsidiaries. These records comprise administrative correspon- 
dence, minute books, stock ledgers, annual reports, general account vol- 
umes, legal materials, freight registers, blueprints and tracings, 1835-1939 
(over 4, 800 cu. ft.). Other materials include photographs (19cu. ft.) arranged 
into three series: the General Office Library Photograph File (7.5 cu. ft.), the 
Conrail Mechanical Engineering Department Photograph File (6 cu. ft.), 
and the Penn Central Auction Photographs (5.5 cu. ft.). 

The General Office Library Photograph File was donated to the State 
Archives in 1976. It consists of a historical reference file of Pennsylvania 
Railroad photographs, ca. 1850-1960, maintained by the company's Office 
of the Secretary at its headquarters in Philadelphia. The file grew as items 
were donated over the years by employees and interested persons. Photo- 
graphs are primarily printsof varying size and glass lantern and film slides. 
Many of the prints are second generation copies of older photographs. 
Original items often have the photographer's identification mark on the 
back. Photographic firms include the Purviance Studios and Keystone 
Studios and such individuals as William H. Rau of Philadelphia, for a time 
employed by the PRR as a photographer, E. Walter Histed of Pittsburgh, 
R.A. Bonine of Altoona, C.W. Derstine of Lewistown, B. Hellmich and M.J. 
Jahelka of New York City, and many others. Also present are engravings, 
drawings, cartoons, postcards, newspaper clippings, magazine articles, 
and brochures. Many individual items, including the photographs, often 
have historical or explanatory information written on the reverse by the 
donor. A folder of letters and documents from donors filed at the end of the 
collection provides identification in some cases. 

Arranged alphabetically, topics cover: the Adams Express Company; the 
Allegheny Portage Railroad; construction of PRR bridges such as Hellgate 
Bridge, New York City, 1917, South Bridge, Philadelphia, 1922-1923, and 
others; bu s service; ci ty views of Atlantic Ci ty, Philadelphia, Pi t tsburgh, and 
others; disasters such as the Johnstown Floods of 1889 and 1 936, and various 
train wrecksand fires; historical events such as the 1877Pittsburgh Railroad 
riots and moving the Liberty Bell by rail, 1915; exhibitions and expositions; 
docks, piers and ferries; grain elevators; hotels; steam, diesel and electrified 
locomotives; passenger service; railroad laborers and officials; photographs 
and photograph copies of paintings of PRR company presidents, 1847-1963; 
"piggybacking"; rail cars; railroad track construction; business, freight and 
ticket offices; support facilities such as shops, switches, towers, control 
panels and yards; snow and ice removal; PRR stations and terminals in 
Chicago, Harrisburg, Philadelphia (primarily Broad Street Station), Pitts- 
burgh and smaller towns; locomotives and rolling stock; other forms of 
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transportation such as canals, Conestoga Wagons, stagecoaches, trucks and 
automobiles; tunnels; and the effects of World Warsland lion the PRR such 
as troop transport trains, the employment of women, and a 1918 victory 
parade by PRR employees in Pittsburgh. 

The Conrail Mechanical Engineering Department Photograph File was 
acquired by the State Archives in 1981 and consists of nearly 2,000 8x10 
prints, ca. 1930, primarily builders' views of locomotives and rolling stock. 
Interior views are sometimes included. The prints are arranged by locomo- 
tive and class car number. 

The Penn Central Auction Photographs were obtained by the Pennsylva- 
nia State Archives in 1972 when Penn Central began divesting its holdings. 
These are primarily albums commissioned or collected by the PRR. They 
include: 

Broad Street — PRR — West Point, by William H. Rau and C. Barrington, ca. 
1890 (1 vol.). Contains twenty-six views of Philadelphia, the Broad Street 
Station, and scenic views in and around West Point, N.Y. 

Johnstown, by R.A. Bonine (1 vol.). Contains sixteen views of the ruins of 
Johnstown after the Flood of 1889. 

June Flood 1889 — Views on the Pittsburgh Division — Accompanying General 
Managers Report (1 vol.). Contains twenty-five views of the ruins of 
Johnsto wnand PRR facilities therein using photographs by R. A. Bonineand 
possibly another photographer. The album was compiled to accompany a 
report on damage to PRR facilities. 

J. Howard Patton Scrapbook of PRR Locomotives, 1909-1912(1 vol.). Contains 
122 nostalgic views of PRR locomotives from the 1840s to the present. 

A Collection of Photographs of Locomotives Typical of Each Class on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad at this Date ...., PRR Motive Power Department, May 
1, 1868 (1 vol.). Contains sixty-six builders views of locomotives and 
equipment produced at the Altoona shops. 

Builders Photos of PRR Locomotives (1 vol.). Contains 1 23 views of locomo- 
tives, ca. 1915. 

PRR Locomotives Beforel868{ 1 vol.). Contains 120 views (primarily copies 
made ca. 1920) of early locomotives. 

PRR Snow and Ice Conditions — Winter of 1944-1945 (1 vol.). Consists of 107 
prints compiled by the Company showing snow and ice removal at PRR 
facilities in New York and Pennsylvania. 

Pennsylvania Railroad Suburban Views — Pittsburgh and Baltimore Division 
(1 vol.). Contains 115 views, ca. 1915, of homes and residential areas near 
Pittsburgh including Aspinwall, Clairton, Greensburg, Irwin, Parnassus, 
Valley Camp, West Elizabeth and Wilkinsburg. Areas near Baltimore, 
Maryland, include Bowie, Brooklandville, Chase, Chattolanee, Lake, Lestra, 
Lutherville, Severn, Sherwood, Springfield, and Stevenson.

Contains 124 
views, ca. 1915, of homes and residential areas along the PRR Main Line in 
and near Philadelphia including Ardmore, Bala Cynwyd, Berwyn, Bryn 
Mawr, Chestnut Hill, Croyden, Devon, Do wningtown, Germantown, Green 
Tree, Haverford, Lafayette, Merion, Narberth, Norristown, Overbrook, 
Paoli, Phoenixville, Radnor, Rosemont, St. Davids, Strafford, Torresdale, 
Villanova, Wayne and Wynnefield. 

Photographic Views on Line of the Pennsylvania-Schuylkill Valley Railroad

views of Philadelphia's Broad Street Station, and an unidentified waterfall. 

Log Book of Negatives taken for the PRR including those of William H. Rau, 
1887-1924 (1 vol.). Entries show negative size and numbers, subjects and 
date. Accompanying the log are two pamphlets, "A Catalogue of Photo- 
graphic Views of the Pennsylvania Railroad," by Rau, largely a published 
version of the log up to 1900 made available to customers; and "Railroad 
Photography," 1891-1892, also by Rau, describing how his PRR photo- 
graphs were made, again accompanied by a list of the above negatives. The 
two "Pennsylvania Railroad Suburban Views" albums noted above contain 
prints from negatives listed in the log. 

Other photographs obtained through the Penn Central auction include 
those from the PRR Advertising and Publicity Department, ca. 1920-1950. 
Subjects cover the railroad's shops, signals, tracks, yards, locomotives, 
rolling stock, rights of way, industrial sites, cities along PRR lines, aerial 
views by Tom Hollyman, passenger services, etc. This file is currently 
unprocessed.

GEORGE M. HART COLLECTION 

Ca. 1860-1960, 1.5 cu. ft. 

George Hart (b. 1919), a native of Doylestown, has been involved with 
railroading for most of his life. Since the 1930s he has been photographing 
and collecting photographs relating to railroads, especially the Reading. He 
was the first director of the Railroad Museum of Pennsylvania, Strasburg, 
1975-1982. The Collection consists of photographs acquired by Hart and 
donated by him to the Pennsylvania Historical and Museum Commission. 
Additional materials of his are among the collections of the Railroad 
Museum. 

Subjects include stereographic views on glass of Niagara Falls, N.Y ., ca. 
1860, by Platt D. Babbitt, twenty-four items; and 8x10 glass negatives of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, 1910-1921, by an unidentified photog- 
rapher, forty-four items. Most views are numbered and dated and show 
Reading facilities at Mahanoy Plane, St. Clair, Cressona, Trenton Junction 
and other places.

LUCILLE WILSON COLLECTION 

1793-1881, .5 cu. ft. 

This Collection contains photographs, prints, engravings and drawings 
relating to the Reverend Eugene Alexander Fruauff, Moravian minister and 
principal, 1 838-1873, of the Linden Hall Semi nary for Young Ladies in Li ti tz. 
The buildings of Linden Hall were originally the Brothers and Sisters 
Houses constructed by Moravians who planned and settled Lititz in the 
mid-eighteenth century. Lucille Wilson of Las Vegas, Nevada, donated the 
items to the State Archives in September 1978. 

The photographs are thirteen prints of varying size, nine of which relate 
to Linden Hall Seminary. No negatives are present. Six are formal class 
portraits showing groups of students with teachers taken by "R. Wittwer, 
Neusalz" or New Salem. The class members arc identified on the reverse in 
German script. All are undated but two, which bear the date of Easter, 1881 . 
An additional two class portraits are identified as taken by "Ebberman's 
Photographic Gallery, Lancaster." An 1865 view of the main seminary 
building is by Saylor of Reading. Four other prints are undated (ca. 1880) 
views of Millersville Normal School, Millersville; "The Old Chapel," 
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Bethlehem; the John Mann Farm near Columbia; and Sunnyside College, 
location unknown. 

Non-photographic items include engravings of the Reverend Benjamin 
Latrobe, 1793; the Reverend Henry Steinhaur, no date; Governor Joseph 
Ritner, 1837; the church, parsonage and seminaries at Lititz, no date; the 
Lititz Hotel, 1849; Linden Hall, no date; floor plans of the Pennsylvania 
House of Representatives, 1852, and Senate Chamber, 1853; floor plans of 
the General Unity Synod at Hermhut, Saxony, for 1836, 1848 and 1857. Also 
present are pen-and-ink drawings of the Boys Academy at Lititz, 1869, by 
Fruauff, a "Plan of the Turnpike from Lititz to Lancaster," 1853, by "F.F." 
and a pencil sketch of Eugene Fruauff, 1812. Miscellaneous items include 
undated engravings of the Hoemer Dairy Farm, Lancaster County, and 
"Partridge Hall," owned by William Stavely, Bucks County.

This Collection contains 188 halftone photographs of eighteenth-century 
structures in Pennsylvania, originally published in various magazines such 
as American Architect and Architecture, Architectural Forum, Architectural 
Record, 1920-1 955. The photographs, in various sizes, have been cut from the 
magazines and mounted on mat board. Most subjects are structures in 
eastern Pennsylvania, primarily Philadelphia, though buildings in Carlisle, 
Harrisburg, Reading and other places are present. Subjects include interior 
and exterior views, schematic drawings and close-ups of unique or interest- 
ing features such as doorways, stairways and cornices. The State Archives 
acquired the collection in August 1979, from Leon Karpel, of Poughkeepsie, 
N.Y. 

The Collection is arranged alphabetically by subject and includes the

This is a collection of 176 color and black and white 3 1/4x4 glass lantern 
slides arranged as a 1920s nostalgia show of Harrisburg City area buildings 
and landmarks. Topics cover commercial and residential buildings, canals, 
railroads, parks and monuments, many of which no longer exist. Notable 
events in the city's history are also included. Many of these slides were 
copied from prints by nineteenth century photographers, such as C.S. 
Roshon, LeRue Lemer, William H. Rau, and others. 

The Pine Street Presbyterian Church of Harrisburg obtained the slides 
from Harold R. Jauss and donated the collection to the State Archives in 
1 961 . Each slide is numbered . Accompanying them is a set of 2 x 2 film slides 
copied from the originals. 

Subjects include: John Harris Grave and Mansion; Mayor George A. 
Hoverter; Market Square buildings such as the Senate Hotel, the Adams 
Express Company Office and market sheds; other downtown buildings 
such as the Lochiel Hotel, the Steamboat Hotel, the Post Office Building and 
the Grand Opera House (includes ruins after fire, February 1, 1907); Capitol 
(1819), especially interior and exterior views before, during and after fire 
February 2, 1897; the "interim" Capitol, 1899-1900; laying of cornerstone, 
construction and dedication of new Capitol, 1898-1906; the Capitol Park 
Extension; City Waterworks; Camelback, Market Street, and Rockville 
Bridges; the Cumberland Valley Railroad Station and trains; Bridgeport 
(Lemoyne) views including President McKinley's funeral train, September 
16, 1901; the Lochiel train wreck. May 11, 1905; President Lincoln's funeral 
train, April 22, 1865; canals and canal locks; Aviation Field, 1920; Old Home 
Week, October 1-7, 1905; the dedication of the Meade Detweiler Memorial;

This collection contains thirty-two photographs of towns primarily in 
Potter County, especially Austin, Costello, and Germania, ca. 1865-1911. 
Most of the collection is a series of photographic postcards by an unidenti- 
fied photographer of the aftermath of the September 30, 1911, flood which 
destroyed much of Austin and Costello. Other photographs show activities 
in logging camps near Galeton and Germania, various town panoramas and 
miscellaneous views. 

Photographs vary in size and are usually mounted prints. Most items are 
identified on the reverse and often include genealogical information on the 
Rawson Family, whose ancestors appear in some of the views. The photo- 
graphs were collected over many years by Vivian Rawson Bowers and Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles G. Rawson of Galeton, who donated the collection to the 
State Archives in 1980. 

Subjects include: 

Austin and Costello — Ruins of the Baldwin Home, Bank and Post Office, 
Bayless Paper and Pulp Company mill and dam. Catholic Church, City Hall, 
Emporium Lumber Mill and trains. Turner Street, the temporary morgue, 
and others.

This collection contains 1 24 photographic postcards of historic sites and 
structures in Blair, Cambria, Centre, Dauphin, Franklin and Huntingdon 
Counties taken by Ira J. Stouffer, an Altoona resident. The cards are 
generally exterior views of abandoned canals, mills, churches, houses, iron 
furnaces, potteries, and the Portage Railroad, but also include scenic and 
panoramic views. Each item is numbered and identified, probably in 
Stauffer's own handwriting. Most are marked with his symbol "S" or 
stamped with his name and address on the reverse. Some items arc 
duplicates. Little is known about Stouffer beyond these photographs. A 
business card filed with the postcards describes him as "a Scenic Photogra- 
pher" with "historic subjects of Pennsylvania a specialty." 

The postcards are arranged bycountyand thereunder by municipality or 
historic site. Subjects include: 

Blair County: Altoona (Baker Mansion, Fort Curtinand Horseshoe Curve); 
Etna Furnace; Franklin Forge; Chimney Rocks; Springfield Furnace; and a 
series on the Portage Railroad extending into Cambria County and includ- 
ing planes, levels, bridges, tunnels and the Lemon House. 

Centre County: Curtin (Eagle Iron Works and Curtin Mansion). 

Dauphin County: Middletown (oldest house, Pennsylvania Canal aque- 
ducts and St. Peter's Kierch).

WILLIAM C. HARLEMAN PHOTOGRAPHS

This collection contains forty-two black and white copies of color picture 
postcards. The views are primarily of towns in Carbon and Schuylkill 
Counties and include Mauch Chunk, Lehighton, Weissport, Glen Onoko, 
and Tamaqua. Views usually consist of panoramas, individual streets and 
buildings, parks, factories and others. The original postcards are in the 
possession of William C. Harleman of Lehighton, who collected them over 
the course of several years. Harleman permitted the State Archives to copy 
the cards in June of 1980. 

The photographs are 4x5 copy negatives with one 5x7 print for each 
negative. Each item is numbered and arranged alphabetically according to

IVAN L. CARTER COLLECTION 

Ca. 1920-1938 

Ivan L. Carter (1894-1971 ), a lifetime resident of Carlisle, was a druggist 
and amateur photographer occasionally hired to record community events. 
The State Archives received his negatives in 1980 from Donald Garlin of 
Palmyra, who obtained them at an estate auction. 

The photographs are over 4,000 5x7 and 4x5 glass plate and film nega- 
tives dating between 1920 and 1938. Very few original prints are present. 
Descriptive information on the envelopes in Carter's writing often gives the 
negative number, date and subject. The majority were taken in and around 
Carlisle, and especially include Dickinson College and the Medical Field 
Service School (Carlisle Barracks). Viewsof Boiling Springs, Chambersburg, 
Gettysburg, Mechanicsburg, Mifflintown, Mount Holly Springs, Newton- 
Hamilton, Newville and Shippensburg are also present.

The images reflect typical situations employing a small town photogra- 
pher. Included are interior and exterior views of buildings such as automo- 
bile dealer showrooms, bakeries, barbershops, beauty shops, cafes, a can- 
ning factory, a carpet factory, churches, dairy stores, department stores, 
drugstores, feed stores, fire company houses, gas stations, grocery stores, 
homes for the elderly, hospitals, hotels, houses, jails, libraries, music stores, 
a paper mill, restaurants, schools, shoe factories, theatres, and others; news 
events such as flower and fashion shows, holiday parades, swearing-in 
ceremoniesof newly elected borough and county officials, fires, automobile 
accidents, and others; meetings, banquets and activities of social and 
community organizations and clubs, churches and schools including the 
American Legion, Future Farmers of America, Fraternal Order of Elks, the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, 4-H, Loyal Order of Moose, Kiwanis, Masons, 
the Salvation Army, Veterans of Foreign Wars, Young Men's Christian 
Association and Bible and Sunday School classes. Boy and Girl Scouts, 
garden clubs, gun clubs, civic clubs, popular orchestras, bands and others; 
everyday events such as birthdays, funerals, graduations, weddings, wed- 
ding anniversaries, elementary and high school plays and athletic events; 
people such as fishermen, firemen, mailmen, police, local politicians, ordi- 
nary residents, Carter's family, friends and others. 

Notable items include the "Babes in the Woods" murder case, 1934; a 
Republican party rally and parade, 1934; the official opening of Hanover 
Street, 1934; and activities pertaining to Senator Leon Prince in Carlisle; a 
Wilson College Horse Show, 1934, and Penn Hall College swim teams in 
Chambersburg; Gettysburg College and Gettysburg High School plays and 
athletic events in Gettysburg; and the Silver Spring Presbyterian Church 
150th Anniversary celebration in Mechanicsburg. Activities relating to 
Dickinson College are: commencements; proms; dances; theatre; musical 
bands; men's and women's athletic teams such as archery, baseball, basket- 
ball, bowling, equestrian, football, hockey, swimming, track and soccer; 
social and service clubs, fraternities, sororities; faculty portraits; celebra- 
tions such as founder's day, the college's 150th anniversary, 1933; the 
Dickinson School of Law's 100th Anniversary, 1934; Central Pennsylvania 
Methodist Conference, 1935, and others. Activities relating to the Medical 
Field Service School (Carlisle Barracks) are officers' and enlisted men's 
portraits; sports teams; conferences of chaplains and military surgeons; 
demonstrations of military equipment; Reserve Officers Training Corps 
and Officers Reserve Corps parades and reviews; activities in conjunction 
with local C.C.C. chapters and the 104th Cavalry of the Pennsylvania 
National Guard ; visits by Assistant Secretary of War Harry Woodring, 1 933, 
Secretary of War Dernin 1934, and Governor George Earle and U.S. Senator 
Joseph Guffey in 1935.

VIOLET HARNER WISE PHOTOGRAPHS 

Ca. 1945-1964, .1 cu. ft. 

Violet Hamer Wise (b. 1906) was a Harrisburg employee of the state for 
various agencies, 1930-1964. She was primarily a technical photographer for 
the Department of Property and Supplies. As an amateur photographer, she 
often spent her lunch hours recording interesting scenes and events around 
the city with a Super Ikonta camera given to her by a soldier returning from 
World War II Germany. Wise, now retired, lives in Dauphin. 

The photographs, all in color, are forty-nine 5x7 prints and 35mm 
negatives copied from Wise'soriginal 15/8x2 Anscochromeand Ektachrome 
slides. The State Archives copied the items in October of 1980. Wise retains 
the original slides. 

The photographs are arranged by subject and include: construction of the 
Harvey Taylor Bridge, 1950-1951; the dismantling and removal of the Civil 
War Monument at Second and State Streets, 1958; the widening and 
repaving of Forster Street, 1950; abandoned buildings awaiting demolition, 
including Central High School, Reily Homestead, Nissley Mansion, ca.

Ca. 1925-1958, .3 cu. ft. 

These 188 photographs are of the life and career of James Henderson 
Duff, 1883-1969, especially as Governor of Pennsylvania, and United States 
Senator. Included with Duff are family and staff members, professional 
entertainers and celebrities, and state and nationally known politicians of 
the era. Duff, a native of Carnegie, began his career in the 1920s as a lawyer 
in western Pennsylvania and was a speculator in oil fields. He was State 
Auditor General, 1943-1946, Governor, 1947-1950, and United States Sena- 
tor, 1951-1957. In the prosperous post-World War II Pennsylvania economy, 
"Rough Tough" Duff was known as an agressive, no-nonsense politician. 

Collected over the course of Duff's career by his wife Jean T. Duff, the 
items are usually 8x10 prints. Most were taken by professional Harrisburg 
or Washington, D.C., photographers and many are from news services such 
as the Associated Press and United Press International. All are publicity 
stills or formal portraits. Many items are identified by subject and date on

the reverse. The collection was donated to the State Archives in 1981 by 
Duff's grandniece, Jean F. Gerdes, who appears in some of the photographs. 
The collection is divided into Duff's activities as governor and senator with 
some miscellaneous items. 

Activities as governor include: inaugural ceremonies and ball, January 
21, 1947; campaigning for Harry S Truman, 1948; reviewing the Pennsylva- 
nia National Guard at Fort Indiantown Gap, 1949; boarding the "Pennsyl- 
vania Week" train, 1948 and 1949, with celebrities Hedda Hopper, Alexis 
Smith, Robert Montgomery, and James Stewart; leisure activities such as 
gardening at Indiantown Gap and riding his horse, 1947-1950; lighting the 
Capitol Christmas Tree, 1950; and others. 
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Activities as United States senator: campaigning, 1950; taking the oath of 
office, January 1 8, 1 951 , with Vice President Alben Barkley, Senator Edward 
Martin, and others; at the Republican National Convention with Clare 
Booth Luce, and campaigning for Dwight Eisenhower, 1952; appearing on 
"Face the Nation" and "Meet the Press," 1953-1954; with Vice President 
Richard Nixon and Mrs. Nixon at Independence Hall, ca. 1954; at the 
National Republican Women's Conferences with Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith and others, 1954-1 955; as a member of various senate subcommittees, 
1953-1956; speaking against atomic bomb spies, 1952; visiting Erie, 1955; 
observing National Marine Corps Day, January 17, 195[?J; performing 
charity work, 1956; receiving awards and honorary degrees, 1951-1955; 
attending various functions with Sena torsJohnKennedy,ThomasP. O'Neill, 
Hugh Scott, Everett Dirksen, Hubert Humphrey, Robert Taft, Barry 
Goldwater, Henry Cabot Lodge, Representative John McCormick, State 
Senator M. Harvey Taylor and others; meeting celebrities Sophie Tucker, 
Walter Cronkite, and others, 1954-1955; traveling on the inaugural trip of 
the "Pennsy Aerotrain," 1956; and participating in a Senate hearing on 
corruption in the Teamsters Union, 1958. 

Miscellaneous items include formal portraits, ca. 1925-1955, and as state 
auditor general, 1946.

OLD ECONOMY VILLAGE COLLECTION 

Ca. 1866-1960, 5.5 cu. ft. 

Old Economy Village is a Pennsylvania Historical and Museum Com- 
mission site in Ambridge. It preserves the original grounds and buildings 
of the Harmony Society, a religious community founded by a German 
mystic, Father George Rapp, in 1805. The Collection is photographic prints 
and lantern slides amassed over the years by the staff of the historic site and 
consists of three groups: 

B.G. Way Lantern Slides, 1891, seventy-seven items, showing views taken 
in September of that year of the buildings, gardens, and members of the 
dwindling Harmonists. Each item has "B.G. Way, Brooklyn, N.Y." on the 
mount and individual subject identifications. Views show the church, 
tavern, houses, gardens and grotto, hop pickers. Harmony trustees Jacob 
Henrici and John Duss, and other Society members. Some items are hand 
colored. 

/.M.Tafe Lantern S/ides,ca. 1890-1919, showing views taken by Tate of Old 
Economy buildings, grounds and people, including Jacob Henrici; Har- 
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mony inBeaverCounty;and New Harmony, Indiana. A resident of Sewicklcy 
and an amateur photographer, Tate took these over the course of several 
years, eventually developing them into a slide lecture. He had the text of the 
lecture printed into a pamphlet in 1925, which is found among the admin- 
istrative records of the PHMC (see RG-13). Some items are hand colored. 

Historical Photograph Collection, ca. 1866-1950, contains over 1,000 photo- 
graphic prints, postcards, newsclippings, engravings, etc., collected by the 
staff of Old Economy Village. Each item is numbered and arranged numeri- 
cally.Subjectsincludeportraitsof prominentand unidentified Harmonists, 
including Jacob Henrici, John Duss, and their families, views of buildings 
and grounds at Old Economy, Harmony and New Harmony. Notable items 
show J.S. Coxey's Army as it passed through Economy, 1894; the 1924 Old 
Economy Centennial; and the Economy Band.

104th CAVALRY (PNG) VETERANS 
ASSOCIATION COLLECTION 

Ca. 1914-1975, 2.5 cu. ft 

The 104th Cavalry, Pennsylvania National Guard, was originally organ- 
ized in 1874 as the Eighth Infantry Regiment. It was also known as the 
Governor's Troop, an honor guard for ceremonial events surrounding the 
governor. Mustered into federal service during the Spanish- American War 
and World Wars 1 and II, the unit regularly held training at Colebrook and 
Indiantown Gap Military Reservations. In 1921 it was redesignated as the 
104th Cavalry. The 104th Veterans Association, formed in 1966, acquired 
materials from various members and in turn donated them to the State 
Archives in 1983. 

The collection contains newsclippings, pamphlets, certificates and other 
documents (.5 cu. ft.), but the bulk is photographic prints (2 cu. ft.). 

Individual donations include: 

Robert Cowan Collection of photographs relating to his World War I career, 
1917-1919. Subjects include a military funeral in Harrisburg, ca. 1917. 

Clyde Fisher Motion Picture Films of the Governor's Troop, 1935-1936. 
Fisher was an officer in the Troop. Scenes show the troop marching in 
Governor George Earle's inaugural parade. Two reels, 8mm, silent, black 
and white, 200 feet. 

John Putt Motion Picture Films of activities of Troop K, 1938-1941 . Views 
show the cavalry in camp, during mounted reviews, giving demonstrations 
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at a mounted pistol course, at Governor Arthur James's inaugural parade, 
and induction into federal service for World War II. Five reels, 16mm, silent, 
black and white, 2,000 feet. 

Miscellaneous photographs show the Governor's Troop at various lo- 
cales; the 104th on and off duty during a 1922 coal strike at Heilwood and 
the 1936 flood in the Harrisburg area; annual encampments at Colebrook, 
Indiantown Gap, City Island (Harrisburg), and out of state, 1922-1980; 
views of Marcay, France, 1943; and various reunion banquets held by the 
veterans association after 1966.

1906-PRESENT, 1 cu. ft 

A group of acquisitions arranged by donor, usually retired officers, 
relating to their careers with the State Police. The collections are primarily 
photographs, but also contain newsclippings, pamphlets, documents and 
other ephemera. 

Collections include: 

A.C. Ayers Photographs of a 1936 State Police Rodeo, mounted troopers at 
a Harrisburg Parade, n.d., and a ca. 1935 silk mill strike in Lancaster, 
nineteen items. 

Philip Doddridge Photograph Albums showing his career with Troop A, 
Greensburg, 1911-1920, two volumes. Includes scenes of barracks life, 
leisure activities, drills, parades and Doddridge and fellow officers on 
assignments, such as a typhoid quarantine, 1912; the 50th Gettysburg 
Reunion, 1913; strikes in Tarentum, Erie and Wilkes-Barre; floods in Erie 
and Brownsville; robberies and others. 

Lawrence L. Prior Collection relating to his career with various troops and 
as a deputy state fire marshall, 1908-1961, .3 cu. ft. Includes a photograph of 
President Theodore Roosevelt with members of Troop B, Wyoming, 1908. 

Ray L. Reck Collection relating to his career with Troop A, Greensburg, 
Pennsylvania Motor Police, 1937-1939, fourteen items. Includes Reck at the 
75th Gettysburg Reunion, 1938. 

Miscellaneous items include portraits of troopers killed in the line of 
duty, ca. 1925-1930, five items; and a motion picture film of a parade at the 
tenth anniversary of the Pennsylvania Highway Patrol, 1933, 16mm, 400 ft.

DENISE WEBER PHOTOGRAPHS 

1906, 35 items 

The Vinton Colliery Company operated bituminous coal mines near 
Vintondale, Cambria County. In the summer of 1 906, it opened #6 mine and 
constructed coke works and other support facilities. The operations were 
observed by John Huth, a Vintondale resident who was a mining engineer 
and later assistant superintendent for the company. Huth either took or 
acquired photographs of the work in progress. 

The photographs are thirty-three 5x7 and two 4x5 glass plate negatives. 
No original prints are present. PHMC contact reference prints were made 
in December 1983 and are contained in one loose-leaf binder. 

There are no original identifications but captions were supplied by the 
donors. Huth's granddaughter Denise Weber of Indiana, Pa., and daughter 
Aileen Michelbacher of Vintondale presented the plates to the State Ar- 
chives in November 1983 in memory of John and Mabel Huth. 

Subjects often are images taken from the same viewpoint before, during 
and after construction of the entrance to the M 6 mine (no interior views), Mb 
powerhouse and ammonia plant, coal washery and coke ovens. Non- 
construction views include town views, the Pennsylvania Railroad spur 
and dinkey, trestles and tipples, company offices, a Vintondale town plan, 
and a map of the Vinton Colliery Company holdings.

LAWRIE AND GREEN COLLECTION 

1922-1960, 10 cu. ft. 

M. Edwin Green (1897-1985) of Harrisburg and Ritchie Lawrie (1890- 
1962) of Pittsburgh teamed in 1922 to create the architectural firm of Lawrie 
and Green. The firm designed several hundred buildings in central Penn- 
sylvania and elsewhere in the state, notable among them the North Office 
Building and the William Penn Memorial Museum and Archives Building 
in Harrisburg, and the Hunt Botanical Library in Pittsburgh. Based in 
Harrisburg, the firm disbanded in 1972. The Green Family donated the 
collection to the State Archives, 1984-1985, upon M. Edwin Green's death. 

The bulk of the collection is the artist's conceptual design boards and 
schematic layouts for the William Penn Memorial Museum and Archives, 
ca. 1956-1960 (7.5 cu. ft.). Photographs are primarily 8x10 black and white 
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and color glossy prints and 2x2 color slides (1.5 cu. ft.). Subjects are either 
artist's designs or the completed building taken by commercial photogra- 
phers hired by the firm. These often have the photographer's logo stamped 
on the reverse and include the J. Horace McFarland Company of Harris- 
burg, Charles E. Burd of Lancaster, LawrenceS. Williams of Pittsburgh, and 
others. 

Other photographs are loosely grouped by type or name of building and 
include: Harrisburg Area: Camp Curtin Junior High School, Central 
Y.M.C.A., Dauphin County Courthouse, Dauphin County Prison, Grace 
United Methodist Church, Harris Ferry Tavern, Harrisburg Hospital, 
Harrisburger Hotel, North Office Building, Pennsylvania Farm Show Build- 
ing, Mary Sachs Building and Zembo Temple. 

Buildings elsewhere in the state include: elementary, junior and senior 
high schoolsin Carlisle, Chambersburg,Coatesville, Columbia, Duncannon, 
Hazleton, Jersey Shore, Lewisburg, Lewistown, Lock Haven, Muncy, New 
Cumberland, Saltsburg, Selinsgrove, Warren, Williamsport, and others;

Irene Bressler (1891 -1969), lifelong resident of Harrisburg, wasan organ- 
ist for several area churches. Between 1942 and 1969 she donated photo- 
graphs and other items to the Historical and Museum Commission, includ- 
ing a stereo viewer now in the collections of the State Museum. Little is 
known of her personal life. 

The collection, all prints, is arranged by type of subject. The bulk is 
seventy unidentified cabinet card portraits of adults, children and family 
groups. The following photographers, mostly Pennsylvanians, are identi- 
fied on them: Allen, Pottsville; Bell, Wilkes-Barre; W.S.Capwell, Bloomsburg;

Identified items are three prints of varying size relating to Frank Durbin, 
a Lykens lawyer, ca. 1888, including a graduation class at Dickinson 
Seminary, Williamsport, a Lutheran Sunday School Class at Lykens, and a 
Durbin Family Portrait by H.E. Gerdom of Lykens; five 3x3 views ca. 1905 
of the Dauphin County Courthouse, State Library and Museum and Paxton 
Church at Harrisburg by an unidentified photographer; one undated 
cabinet card signed by J.N. Choate of Northern Arapahoe Chiefs at the 
Carlisle Indian School. 

Photographs unrelated to Pennsylvania, but of interest include two 
undated 4x7 views of Guthrie, Oklahoma, by Mitchell and DeGroff s 
Pioneer Photo Studio and one 4x7 view of Texado Park in Boulder, Colo- 
rado, 1899, by J.B. Sturtevant; and undated series of thirty-three 3x4 views 
by an unidentified photographer of camps of Apache, Commanche, Sioux, 
Crow, Shawnee and Umatilla (Oregon) Indians, gold placer mining at 
Helena, Mont., Old Faithful Geyser at Yellowstone Park, Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., a waterfall in Wisconsin; six cartes-de-visite of Generals Grant, 
Sherman, Burnside, Foster, Private James Fisk, Jr. and Italian opera soprano 
Pauline Lucca; two undated prints ca. 1890 of the cast of an unidentified 
theatTe melodrama, plus other miscellaneous items.

Ca. I960, .5 cu. ft. 


While a geography student at the University of Pittsburgh, John Eninan 
(b. 1921) photographed the dying coal and coke industry in southwestern 
Pennsylvania. Some views were used to illustrate his 1962 Ph.D. disserta- 
tion, 'The Relation of Coal Mining and Coke Making to the Distribution of 
Population Agglomerations in the Connellsville (Pa.) Beehive Coke Re- 
gion." Dr. Enman thereafter held a teaching position at Bloomsburg State 
College, Bloomsburg, where he retired in 1984. 

The photographs are 454 3x5 prints made from 35mm negatives taken by 
Dr. Enman, probably bet ween 1 959 and 1 960. The prints were dona ted to the 
State Archives in 1967. Dr. Enman retains the original negatives. The prints 
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are unJabelled, but grouped in envelopes containing identification. All 
views are towns, mines, or coke ovens in Westmoreland or Fayette Counties

Mattie Edwards Hewitt (7-1956), a St. Louis native, operated a free lance 
photography business in New York City from the 1 920s until her death. She 
specialized in photographing residences of the wealthy in the eastern 
United States. Her prints were sold usually directly to the property owners, 
newspapers or the many domestic and gardening magazines which were 
becoming popular. Hewitt prints have appeared in Garden Magazine, House 
and Garden, House Beautiful, the New YorkTimes, New York Evening Post, and 
many others. She often collaborated with her nephew Richard Averill 
Smith, (7-1971), who later became city photographer of New York. Little is 
known of her early life beyond a marriage to photographer Arthur Hewitt, 
whom she divorced in 1909, and a partnership with Frances Benjamin 
Johnston, a Washington, D.C., photographer. 

Hewitt's photographs and negatives weredonated to the Nassau County 
(New York) Library and Museum in 1971 by the executors for Richard 
Averill Smith. Subjects pertaining to Pennsylvania were separated and 
given to the Historical and Museum Commission shortly thereafter. The 
photographsare3958xl0printsand1548xl0filmnegatives. All subjects are 
interior or exterior views of buildings and landscaping. Some negatives 
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match the prints. All negative envelopes and prints are identified on the 
reverse with negative number, subject and whether taken by Hewitt or 
Smith. Most subjects are undated, but all seem to date between 1925 and 
1945. Sometimes the building or landscape architect's name and the publi- 
cation ordering prints are given. A numerical index to the prints prepared 
by the State Archives is present. 

Structures are arranged alphabetically by name of owner and include:

LELAND H. BULL COLLECTION 

1955-1974, 2.2 cu. ft. 

Leland Hudson Bull (b. 1913), a native of Waterston, New York, gradu- 
ated from the Pennsylvania State College in 1937 and was for many years a 
Centre County agricultural agent. Between 1955-1958 he served Governor 
George Leader as Deputy Secretary of Agriculture. From 1955 to 1963 he 
was assistant director of the cooperative extension service at Penn State. In 
January 1963 newly elected Governor William Scranton appointed him 
Secretary of Agriculture, a post he held until 1970. Now retired. Bull lives 
in State College. 

The collection consists of ten scrapbooks containing newsclippings, 
letters, proclamations, invitations, photographs, programs and other memo- 
rabilia relating to Bull's career between 1955 and 1970. Most photographs 
are 8x10 publicity stills taken by various news services, especially the 
Department of Agriculture Press Office. Some items are in color. 

Subjects show Bull giving speeches to such organizations as the State 
Grange, 4-H Clubs, Future Farmers of America, Ki wanis Clubs and others; 
crowning poultry, livestock, and other agriculture queens; attending bill 
signing ceremoniesof agriculture-related legislation with Governors Leader, 
Scranton and Shafer; officiating events at the Pennsylvania Farm Show, 
Penn State's Little International Livestock Exposition, the National Plowing 
Contest held at Hershey in 1958 and 1968, state plowing contests, and 
county fairs; posing with Department of Agriculture officials, other state 
government officials, and with Earl Butz, U.S. Secretary of Agriculture, and 
many other activities. Also included are signed portrait photographs from 
William Scranton and Raymond Shafer.

WALTER BENSON PHOTOGRAPHS 

1955-1985, .5 cu. ft. 

Walter Benson (1919-1987), a New York City native, moved to the 
Harrisburg area in the 1950s. He was for twenty-five years chief of the 
photography section at Olmsted Air Force Base in Middletown. As part of 
a project for a University of Oklahoma bachelor's degree in liberal studies, 
he began around 1960 photographing the Pennsylvania countryside using 
a Hasselblad camera, often with a super wide lens. 

The photographs are nearly 2,000 2x2 negatives of south central Pennsyl- 
vania towns, farms and rural areas, usually taken from artistic angles. Some 
New Jersey locales are included. The negatives are arranged in envelopes 
bearing descriptive information in Benson's hand. Benson donated the 
negatives to the State Archives in 1986. 

Subjects include rural views in Adams, Berks, Cumberland, Dauphin, 
Lancaster, Lebanon, Perry and York Counties, especially along U.S. and 
state routes and the Pennsylvania Turnpike. The views arc undated and 
loosely identified bams, farm houses, churches, cemeteries and other 
buildings, often abandoned and in ruins. Views of towns or scenic areas 
include: Amity Hall, Annville, the Daniel Boone Homestead, Dan-D-Or- 
chard Village, Dauphin Narrows, Elizabethtown, Enola Railyards, Ephrata 
Cloister, Fort Hunter, Gettysburg town and battlefield, Girty's Notch, 
Grantville, Halifax, Harrisburg, Hcrshey,Hummclstown,Indiantown Gap, 
Lancaster, Lebanon, Lewistown, Linglestown, Middletown, Monroe Val- 
ley, Olmsted Air Force Base, Pennsylvania Farm Museum, Peters Moun- 
tain, Railroad Museum of Pennsylvania, Rockville Bridge, Steelton, 
Summerdale, Union Deposit, Wellsville, Wertzville, and the William Penn 
Memorial Museum. Notable items include Amish at Strasburg; scenic 
views of the Susquehanna and Juniata Rivers, and Conodoguinet Creek 
near the West Shore Country Club, Camp Hill; the Hcrshey Chocolate Co. 
factory; and the State Capitol.

DELAWARE AND HUDSON RAILWAY 
COMPANY COLLECTION 

1887-1959, 11.2 cu. ft. 

The Delaware and Hudson Railroad grew out of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company, formed in 1825. By 1829 it was utilizing locomo- 
tives to supplement canal travel, the most famous being the "Stourbridge 
Lion." By the late nineteenth century the D & H had rail lines throughout 
northeastern Pennsylvania and New York. Today it is part of Guilford 
Transportation Industries, Inc., of Massachussetts. The Collection is 4 cu. ft. 
of assessment reports and printed histories, and 7.2 cu. ft. of photographs. 
These materials were donated in 1970 by the Company's main offices in 
Albany, N.Y. 
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The photographs are over 3,800 8x10 prints by staff, ca. 1915-1944, of D 
& H locomotives and rolling stock. Most are mounted on a card containing 
the negative number, date, locomotive or car number and other informa- 
tion. Locomotive images are usually builders' photos, showing overall 
views, and detailed views of important features. Construction views are 
also present. Rolling stock images are similar. The prints are arranged by 
locomotive or car number. Not all D & H locomotives and rolling stock are 
present. 

Subjects include steam and electric locomotives, baggage cars, box cars, 
business cars, dining cars, dumpcars, gondolas, hoppers, horse cars, lounge 
cars, mail cars, milk cars, passenger cars, suburban cars, and miscellaneous 
rolling stock. Also present are views of a reproduction of the "Stourbridge 
Lion"; construction of a roundhouse turntable at Carbondale, 1926; explo- 
sions and wrecks; a 1915 equipment inventory; and others.

1954-1975,10 cu. ft. 

Phadrig "Pat" Cahill of Camp Hill was a photographer for United Press 
International's central Pennsylvania region, 1954-1975. His prints were sent 
by UPI telephoto to appropriate newspapers throughout the state and 
country, dramatizing the news events of the area. The photographs arc over 
6,000 7x9 and 8x10 prints, each bearing on the front UPI's code, date and an 
extended typewritten caption by Cahill. The reverse often contains addi- 
tional information. The prints are arranged by year and thereunder by 
subject. 

The original negatives are retained by UPI. Use of these prints is subject 
to the U.S. Copyright Law.

JOHN W. ROSHON PHOTOGRAPHS 

Ca. 1865-1920, .5 cu. ft. 

John William Roshon (1864-1955) was a leading Harrisburg portrait 
photographer at the turn of the twentieth century. He was apprenticed to 
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his father Christian S.Roshon, who operated landscapeand portrait studios 
in Harrisburg and many other central Pennsylvania locations ca. 1860-1900. 

The bulk of the collection is cabinet card portraits of Roshon Family 
members made by J.W. Roshon, with a few cartes-de-visite by his father. 
Most are unidentified. Items of note include Roshon's experiments with 
naturalistic photography on himself and family members; and photo- 
graphs of his attempt to build and fly an airplane around 1906. 

A1 so included are letters, school reports, etc., of J.W. 's wife Mary Feehrer 
and their daughter Dorinda. 

The collection was obtained in 1988 from a local antiques dealer.

AERO SERVICE COMPANY PHOTOGRAPHS 

Ca. 1926-1948, over 4,000 items 

Begun in 1 91 9 and based in Philadelphia, the Aero Service Company was 
a pioneer and world leader in aerial photography and photogrammetry. Its 
director was Virgil I. Kauffman, a World War 1 veteran pilot who joined the

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company in 1924. Under Kauffman's tutelage, the company obtained 
lucrative government and private contracts, the most notable with the 
United States Geological Survey and the Tennessee Valley Authority to 
undertake some of the first aerial surveys of the country. The firm's 
photographers travelled throughout America and abroad. 

Kauffman retained the original negatives until his death in 1985. There- 
after, his survivors permitted the dispersion of the company's negatives to 
appropriate historical agencies throughout the country. The Pennsylvania 
State Archives received those pertaining to Pennsylvania in 1988. 

The bulk of the collection is nearly 2,200 glass plate and film negatives in 
varying sizes, usually 8 x 10, 7 1/2 x 9 or 9 x 9, roughly dated between 1926 
and 1939. There are very few original prints present. All are oblique aerial 
views primarily of the Philadelphia area and Pennsyl vania. New York and 
New Jersey towns. They are arranged numerically and feature factories, 
businesses, individual homes, housing developments, golf courses, sports 
arenas, etc. 

Philadelphia views include: Benjamin Franklin Parkway, Boulevard 
Airport, Broad Street Station, Byberry Hospital, Center City, Convention 
Hall, Disston Saw Works, Fairmount Park, Franklin Field, Germantown 
Hospital, Glenwood Housing Project, Hill Creek Housing Project, Logan 
Circle, Mount Sinai Cemetery, Patco Field, Philadelphia Museum of Art, 
Reading Terminal, Richardson Mint Plant, Rittenhouse Square, Roosevelt

UNITED STATES VIEW COMPANY 
PHOTOGRAPHS 

Ca. 1890-1901, 64 items 

The U.S. View Company was an itinerant photography company based 
in Richfield, Juniata County. It was formed by Henry and Newton Graybill 
and Ellsworth Garman around 1890 and disbanded in 1901. Company 
photographers traveled throughout the East and especially Pennsylvania 
offering to produce views of interesting sites for a fee. Their most common 
view was a family in front of their home. 

The collection is sixty-four photographic prints, mostly 7 1/2 x 9 1 /2, fixed 
on a decorated card moun t. Nearly all are unidentified family groups posed 
in front of a rural farmstead, although school groupsarealso present. Most 
havea company negative number on the reverse. Only a few identify family 
and location, and these are of rural hamlets in Bedford and Somerset 
Counties. 

A numerical listing prepared by State Archives staff is present, rhe 
collection was donated to the State Archives in 1989 by Martha Graybill, a 
descendant. Other U.S. View Company photographs are among the collec- 
tions of the Library Company of Philadelphia.

The Ebasco Environmental Company of Sacramento, Calif., conducted 
an analysisof a utility pipeline project done by theTexas Eastern Corporation 
in the early 1 980s.

MG-400 W.P.A. Records Collection - contains color plates of costumes 
through the ages, especially relating to Pennsylvania, made by the Works

of photographs from Governor Casey's private collection, prepared for a 
1987 inaugural exhibit. Views show Casey at various stages of his career, 
with his wife and family, and with his parents and other ancestors. 

MG-415 Ivor D. Fenton Papers - contains photographs relating to the 
career of this Republican U.S. representative from Mahanoy City, ca. 1939- 
1962.

Admiral Dewey Day in New York City, October 6, 1899; the construction 
and dedication of the State Capitol, including the 'interim' capitol, 1899- 
1906; placing of the George Barnard Statuary on the Capitol steps, 191 1 ; the 
Dauphin County Courthouse; Harrisburg city government and business 
buildings; the Executive Mansion; the Eagles Mere Hotel; and an ostrich 
farm in Jacksonville, Fla. Views taken of slums to illustrate McFarland's 
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"City Beautiful" Movement speeches include Harrisburg, Homestead, 
Mechanicsburg, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Vandergrift and Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa.; Albany, Buffalo, and Niagara Falls, N.Y.; Cincinnati, Ohio; New Haven, 
Conn.; Trenton, N.J.; and Atlanta, Ga. 

There is also a file of approximately 2,000 lantern slides and au tochromes, 
many of which match the negatives listed above. This file is currently 
unprocessed.

This collection contains several hundred black and white images, 8x10 
and smaller, of covered bridges throughout Pennsylvania taken during the 
1950sbyjamesand Virginia Rathmcll, of Lansdale. Arranged alphabetically 
by county, most photographs arc accompanied by a data sheet giving 
length, dates of construction, historical facts, and in some cases dale of 
removal or destruction. Some images are copies of older historical 
photographs. Also included arc 76 2 x 2 color slides by the Rathmclls of 
ferries, trolleys, train stations, steam traction and locomotive engines 
throughout Pennsylvania. 
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GLOSSARY OF PHOTOGRAPHIC TERMS 


Ambrotype: a negative image on glass. The glass, placed against a 
dark background, made the negative image appear as a positive. Subjects 
were usually portraits. Popular in America ca. 1855-1865. 

Autochrome: a positive color image on glass. The autochrome, 
introduced in 1907 by the Lumiere Brothers of France, was the first 
commercially successful color photograph process. 

Builder's photo : an image of a railroad locomotive, sometimes 
rolling stock, usually taken from the right side. The background is often 
masked out. The photographs were primarily taken by the manufacturer 
for record keeping and sales purposes. 

Cabinet card: an image on thin photographic paper mounted on a 
card 41/2x6 1 / 2 . It was introduced in America in 1866 and remained a 
popular Victorian item until about 1910. Subjects were usually portraits. 

Carte-de-visite: literally French for "visiting card," it was an image 
on thin photographic paper mounted on a card 2 1/2 x 4. The format was 
patented in France in 1854 and remained popular until the turn of the 
century. Subjects were usually portraits. 

Contact print: a photographic print made by exposure through 
direct contact with its negative, and therefore the same size as the negative. 

Daguerreotype: a positive image on a silver-coated copper plate. 
The process was announced by Frenchman Louis Daguerre in 1 839 and was 
popular until about 1860. 

Lantern slide: a 3 1 /4 x4 positive transparency on glass, cither black 
and white, tinted or hand colored. These were intended for screen projection 
and viewing by an audience. The first standardized slides were introduced 
about 1870 and widely used until the 1950s. 

Nitrate film: roll or sheet negative film with the base made from 
cellulose nitrate. It was developed by George Eastman in the 1 880s and was 
used until the availability of safety-base film in the 1930s. Cellulose nitrate 
is an unstable medium, and i f conditions are right can be highly combustible. 

Panoramic print: a print made with a negative from a panoramic 
view camera having a wide-angle lens, or a print made as a composite from 
several different negatives joined together. Prints made from these were 
popular between 1900 and 1 940. They are usually less than ten inches wide 
but may vary in length from twenty inches to several feet. 

Stereographs or stereoviews: a double image appearing as three 
dimensional when viewed through a special apparatus called a stereoscope. 
Stereographs have been made with a variety of processes, including da- 
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guerreotypes and glass slides, but more familiarly on a thin photographic 
paper glued to a cardboard mount. Early paper stereographs measure 3 
1/2x7 and later ones 4 x 7 and larger. They were popular from around 1850 
to the 1920s. 

Tintype: also known as a ferrotype, a photographic image on a thin sheet 
of iron. Is was popular from 1856, when they were introduced in America, 
to the turn of the century. 

Wirephoto: a thin photographic print usually 7 x 9 or 8 x 10 made for 
sending by telephone or telegraph wire. The method is used by news 
agencies to send to newspapers, magazines and other information sources 
around the world.
